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PREFACE- 




PRESUME that it 
wi)l not be expeft- 
ed I fhould make 
any apology for the 
publication of the 
following Sheets, 
which I hope, will, in fome mea- 
fure, be ufeful to fuch of the fea- 
faring part of our Nation as may 
have occafion to go into the Great 
South-Sea for the future, and like- 
wife entertain the Curiofity of 
a fuch 
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i 

rifcy, pur informations have beqa 
hitherto iiiiperfed; ; from whence 
it appears, that we cannot, from 
our own experiencej, be thorough- 
ly acquainted with thole parts 
but by very flow degrees ; wfiat 
we know of them at prefent has 
been from time to time commiini- 
cated to us by different Travellers 
of different ages. 

. I do not here pretend to give 
my Sea-Reader a compleat fyftem 
of the Navigation on the coalts of 
Chiliy Teru, &c. nor yet to give 
my. Land-Reader a perfed: defcrip- 
tion of the vaft Covmtries which 
compofe that great quarter of the 
World, comprehended in North 
tmd South America. As to the firllj I 
laboured under the fame, and, per- 
haps, fome greater diladvantages 
than moit of our Nation that had 
ever .been there before me ; and as 
• to. the latter, it canuot be expe<3:- 
edfrom me, that I.lhould deicend 

to 
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to a particular accotmt of each Pro- 
vince, or indeed of the Kingdoms' 
in general, except I borrow'd from 
dther Authoris, which, I prefume, 
would be fwelling this Book to a 
very unhecellary fize, and, at the 
lame tiine be only a repetition of 
the fame things, which have been 
oftentimes deliver'd to us, both in 
full Hiftories and Relations, and 
alfo in Abridgments of the i:ime. 
Therefore what my Reader is to 
expert in this Book is a faithtiil ac- 
count of all oUr nioft material 
Tranfadtions and Occurrences du- 
ring the Voyage ; and after that, a 
defcriptibn of fuch particular parts 
of the Continent, or Iflands we 
touch'd at : which, how far it may 
be of fervice to the Navigator, 
who may go there for the future, 
ot entertaining to fuch as may ne- 
ver have an occalionor inclination 
to* fail fuch long Voyages, time 
only can dilcover ; but be it as it 

a 3 will. 
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will, I Ihall have the latisfa^ion 
within myfelf of having endea- 
vour'd, as "far as in jne lay, to be of 
fome ufe to my Countrymen : and 
fince it has been the cuftom with 
molt of thofe that. have been on 
fUchdiftant Expeditions, to commu- 
nicate their Voyages to the publick, 
which have generally met with a 
Ivind reception, I may, perhaps, 
find a place amonglt them; and 
however ihort my Account may 
fall of the Readers expe(5lati- 
pn, I hope that cuftom, (which 
through long ufe has made it 
^Imoft neceflary for fuch, efpe- 
cially as have circumnavigated the 
Globe, to publiih their Voyages,) 
will excufc me for appearing in 
print on this fubje<3:» 

An Author's chief motive in 
works of this kind ought to be the 
^efire of ferving his (Country in 
what degree he can, which was not 
t;he leaft induc0meat that lead me to 

publiih

vhich has formerly and does at 
this day keep our European Neigh- 
bours in awe, riot only on their 
own Native Coafts, but alfo on the 
more diftant ftiores they haive pof- 
fels'd themfelves of in the other 
quarters of the World. 

The coafts of Chilis Terti and 
Mexico y wh^re the fcene of adion 
in my Voyage lay chiefly, arefuch 
as are but imperfedlly known to 
usy although we have had feveral 
eminent Navigators, who have 
ttot only been there, but have al- 
io, at their return, obligd the 
World with an account of their 
Voyages ; but as it has generally 
happen'd that thofe Gentlemen 
have had fome other deiign id 
view, than to make compieat dif- 
coveries of thofe extenfive coafts, 
and lince it would be an undertak- 
ing impracticable to any body, ex- 
cept it was to be perform'd under 
tlKi Protection of Publick Autho- 
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the fame untind ufage by fome of 
their ungenerous Countrymen. 

i, .conceive it muft be allow'd 
that thofe who have the hap- 
pinels of living at home^, in full 
poUeffion of - every thing that 
may contribute to make life a- 
greeable, can be but indifferent 
judges of what is undergone 
in fb great a journey as is the cir- 
cumference of the Earth, where 
the heats and colds of fb many cli- 
mates are to be endur'd : to be as 
far from ones native foil as the cir- 
cuit of the Earth will admit of; 
to be wandering fuch lengths of 
time on the furface of the Ocean^ 
and after a long voyage at fea to 
be entertained with the melancho-

ly profped:s of inholpitable fhores ; 
to have no place to have recourfe 
to but uninhabited Iflands, which 
feldom afford any other refrefh- 
mentsthan wood and water; to 
fuffer the extremities of hunger 

and 



^ f ffld thirft; to be in continual dan< 
|F through the mutinies and dif- 
fliatents of one's own people; and, 
in a word, to be years in doubt of 
ever landing in one's own country 
again, to enjoy a little repofe after 
the inexprefiible fatigues under- 
gone at fea ; yet all thefe, and e- 
ven more hardfhips have been en- 
dur'd by feveral, whether through 
a defire of Fame or of Gold. But 
if Ibme unforefeen accident hap- 
pens, which is unavoidably attend- 
ed by unfortunate confequences, 
the blam* is immediately thrown 
on the commanding Officer, when 
it would have been impoffible for 
him, or any man clfe, to have 
prevented the evil; this I fpeak 
on account of thofe who lend a cre- 
dulous ear to hearfay, without 
confidering the malice and diiho- 
neft ways that are conceal'd in the 
breaft of the reporter ; yet, I don't 
doubt but that the truths I have 

deliver'd 
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deliver'd in this Book will chafe a-» 
way the prejudice which feme mayfio 
havecontraded-; it will be thereai 
feen that the intereft of the Gentle-ii 
men who fitted out my fhip and-n 
mine were fo cloiely bound toge-i^^ 
ther that nothing could feparat©*^ 
them, for when one fell, both fell j^ 
and letting the cafe that I had notJM 
their intereft at heart, yet it was * 
for my intereft to fupport theirs as' 
much as I could ; but I was £o far ' 
from difregarding them, that I'l 
had always the higheft efteem for ' 
them, though I fcarce had the ho- 
nour of knowing above one of 
them ; and, I dare fay, that had 
it not been for the unparalell'd -i 
wickednefs of one of my Officers, ' 
(who was the moft notorioufly trou- ^ 
blefbme during the time he was with ^ 
me, ti:l he ran away with Capt. i 
Hatley in the I^^ercury^ and was 
refoly'd to fill up the cup of his 
iniquity at homf^ by ftir^ing up 

the 
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^OmfJemen-jidfoenturers againft 
xathy the moft groundlefs . :Bilf- 
^s^ with defign to extort tno-^ 
Kjboth from them and me^ and 
ijthat means involvld us in a trou" 
\isfym& lawriuit) that the miilmi 
decftanding between them and me 
iould haye been avoided^ and the 
Quitlemen would have made allow-: 
inces for the outrage of the ele- 
mcnts^ and the uncontrolable mu- 
tinies of my people. But the time 
may be near at hand when his vil- 
lany will be detected, and meet 
with its due reward, and my in- 
nocence be clear'd. 

But I fhall leave this topick, to 
give my Reader fome little infight 
into the fitting out of our Ihips, 
fo much as may be neceflary for 
him to know before he begins to 
perufe the Book. In the year 
i7i9j feme worthy Gentlemen of 
Lfindon^ nptwithftanding the leve- 
ral mifcafriages of Voyages on the 
Wejiern coaft of Korth and South 

^merkUf 
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Avnericai ca'me to a tefblution of 
fending two ftiips to the Gfeat South- 
Sea, to cruife on the Spaniards, 
under the Emperor's Conlmiffibn, 
our Crown, at that thiie, being at 
Peaee with Spam, in Koiiemheir 
1718, I went to Ojiend to receive 
my Gomniiffion there ; and being 
at that time appdihted to be Com- 
mander in Chief bf the Expedi- 
tion, I went over iti the Speed- 
tveUy then commanded by Capt. 
Robert Mitchel ; the Succefs of 
g X guns, which was then my Ihip, 
remaining in England. The Sue- 
cejsy upon the receipt of the Im- 
perial Commifliori^ was to be call'd 
the Trice Kugin^^ and the Speed- 
welly the StareTHherg. We had not 
been long at Offend before the 
Commiffions were deliver d to us; 
and fince I hear it has been difpu- 
ted whether we ever had thofe 
Commiffions, or not, I Ihall in-

good of our Expedition too much, 
at heart (if I uj^y have leave to 
fay lb) to encourage any animofi- 
ties'amongft ps, and though I ha^' 
fufficient grounds to refent many 
things, yet ftified my refentment,' 
and- never permitted it to break' 
out into an open ilame.

I from England s my defign 

heremDcing purely to relate whatever remarka- 
bic happenM to us in the courfe of fo long 
and dangerous a voyage* and withal to give a 
defcription of the different coafts and coun- 
tries I faw> ( fo far as came within the reach of 
my knowledge) whether for the fcrvicc of 
B the 
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the Navigator, or the amufement of the cu* 
tioiu. This being what I chiefly aim at^ I 
(hall eodeavoar to contra^ my relation, fb 
as it may neither deter the reader by a volu- 
minous prolixity, nor leave him unfatisfied 
with an imperfeft account of things. 

Dc r^ure ^^ ^'^^ ^^^^ ^^ February 171 8-9 we faiFd 
from Eng- from Tlymouthy in company with the Succefs 
^^^' of 3 6 guns, Capt. John Clipperton Comman- 
der, who in confi deration of his knowledge 
of the coafts and cuftoms of Chili, Teru and 
Mexico, was to acl as Chief of the Expedition. 
Ovi Sunday, Feb. 15. 171 8-9. I came un- 
der the Succefs\ lee, and complained of the 
crankncfs of my fliip, which proceeded from 
our having too much weight aloft, and there- 
fore defir'd Capt. Clipperton to fend for his 
wine and brandy, which I had on board, that 
I might have room to ftrike down fome of 
ny guns into the Hold, which being done I 
< did not doubt but that I fliould be able 
to hold him way. But this he entirely neglec^ 
ted 5 by which means he loft his ftock of li- 
quors5for we were a night or two after feparated 
by a violent ftorm, fo that we never faw any 
thing of one another till about two years after- 
wards. We kept company together no longer 
than till Thurfdaj^ Feb. 19. 171 8-9. when 

between 
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|>ctw^eea 9 and 10 o'clock at night there canje 
on a very violent ftorna of wind at S. W. Separated 
which oblig'd w i;o t^z in our topfails. The ^^^^jj by a 
jgale cncrcjUtog upon us^ and being very much ^^**°*- 
preis'dy I haul'd up xpy fprcTail under ^ 
Succefis Jec^ upon which they made ja fignal 
for bringing to. By 1 1 of the cjlocj: we wqrc 
under jbare po)es^ ^n^ our yards 4 porfhnd^ 
not being able xjo iuflfer oae knot of canvas 
all n^ht, except for a very little while a rcefd 
mizen. About mid^igl^t a fca (truck us,upi- 
on the quarter, and drove .in one of our quar- 
ter and one of our 4tern dead lights, where 
we fhip'd great quantities of water before w.c 
were able to ftop them again : and were for a 
xgnHderable time under continual apprehei;i- 
/ions of foundering. This accident exposed us 
4to tjie greatcft danger. We were not able .to 
^et the (hip before the wind^ nor could .wc work 
«the pumps upon deck, the lee one being all 
the time under water \ and befides this^ had g 
Xucceflion of prodigious feas driving over us, 
io .that none could ftan4 on their legs. |{i 
theic melancholy ftraits the chain pump w^ 
.^b? pii^ly tiiung we could have recourfc to, by 
^^Oeans of which it plegs'd God that we >vor£; 
:4^1i vcr'd from ip^pending dcftry^ion. When 
i ipecrt^ tjiis, I puft 9\k^m, t!?at it is lui- 

B 2 common ' 
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common for fhips not exceeding two hun- 
dred tun to have them, and that I was very 
much blam'd for the charge of Vi. In ftiort, 
a Seaman can judge what a condition we were 
in, in a (hip of not above 200 tuns burthen> 
with 1 8 fix pounders mounted between decks^ 
and a large launch, which row'd with i4oars9 
under our hatches/ beftdes loi men, four 
fifths of wJiich were land men, and crouded 
with provilions for (b long a voyage. But all 
the damage we fuftainM by this bad weather 
was the fpoiling of about 1 000 weight of 
bread, and one barrel of powder which the 
water came at. 

Feb. 20. 1718-9. We had no fight of the 
Succefs or any other veflelj at noon we fet 
the mainfail double reef'd, at midnight fet 
the topfails, and ftood to the N. W* In the 
morning the helm coat was wafh'd away, 
which was not fecur'd again without much 
difficulty. 
The Peo- This ftorm fo terrified the greatefl: part of 
emu Jnj'^y ^jp»g company, that I was informed that 70 
of them were rcfolv'd upon bearing away for 
England^ and that they had form'd a com- 
plaint againfi: the (hip ; for they alledg'd that (he 
was fo very crank, that flie would never be able 
to carry us to the South Seas. But on the zid, 

before 
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before this came to me^ having pcrcciv'd 
fome difcontent amongft them, I ordered them 
all to come on the Deck, and us'd what ar- 
guments I was mafier of, to encourage them 
to proceed j I told them, * if the (hip was ten- 
^ dcr, it was caus'd by her being peftcr'd fo 
^ much aloft, but that as we were incumbered 
^ only with provifions, we fhould in a little time 
' eat and drink her into a better trim $ that having 
^ through providence efcap'd a moft violent 
' tempeft^ a fmall fpirt of wind^^^P^d tiow 
^ run us into fair weather ; that I would take 
^ all opportunities of repairing the defeds wc 
^ were (b fenlible of in the late hard gale of 
^ wind, by filling up our quarter and great ca- 

* bin lights (which were very large and low) 
^ with firm plank i and having no awning, I 
' promised to provide fome (helter for them over- 
^ bead/' I at the fame time alTur'd them, ' that, to 
^ my own knowledge, our bottom was thorough- 

* \y refitted^ and in a perfcd good condition ; 
^ and I alfo reminded them of the fchemc; of 

* the voyage, which formerly they were fo well 

* pleas'd with, which promised, (I might almoft 

* fay) a certain recompence for all the difficul- 

* tics we might encounter/' But all I could fay 
was but to little purpofci for they continu'd in 
th?ir refolution of clapping the helm a wca-

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thity ^nd grev^ to Aat height of ihfolcncc 
it lift, that I wdis oblig'd to have recourfc to 
niy Officers, fot fhcir afliftance in bringirig thd 
in^Ic- contents to rcafon. And to thit purpofc 
moft of then) appeared arm'd. The fight of 
which fo ftartlcd the mutineers, that fhcy 
foon difpets'd themfclves 5 and having order'd 
that two of them fhould bt made faft to the 
gecfs, to receive fuch punifhmeht ks thejr dc- 
fcrv'd, I was prevented froiri execiitfhg ihy 
defign by (bmc Of the reft, who came in a 
Very fubmiflivc manner, ^nd Wgg*d that f 
Would be plcasM to patdon them, which I 
did, upon their prOnlife that for the future 
they would behave thcmfelves very obedient- 
ly. A little after this, findiHg them in a tolc- 
jfable difpdfition, and feemingly ihcUn'd to 
l)e tra(f;iabic, 1 order'd fome brandy to be 
brought up, and they drank to our pirofpe- 
rous voyage, &c. and I found that the dram 
being orice or twice repeated, pl:dv*d the 
beff means of entirely overfetting their wick- 
cd intentions, and we Went on quietly j et- 
cept the evening following, viz. Ftif. 24. 
^^monmt^^^^^ Hat ley, fecbnd Captain, intteadof cbn- 
he com- ttibutihg ( as he ought ) all that was in his 
be Ship power to fettle and confirtti us in the ijuiet, 
/ithme. ^g at that time chjoy'd, had like to havt 

brought 
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brought us into an irrecoverable confufion. For 
through the cxcefs of his indifcretion and fclf- 
conceit, he took an opportunity of difpuring 
the command of the fhip with nie, telling mc 
upon deck, before moft of the (hip's company, 
that he had private orders from one of the 
chief of the Gentlemen adventurers, and Capt. 
Clippertm^ to take the charge of the fhip up- 
on him, ( I had reafon to believe he fpake truth 
as to the latter.) I ask'd him, if he had a pri- 
vate Commillion too, to which he return'd no- 
thing but expreflions full of contempt of the 
Commiflion, making it appear as a thing of 
hardly any validity orconfequencc, and allcdg'd 
that it was but juft he (hould command, be- 
ing the only perfon that had any knowledge of 
t\\zSouth SeaSySf/hkhtT we were now going,cJ^r. 
How far this might have pre vat I'd amongft the 
people who had begun one mutiny by thcm- 
felvcs, and were probably ripe for another, e- 
fpecially when headed by fo conHderable an 
Officer, I can't fay, had not his unfeamanlike 
behaviour in the late ftorm rendered him ri- 
diculous, and apparently unfit for fuch a 
charge. 

It may be imagined that I was under no 
fmall uneafinefs when I refledcd on my ill 
fucccfs hithcftO> in being fcparated from Capt. 

Clipperton 
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Clipperton as beforc-mcntion'd,and immediate- 
ly after that, to find my fclf among a fliip's 
company, which I could hardly expe£t any 
thing from, but trouble and vexation ; and an 
imprudent Officer under me, who might be 
of much more mifchievous confequcnce, if 
proper mcafures were not taken to check him, 
and keep him within the flrideft bounds of 
his duty. For it was reafonablc to conceive, 
that thofc who could dare to be fo in (blent fo 
near our own countiy, where I might in a 
day or two have brought them to jufticc, 
would not (lick at any thing in a remote part, 
where they might probably have fome plaufi- 
ble pretence ( however unreafonable ) for a 
continual difobedience. 

Thus was I laid under the moft abfolutc 
ncceffity of behaving myfelf with the utmoft 
circumfpedlion and precaution, that I might 
prevent our being divided into parties, or fub- 
jc£t to the caprices and humours of an un- 
governable ignorant fet of men ; both of which 
would be equally deftruftive to the regular and 
fuccefsful proceedings of our Expedition. 

We had a very tedious paflagc to our firft 
place of rendezvous, which was the Canary 
iflands, where we were to cruif© ten days for 
one another. In our way thither we fpakc 

with 
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with (everal (hips, but could hear nothing of 
the Succefs. 

March the 17th. 17 19^ Wc arrived at Arrival tt 
the CanarieSy and cruifed out the appointed ^!*^ ^^**** 
time (according to my inftrudions) to meet 
with Captain C////^/^». During which, little where wc 
remarkable happened, except that on the ^3d[^ y^. 
I fent my launch in chafe of a fmall veflel fd. 
we difcovered under thcgrand Canaries^ who 
perceiving themfelves purfued, ran their vcf- 
fel afhore $ and my people, with much diffi- 
culty, got her ofF, tho' flie was hardly worth 
the trouble, being only an open boat of a- 
bout 16 Tunns, and nothing in her but a 
fmaJl quantity of fait, and a quarter cask of 
wine, the greatefl part of which was drank 
by my boat's crew, before they brought their 
prize to the Ihip. 

Having finifli'd my cruife, wirhout meeting, 
or hearing any thing of the Succefs^ I found 
myfelf in a very melancholy flate, when I 
came to conftder, that the next appointed 
rendezvous was at the Ifland of Juan Fer- 
nandas in the South Seas, and ordered thither 
by the way of the flreights of la Mair, and 
round csipc.Horn, which now I was fenfible was 
a navigation our fliip was in no condition 
of performing, fhe being without any fhelter 

to 
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to cover ihe people from the fno\j^, and tht 
inclemency of fuch cold boifterous winds as 
"Were to be expefted in fo (buthcrn a cli- 
mate 5 and) at the fame time, h^d her 
Ikrn (o difadvantagioufly fitted to bear the 
ihocks and violence of a tempeftuous fca, that 
we muft have been in continual danger of 
pcri(hing In every hard gale of wind. There- 
fore for the prefervation of the whole, it was 
indifpen&bly neceflary to employ our thoughts 
on foMe means to make ourfelves as fecure 
at pofllble by any opportunity we could meet 
with in our way. But how this was poflible 
to be efFcfted, was the article which gave me 
much concern, knowing that fuch materials 
as we (hould want to fervc our purpofe, were 
very fcarce to be met with at fuch places as 
we might ftop at. However, being relblvcd 
not to look back, but proceed in fuch a man- 
ner, as conftfted with what prudence I was 
mafter of, in preventing (as far as was in my 
power) all the evils I could forefce, I kept my 
thoughts to myfelf, being apprehen(ive that a 
very fmali difcouragement would fo difmay 
the greateft part of my fhip's company, as to 
i}eter them from running themfelves into (b 
many difficulties, where fo many hardfhips 
were to be endured. And tlierefore^ on M»cb 

29* 
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29. wc took but def^ftufi from Ferro, one 
of the Canary Iflands, in hopes to meet with- 
Captain Clipperton among the Cape de Vetd 
Iflands, and took our prize along with us. But Departure 
in our paflage thither my people began again '^^^ }^^ 
to be difcontented, afid, in fliort, murmur'd a- *°*'^* 
inong themfelves, and grew fo troublefome, 
that I thought I could do Ao Icfs than to 
keep the arms 6ut of their reach, which I did 
by ftowing theiti away in the bread-room. 

Oft Saturday^ iyipril 14, 1719. In the Arrival at 
motiiing we made the Ifle of May^ and run- m!/.^^ ^^ 
ning along (hore faw a wreck, dnd an Eng- 
Ujh fhip's Enftgn flying near a great fmoak on 
(he l^nd, and a fmall floop in the bay, near 
the wreck. As we ftood in for information, 
a boat came dfP, and told me it was the Van- 
siitern Eaft 'India- Man^ Capt. Hide^ Com- 
mandef^ who had the misfortune of tunning 
afliorc about j weeks before. Upon which I 
began to think that this might be a good op- 
portunity of fupplying myfelf with fuch nc- 
ceflaries as we wanted, and therefote ask'd the 
Mate, if I could have any planks or nails out 
of the wreck. He tdld me that the fliips in The ships 
the road to leeward, had got every thing thatJJJ^^;;^ 
could be faved dut of her« I bore away for the ^trance, 
road, but my enttancc Was oppofcd by all the 

ihips 
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the fliips there, (being about 1 3 in number) who 
fired feverai ihot at me, miftaking me for a. 
free Booter. But being foon fatisficd of what 
we were, the drunken Commodore, with the 
reft of the Mafters, came aboard, and asked 
my pardon, and promifed to let me have what 
1 ftood in need of. So I came to an Anchor ; 
but at laft got nothing but 2 or 3 flieathing 
boards, and about 3 Tunns and \ of fait. 

Some time before our arrival here. Turner 
Stevens (my Gunner) very gravely made a 
propofal to me, in company with all the Of- 
ficers (as we were drinking together) of crui- 
fing , in the Red Sea 5 for, faid he, there can 
be no harm in robbing thofe Mahometans : 
but (continued he) the poor Spaniards^ they 
are good ChriflianSy and it would, doubtlefs, 
be a fin to injure them. Upon which I im- 
mediately ordered him under confinement: 
after which he, in a very outragious man- 
ner, threatened oftentimes to blow up the (hip. 
Therefore for .thefe, and many other fufficient 
The Gun rcafons, I difcharged him at his own requeft, 
charged, which I vcry readily condefcended to, and 
was glad to fee every body elfc as. well pleas'd 
as myfelf, at his departure. I alfo left my 
Chief Mate chief Mate here, at his owndefire, he having 
difcharged, j^g^^ guilty of fcveral mifdcmeanours ; but, 

particularly 
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particularly, the night aiftcr wc anchored here, 
tie had the imprudence to quarrel with Mr. 
Brooks^ the firft Lieutenant, and to fight with 
him^ which caufed no fmall difturbance on 
board, for which I corre&ed him, and was 
very well fatisfied to find him To inclinable 
to leave us, he having been a very trouble* 
ibme perfbn. 

tVidriefday^ tyfpril i8, 1719. At fix in 
the morning weighed from the IJle of Majy 
and the fame Morning arrived in the road of 
7orto Vraya on the Ifland of St. Jago. Here the 
Capt. il/i/;>rgavemefomehopesof adifting me 
With fuch things as I wanted, but day after day 
deceived me, fo that I got nothing but a little 
frefh proviftons. At this place I fold our 
prize for 150 dollars to the Cover nour $ fill'd 
all our water-casks, &c. and gave my ihip a 
very good heel. Six of my people having 
deferred from my launch, I applied to the 
officer afhore, but could not prevail. How-* 
ever, I thought of a very probable means of 
recovering them i for there being a Tortu- 
guefe fhip in the road, I fent to the 
Captain of her, to tell him that I would have 
him go afhore in queft of my men (I under- 
fiood that the Governour detained them) threat- 
ning that I would take the like number out 

of 
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ftfternoon^ we faw a (hip ftemming with us, 
whom wc fpakc with. I ordcrM the five oat^d 
boat to be hoifted out, and fent Capt. Hat- 
ley in her, to enquire what news on the coaft, 
and gave him money to buy fome tobacco ; 
for the Succefs had got our dock aboard of 
that (as well as other things) which created 
MetaPor-^ ffTfj^ country famine amongft us. When 
s%^ Hatley returned, he told me Ihe was a Tor^ 
tuguefe from Rio JaneirOy and bound to 
VernambucOj that he could get no tobacco^ 
and had, therefore, laid out my money in 
unneceffary trifles, {viz) china cups andflates^ 
a little hand nefi of drawers^ four or five 
pieces of china fdk, fweetmeatSi bananas^ 
plantains and pumpkins ^ &c. I gave him to 
underftand that I was not at all pleafed with 
him for fquandering away my money in fo 
filly a manner. He anfwcr'd, * that bethought 
^ what he did was for the beft, that he had 
^ laid out his own money as well as mine, 
^ and, in his opinion, to a good advantage, 

* and that, to his knowledge, the things he 

* bought would fell for double the money they 

* coft, at the next port we were going to." How 
ever, I affiirM him I did not like his proceedings 
by any means. At noon Lat. per obfervation 24 
deg. I2,min. South, meridian Diftance 631 

miles 
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miles Weftwatd'^ the next day we faw a fail 
which my people would fain have fpoke with^ 
but I would not fuffer it. 

Friday^ June 19, x?i9. At it In the 
Morning, we made the Ifland of St. Cathe* 
fines ^ the Northermoft end of it bearing S. S. 
W.diftant 4 leagues. Saturday^ June 20^ at 4 
In the afternoon, we faw the Ifland of Galt^ 
and theEaftermoft Ifland, bearing S. £.7 £^ di« 
fiant 6 leagues. From 4 till s in the aftet^ 
noon we had but little wind, and fleering S; 
by £• had gradual foundings from 20 to 15 
fathom. At 9 at night we came to an an- 
chor, the Ifland of Gall bearing £. by N« 
diftant 2 leagues $ from 8 to 9 we had gra« 
dual foundings from 15 to 10 fathoms 3 at 
5 the next morning we hoifted out our 
launch, and fliip'd the capftane, at 7 came tofail^ 
and at 10 anchored in 10 fathom, the Ifland 
of Gall bearing E. N. £. diflant 2 leagues^ 
and the Eaftermoft point of St. Catherines, 
E. by S. diftant 4 leagues.

Arrhalat the IJland ^ St .CaXht- 
rines, on the Coa/iofavTSil^ in the 
Latitude of x7 T>eg. 3 o Min. So. 

U E S T>Kyi T, June 23, we got 
up to the anchoring place at St. 
Catherines, and found it to anfwer 
pretty well, there being timber enough, but 
muft be cut down with our own tools, the 
Iflanders having nothing of that kind among 
them. The firft thing I did was to fend the 
Carpenter afliore, with all the people that 
could be ufeful to him in felling the trees, 
and fa wing them into plank, and order'd the 
Cooper, and his crew to trim the casks, and 
fill water. Thofe that remain'd aboard I em- 
ploy'd in new flowing the hold to make 
room for our Guns, and to come at the 
meat casks, that we might give them a freffi 
fupply of pickle, whilft others overhaul'd the 
rigging and fails, and I continually made all 

the 
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the difpatch I could with fuch indifferent awk- 
ward failors as I had. Mean while the Cap- 
tain of the Ifland, and the, reft of the inhabi- 
tants came off to us evei*y day, with the 
produd of the place, which I purcliafcd with 
fait as long as I had atiy to (pare. 

On Thurfday^ July 2. We were difturb'dsawa 
by a large (hip, lying at anchor under Tar-^^.^^^ 
rot's Ifland, whom we dilcover'd as foon as 
it was day break, that Ifland being four or 
five miles below the place where we lay, I 
order'd an Officer in the launch, well mann'd 
and armed, to fee (if he could) what flid 
was, with ftrift orders not to go on board 
of her on any account whatfocver. In the 
mean time I had got two of itty guns at the 
watering place, with a fufficient number of 
men and ammunition to defend what we had 
there. Which done, 1 hove apeak on my an- 
chor, and laid warps to haul into flioal wa- 
ter, if there fliould have been a neccflity for 
it, and, in all re(pe£ts, I put my fliip into the 
moil advantagioiis pofture of defence. About 
noon my launch returned, and brought me 
word that flie was the Rub/y formerly an 
Englijh man of war, and now one of Mar^ 
tinefs (quadron 5 that flie was come from the 
South S^zSj and commanded by Monf. la 
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Jonquiere 5 that he, his Officers^ and fcamcn,' 
were all French^ to the number of about 420, 
and that, though (he was adually in the Spa- 
nijb fervice, they had not the Icaft defign to 
moleft us, having left the South Seas upon 
the firft advice of a rupture between the 
Crowns of France and Spain. The manner 
how my Lieutenant came to be fo pun^ual- 
ly informed of all this, was by a dired breach 
of the poHtive injundion I had laid upon 
him, of not offering to go on board of her. 
And truly all the excufe be had for his indif- 
creet proceeding in this affair was, that he 
was perfwadcd to it. This, I think, was a 
mean pretence, and his folly might have coft 
me very dear ^ for had they been enemies, I 
Ihou'd have loft 2 j of the beft hands belong- 
ing to mcy with all their arms. But their 
Ipeedy return gave me room to hope there 
was fome truth in the ftory they had told me. 
Yet may it not be imagined that it was a vexa* 
tious misfortune to me, that I had not (to 
the bcft of my knowledge) one man of ex- 
perience, or capacity enough to perform the 
duty of an Officer? though, upon a fecondcon- 
fideration, I cant tell whether it was an e- 
vil or not in the fequel of the voyage, when 
tlie ungovernable fellows look'd sind- be* 

haved 
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haved thcmfclvcs, as if they only wanted a 
mifchievous Head that they could depend upon. 
The next day, *uiz. July 3 . the Ruby turn d 
up towards us, when, not being thoroughly 
iatisfied in my mind, I continued very ap- 
prchenfivc of them. But the French Captain 
feeing that I fufpeded him, having my guns 
pointed, and every thing in a perfect readi- 
ne£s, he came to an anchor (hort of us, and 
fent one of his Lieutenants, and a Prieft, to 
affiirc me of his friendOiip, and that he did 
not entertain any thought of doing me the 
leaft injury 5 but that, on the contrary, he 
fhould be ready to do me all the good offi- 
ces that lay in his bread. This meflage remov'd 
all the miftruft I had of him^ and I hove to 
my moorings again. The next day Monf. la 
Jonqmere fent me an invitation to dine with 
him, which I did, and met with the mofl: 
handfome reception imaginable, with offers 
of what money I would have upon my bill 
to LondoTiy or any thing elfe that his fhip af- 
forded. Among other things he told me, 
that when he came into the harbour's mouth, 
he had but 16 guns mounted, but that upon 
feeing us, he got up the reft, which in all 
made 54$ that he had fcveral wealthy paflen- 
gers, and that, in (hort, his fhip was extremely 

rich 
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rich in gold and filvcr. He likcwifc informed 
mc, that the Spaniards had advice of our two 
(hips, and that they talk'd of fitting out fom^ 
of their Men of war to receive us. I dcfir'd 
that this piece of news might be kept fecrct, 
if poffible. He reply'd, that it ftiould 5 for that 
he believed none of his people knew any thing 
of it, becaufe they had not been afhorc for 
a confiderable time before they came out of 
the country. Upon this occafion I thought 
it would not be improper to acquaint him, 
that the difpofition of the generality of my 
fliip's company was fuch, that if they heard 
of any thing that favour'd of great difficul- 
ty, I (hould not have it in my power to make 
them proceed any farther. To this he was fo 
kind as to anfwer, that he, and his Officers 
would pay me a vifit, and would take an op- 
portunity of giving my Officers and people 
fuch probable hopes of fucceft, that they 
fliould not, for the future, be inclined to re- 
linquish the fVeJiern coafts of t^merica, to 
go to any other part of the World. 

It was about this time that there was a 
report ipread, that Hatley had taken a bribe 
of the matter of tht Fortugueze we met on 
Jum 5, (or, as moft faid, had robb'd him of 
«o Of 109 moidore?;, and had given xo to 

I " 'his 
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his coxfwain, and 6 to each of his boat's crew, 
not to divulge it.) Upon hearing this I called 
him to a ftrid account, charging him with what 
had been faid againft him* Ail that he could 
fay for himfetf was, that he had done nothing 
that he was afliam'd of, or that he could not 
juftify himfclf in. Notwithftanding which, I 
threatned him that I would be very diligent 
in fearching out the tmth of it, and that if 
I found him guilty, I would infallibly delt^ 
vet him to the Captain of the Iftand. But, 
in the end, not being able to come at a fuf- 
ficientpixx>f againft him, all I could do (I might 
as well have faid, dar'd doj for he was become 
a mighty favourite with the people^ was to pro- 
left againft him^ which I did, and gave the Proteft 
to Capt. Clipperton in the South-Seas. I muft 
own it to be my opinion, that he was bad 
enough to ad any unhandfomc part;^ efpecial- 
ly if one may be allow'd to judge of a man 
by his adibns , for, at this place, from our 
firft arrival, he began, and continued to com- 
mit fuch outrages, that I had daily complaints 
of his abufing their women in the groflTcft 
manner \ and further, that he, and a gang 
that ufed to go about with him to buy frefh 
prpvidons, had threatned to ravifh old and 
young, and fet their houfes on fire \ nay, and 

C 4 aftually 
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a£i:ually burnt one, which the inhabitants had 
permitted us to ufe as long as we hadocca* 
fion for it. Thefe, and fuch like violences had 
like to have coft 6 of our people their lives 
before we faird, in the manner as fhall be here- 
after mentioned. 

^uly 6. Monf. la Jonquierey according to 
his promife, came, with fcveral of his Officers 
and palTengers to dine with me« But in the 
heigth of our mirth, the ftrangers had a con- 
vincing demonflration of the temper of thofc 
The Boat- I had to dcal with j for Hudfon^ my Boat- 
a Mutiny, fwain, took it into his head that he was ill 
ufed, and had not the refped that was due 
to one in his poft, becaufe he was not invi- 
ted into the cabbin as a gucft, he affirming, 
that though there were fo many Lieutenants, 
and other Officers, that were cflcem'd to be 
fo much fuperior to him, yet, that in ftrifl: 
juftice he ought to be look'd on as the third 
man in the fliip, tho', at the fame time, nei- 
ther the Mafter, Gunner, nor Carpenter were 
invited. But the Boatfwain, to fhew how 
much he refcnted his imaginary ill treatment, 
was refolv'd to raife fuch an uproar as (hould 
deftroy the gayety and fatisfaftion that thofc 
cnjoy'd who thought themfelves fo much a- 
bovc him. This was his way of reafoning ; biit 

whether 
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V^hether it was the cfFed of deHgn^ or igno* 
rance^ may be difficult to determine. How- 
ever^ he was not long in putting his refolu- 
tion in pradice, by the help of two or three 
more^ who began to fancy themfeives in his 
cafe. The firft thing they did was the aC- 
faulting of Betaghy the Capt. of Marines^ and 
Mr. KAdamSj the Surgeon. This infolence be- 
ing carried on in the fteeradge, I fiept out to 
fee what might be the caufe of fuch a noife ; 
but was furprized at the unparalkrd impudence 
of thefe fellows, who, when I came to en- 
quire into the reafon of this confuiion, ac- 
cofted me with all the fawcy expreflions they 
could think of. But by the help of the reft 
of my Officers, and the French Gentlemen^ 
I foon drabb'd them into better manners, 
which was as much as we could do s for their 
number was very condderably encreafed by 
(bme of the petty Officers and fore-maft-men. 
When all was pretty well quieted MonQ la 
Jonquiere defir'd he might have liberty to 
(peak a word or two to them. Which done» 
be told them, that ' as he, and his Officers were 
' cyc-witneflcs of their piratical behaviour, if 
^ they perfifted in their difobedience to their 
' Captain, that he would fee the ring leaders 
^ of them punifh'd at my requeft, by carrying 

J them 
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them home in irons. And as they grew a 
little calmer, he cxpoftulatcd with them, by 
appealing to themfelves, whether they did not 
think it monftrous for any people to behave 
themfelves in fuch a manner j elpecialty ha« 
ving fuch a profped before them $ and affur'd 
them, that it would be owing to themfelves, 
if they fail'd of making their fortunes ; and 
defired them to judge of the truth of this by 
his people, who were full of money, and yet 
had not half the encouragement (as far as he 
underftood) that they had ; and declared to 
them that he had not a man in his fhip, that 
would not leave all his wages that were due 
to him, to fcrve nie in this Expedition. This 
ipeech feem'd to pleafe the greateft part of 
them. However, it was a melancholy reflec- 
tion to me, that after having been 30 years 
an Officer in the fervic?, under the bcft regu- 
lated difcipline in the world, I fhould be npw 
harrafs'd with continual mutinies, and expofcd 
to the unthinking malice, and unaccountable 
humours of my own fliip's company. For I 
inuft ingenuoufly profefs, I dar'd not puhifh 
them as they deferv'd i and was certain that 
fome of my chief Officers privately approved 
of their actions, as I afterwards found by their 
conduct. The next morning I was informed, 

that 
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that my people were moft of them forry for 
what had happened the night before, laying the 
blame upon the Boatfwain, and too much li- 
quor. I was glad to hear this confeflion, and, 
therefore, pafs'd it over with only threatning 
how I would manage them, if ever they were 
guilty of the like again. I was fully refolv'd 
to punifh the Boatfwain in the fevereft man- 
ner; but was prevailed on not to do it, he 
coming in a very humble plight, asking my 
pardon, and begging that I would not ufe any 
fevcrity towards him 5 for that it was drink 
that had made him mad, &c. and withal dcitrM 
I would let him go home in the Trench (hip. 
This I voluntarily agreed to, he being a very 
odd (brt of a fellow, and always incenftng the 
people againft the number of Officers, whom 
he term'd Blood-fuckers. 

The 15 th of y«^, we faw a great fliip ply- 
ing into the harbour's mouth. But when they 
difcovcr'd us, they made the bed of their way 
out again. This poflfcft Monf. la Jonquiere 
with apprehenfions of her being our confort, 
which put him in the greatcft confufion and 
hr^rry to be gone. Accordingly, when night 
came on he weighed, and fell down the har- 
bour, and went to fea the next morning, and 
at: his departure faluted me with j ^uns. Three 

frenchmen 
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frenchmen belonging to mc went away with 
him. But I had two Fremhmen and one 
Morphew^ zxx Irijbmanj in lieu of them. Up. 
on the whole, I can't forbear faying, that 
Monf. la Jonquiere was very civil and oblig- 
ing to me, being very ready and willing to 
adift me with his advice, and notice of the 
date of affairs in the South Sea, and with e- 
very thing that might be of fervice to us 
in any refped. 

During this, our Carpenter went on but 
(lowly in the woods j which was attributed to 
the badnefs of the faw, and the want of fome 
hands expert at the ufe of it. But to fpeak more 
plainly, they were, in reality, very idle, and 
there was no driving them faflcr than "they 
were inclined to go. For my part, I had no 
fpur that they would be fenfible of, but 
double allowance of brandy, and, after all, 
they hardly defcrved the water they drank. 
At length, when we came to fill up the 
fiern, and to cafe it all over with firm thick 
plank, we could find, to my great aftonifh- 
ment, no nails fit for that ufe, or hardly any 
other, no not fo much as any for the \ife 
of the pumps. Upon which there was no re- 
medy left but to fet the Armourer to work 
to make fome, which- he did by the help of 

a 
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a forge and bellows, which were ^ven me 
by the Capt. of the Ruby. I was now told, 
that the lirft Carpenter, and his crew, had 
fold moft of the ftores before the (hip came 
to ^lymouth^ which was before I commanded 
her, fo that I never heard of it 'till now. 

July 25, 1 71 9. We were hinder'd again a. Fri»«& 
by the appearance of d large (hip, coming in in^^Hn^ 
under -Fr^r^ colours. She was caird the Wife^^^* 
Solomm of St. Maid's, of 40 guns, and a- 
bout 160 men, commanded by Monf. ©«- 
main Girard, and bound to the coafts of 
Chili and Teru to trade. She was the fame 
fhip we faw coming in before, and had (poke 
with the Ruby at fea. This gentleman abufed 
Mr. la Jonquiere to me in the moft fcurri- 
lous manner, calling him renegade, for ha- 
ving ferv'd under a foreign crown, againft his 
own countrymen 5 for he being one of Mar- 
tinefs fquadron, their buHnefs in the South- 
Seas, was to fweep thofe coafts clear of the 
French interlopers, which they did very ef- 
fedually 5 for there was not above 2 or 5 
out of 12 or I } , that efcaped falling into 
Martinet's hands, who made them all legal 
prizes. Mr. Frezier was not lefs obliged to 
Monf. T^umain, and his Officers, for a defa- 
mation of his chara£ter, in relation to his 

Voyage 
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voyage to the South-Seas^ which he publifli'd, 
he often telling me, that he would not have 
me truft to his dcfcription of the ports, &c. 
on the coaft of Chili and Teru^ becaufc, to 
his knowledge, it was a book full of the 
groffcft errors. However, he might have fome 
politick end in making me entertain an ill 
) opinion of that book, by which means I 

might have ran myfelf into many inconve- 
niencies 5 but I foon perceiv'd, notwithftand- 
ing a little forced civility at his firfl: arrival, that 
he was a defigning mercenary man, and endu'd 
with all the conceit and vanity fo natural to 
his nation. He pretended to make a day here 
of two or three months, for a better feafon 
to go about Cape HorUy and, therefore, as 
fbon as he had anchored, he fent fome of 
his people afliore to dig a fmall garden to 
fow fome letticcs, and other fort of fallading. 
I deHred this gentleman to ipare me fome 
nails, to which he readily anfwer'd he would 5 
but, at the fame time, gave me to underfland 
that they would come very dear, for he could 
not afford them for lefsthan 3 2 doUars/^r hun- 
dred, which fum I was glad to give him, fincc 
it would have been an endlefs bufinefs for my 
armourer to have made a fufHcient number 
for the prefcnt and future ufe. I likewife 

bought 
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bought of feim 60 chccfcs, and 3 00 /. of but- 
ter, to add to our ftock of provifions, fo that 
it happened well for uic that I had fomc mo- 
ney from one of the Ruby's people. This 
being done, I thought myfelf in a tolerable 
way of making a very quick difpatch from 
this place, when there came a letter from 
my (hip's company to me, with Articles an* 
nexed to it, which they faid they were refolv'd 
toinfifton, andthrcatned that they would not 
ftir a ftcp to Tea, 'till what they demanded 
was fecurcly agreed upon by me, and the 
chief officers, according to their dcfire 5 and 
I think it will not be amifs to infert a copy 
of the letter and Articles as follows. 

On board the Speedwell^ 

Honoured Sir, 

The reafon of eur troubling you at this 
time with the Articles on the other fidCy are 
chiefly thefe^ viz. we have very good reafon 
to believe J that if what we fhall have the 
fortune to make this voyage^ Jhoukt be car- 
ried to London, we Jhould never receive half 
thereof I for it is known to all, how the peo- 
ple ofibaard the fhips Duke and Dutchefs were 

treated^ 
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treated^ and if we carry our money to Lott* 
don, can expeSi no better treatment. Second- 
ly, That the Articles we Jigrid to at Ply- 
mouth, were never read in our hearings nei-^ 
ther would Mr. Godfrey allow us to read the 
fame. He told us they were the fame with 
thofe on the cabin-door^ though we are now 
affur^'d of the contrary. One thing we faw 
in them was^ that there was three times as 
much writing in them^ as in thofe on the 
cabin door ^ and written by fever al hands ^ 
and interlined in a great many places^ which 
we dorit know the meaning of. t^nd, 
laflly, how dangerous is it for poor men to 
truft their fortune in the hands of rich 
men?

With which I had not troubled the reader, 
had I not thought it abfolutely neceflfary to 
give him a more perfect idea of the tranfacr 
tions which followed. / 

This was a matter of great Xveight, and 
required much conftdcration ; for, on the one 
fide, I had an obftinate fhip's company, who 
perfifted in having what they caird their due 
and lawful rights, and would give ear to Tlo- 
thing that might be objcded to thenii and, 
on the other iide, if I endeavour'd to make 
them eafy according to their defire, I lay'd my-

It is plain, that 
the obfervation^ in the letter were his,(hc having 
been an Officer on board thcT>utchefs)to which 
he added, that he was fure we (houldget a great 
deal of money, and that he knew, by woe- 
ful experience, how they wete ufed on board 
the ^uke and ^utchefSj being paid not one 
tenth of their due, and that it plainly appeared 
how ^ certain Gentleman defignM to treat them, 
by his bullying them, and endeavouring to 
force them from Gravefend before they had 
te^eiv'd their river pay, and imprefs money, 
which was a thing never attempted before, 
and then to be hurry 'd to Tea, without any 
knowledge of their voyage, and that he was 
very well affur'd it was Capt. Clippertmii 
deHgn to divide their (hares in the cotuitry.

I conceive that, in this cafe^ where my chief

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gcthcr with 150 bufhcls of Farina de Tao^ 
which is the flower of Cajfader root, as fine 
as our oatmeal i it is very hearty eating, and 
prepared without any farther trouble than boil- 
ing the water, and foaking a quantity of this 
Farina in it, which makes a kind of burgou 
immediately. I likewife bought 1 60 bulhcls of 
calavances, fome of which I purchased with 
money, at the rate of a dollar per bufhcl, and 
fome with fait, exchanging one bulhel for ano- 
ther 5 and added to all this a very ncccffary ar- 
ticle, wz. a good flock of tobacca 
foil from Thus provided of every thing ufeful to tht 
oA/. (L- fliip and the people, we, onthc ithoi Auguftf 
thirms. £^^y^ f^Q^i St. Catharines^ to my great fatif- 
fadion, it being what I had long defpairM of. 



j4 "Defcription of the IJland of 
St. Catherines in the latitude of 
a7 disg. 3 o min. fouthy on the 
Coafi of Brafil, and its Inhabi- 
tants. 

MOnfieur Frezier^ (though he has other- 
wife given a very good account of this 
Ifland) has been guilty of pafling over (with. 

out 
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out any notice) an Ifland lying between the 
Ifland of Gall and the norrhcrmoft point of 
St. Catherines^ and has not well obfcrv'd a 
reef of rocks running almoft 4 acrofs the 
channel between the Ifland of Gall and the 
main Continent of Brafil. The firft of thcfc 
miftakes furpriz'd us very much, for as wc 
flood through the foremention'd channel in 
the night, we took the Ifland he has omitted 
to be the northermoft part of St. CatharineSy 
but having pals'd it, and found an opening to 
the fea, and only a high Ifland which is about 
2 miles in circumference, we apprehended 
our felves to be in the wrong place, and there- 
fore came to anchor immediately, but in the 
morning plainly perceiv'd Monfieur Frezieis 
omiilion. In order to arrive at the anchoring Direaions 
place, you muft continue to fail in the chan- ^^^J^ 
nel between St. Catherines and the Continent "gc 
till you come within, or near, two fmall 
lilands which have yet had no name given 
them i over-againft the northermoft of thcfe 
is the watering-place on St. Catherines^ near 
to the entrance of a fmall fait- water creek, 
oppofitc to which you may come to, in 6 pc 
7 fathom water very fafely, the bottom being 
a fine grey fand. The Ifland of St. Catharines 
ijC fejf i$ about % \ leagues in length, but in 

E 3 breadth 
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breadth no where exceeds z leagues ; and the 
channel between it and the Continent fb nat^ 
row in one part, as not to be much above a quar'> 
ter of a mile in breadth. It is all over covered 
with inacceffible woods, To that excepting the 
plantations, there is not a clear fpot upon in 
The lead Ifland about it is in the fame manner 
abounding with a great variety of trees and 
undergrowth of brambles and thorns whkh 
deny any accefs \ and the main Continent of 
Brajtl it felf may in this part be juftly termed 
a vaft continued wildernefs. 

The faflafras, fo much cfteem'd' in Europe^ 
is fo common there, that we laid in a good 
quantity, inftead of other wood, for firing. 
Several They have there a great plenty of oranges, 
Fhlk."" both Cib/;;^ and i^^w/^, lemons, citrons^ limes, 
bananas, palm-Cabbage, melons of all forts, 
and potatoes. They have the fugar-canc very 
large and good, but make little or nd ufc of 
it for want of utenfils, fo that the little mo- 
loffiis and rum they have, they fell very dear. 
Game. j^^ ^^ ^^eir game, there is hardly any to 
be had , altho' the woods are full of par- 
rots, which are good eating, and are always 
fecn to fly by pairs, notwithftanding there 
may be fome hundreds in a flock. Maceaws, 
cokatocs , plovers, {mc| a ^rcat diverfity of 
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other birds of curious colours and peculiar 
fhapcs, particularly one fort fomewhat larger 
than a thrufli, which have a fpur in the joint 
of each wing. The flcmingocs arc very often 
fecn here in great numbers, they are of a very 
fine fcarlet, and appear extremely beautiful 
when flying, they are about the fizc of a heron, 
and not unlike them in fliape. 

'Tis quite othcrwife with thefifhery ; for as^'e^ra! 
they have a great abundance of feveral forts of fX ^ 
good fifh, fo they have almoft every where the 
befl conveniences for hauling the fcyne. All 
their bays and creeks are well (locked with mul- 
lets, large rays, grunters, cavallies, and drum- 
fi(h, fb caird from the noife they make, by 
which they are followed into (hoal water and 
taken, fome of them twenty or thirty pound 
weight, and their fcales are almoft as big 
as a crown-piece, the Tortugueze call them 
Meroes. You may go up j or 4 miles into the 
ialt-water creek, which I before mentioned to 
be near the watering-place, where each rock- 
ftone, and even the roots of the mangrove- trees 
afford a delicious fort of fmall green oyfters : 
likewile among the rocks by the fea-fidc you find 
wliat is commonly call'd the Tea- eggs in its out* 
ward form it nearly rcfemblcs a dock burr ^ 
excepting that they are generally three or 
four times as big, and are of a fea-green or 

^ dceo 
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deep purple colour 5 but in the infidc they arc 
divided in partitions like an orange, each par-^ 
tition contains a yellow fubftance, which is 
eaten raw, and in my opinion exceeds all the 
fliell-fifh I ever tafted 5 they have prawns of an 
extraordinary fize, and in our nets wc fomcr 
times caught the fea-horfe defcrib'd by Mon^? 
fieur Frez>teT in his relation of this place. 
Black Cit- On the Savannas of Arezittba on the Con- 

tic. '1 

tinent, over-againft the fouthermoft part of 
St. Catharines^ they have great numbers of 
black cattle, fome of which we were fuiE- 
ciently fupply'd with from thence, and which 
we bought at a reafonable price. 
I^habi- xake the charafter of the Tortuzueze of this 
Ifland from the Tortugueze Captain's letter, foe 
it is certain that they arc a parcel of Banditti^ 
which come for refuge here from the neigh- 
bouring and more ftridly governed Colonies of 
^rafili Emanuel Manfa^ who was what they 
caird the Captain o£ the Ifland, was ftill their 
Chief as much as in Freziefs time. However, 
for my part, I can but do them the jufticc to fay, 
that they traded with mc very honeftly, ^d 
were very civil to every one but thofc who 
gave them thofe grofs affronts already men- 
• tion'd. They enjoy the bleflings of a fertile 
0aatry and ^ whol(bme ^ir, and ftand in need 
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of no neceflaries except cloathing. They have 
fire-arms fufficient for their ufe, and indeed 
they have need of them very often, for they 
are fadly troubled with tygers. But ufe has Sadi? per* 
made them eafy under that inconveniency, yet^^* 
in their houfes they are obliged to keep a 
great many dogs to deftroy thofe ravenous 
creatures, who oftentimes make a prodigious 
havock amongft them. I have been told, that 
a tyger has kiil'd 8 or i o dogs in a night ; but 
if it be day- light, they feldom efcape from 
them, for they then afford the inhabitants a 
kind of diverfion, and an opportunity to de- 
flroy them effefkuallys in fhort, nothing is 
more common than to fee the prints of tygers 
paws upon the fandy beach. As to their ^ 
fine dweliing-houfes mentioned by Monfteur 
Frezier^ none of us cou'd fee any fuch thing, 
nor have they any place worthy the name of 
a Town, nor any Fortification of any kind ex- 
cept the woods, which to them is a fure retreat 
and fecurity againft any enemy that may attack 
them. As to the Indians of this part, I can't 
fay much of them, having never feen above 
J or 3 of them, 
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The Voydge cantimed. 

Sunday i Auguft 9. wc took our departure 
from the northermoft point of St. Catharines, 
in latitude 27 deg. zoxx^kxa. Smth^ difference 
of longitude 50 deg. Wefi from the Lizard. 

JVednefday^ Auguft 19. at 6 in the even- 
ing, Mr. La Tort^ my third Lieutenant, broke 
his leg by a Aide on the deck. From the time 
yrclch St. Catherines^ till now, wehadmoft- 
ly hard, fqually weather at noon^ latitude, by 
obfervation, 3 6 deg. 25 mitiw South ^ meridian 
diftance 142 miles IVeft. I kept the lead go- 
ing all along the coaft of Patagonia^ other- 
wife called the Defert-Coaft 5 and I prefumc 
it will not be amifs to give the following ac- 
count of the depths and nature of the ground 
as follows, viz.

2 mm. iSi^iv/^, found- 
ings in 95 fathom gtey and black fand. 

In 44 deg. 5 8 min. Soutif, foundings from 
6$ to 70 fathom the fame. 

In 4 5 deg. 1 6 min. Sout^, foundings ia 
63 fothom rocky. 

In 45 d^. 26 min. Souths foundings from 
62 to 70 fathom the fame. 

In 45 deg. 42 min. South, foundings and 
ground tbe fame. 

In 47 deg. 1 8 min. Southy foundings from 
52 to 70 fathom grey and black fand. 

From the latitude of 49 deg. 34 min. Souths - 
to the latitude of 5 1 deg. i o min. South, we 
had foundings from 5 5 to 60 fathoms black 
fand and yellow gravel. I found the found- 
ings to be very regular, and though I cannot 
be certain of our exad diftance from the land 
at any particular times^ yet I dare fay we wert 
never nearer than 3 o^ or farther than 40 leagues 
diftant from the land. From the latitude of 
40 deg. to the latitude of 5 2 deg. 30 min. wo 
had a fight of continual ftioals of fcals and Sce ?aft 
penguins, and were conftantly attended by^^jaiS 
Vint ado birds, about the bignels of apidgcon,P^g"^°^' 
jhc French caU them T>amieTs^ bccaufc their 

feather; 
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And gitit fathers being black and white, are difbos'd 

fiuinDcrs 

ofPMTA^in fuch a manner, as to make their backs and 
^l/r^ wings appear chequer'd like a draught-board. 
/«» Thefe were accompanied by AWitroJfes^ the 
largeft fort of fca-fowls, fome of them ex- 
tending their wings 12 or 1 3 foot And whilft 
we had the river of Tlate open, the fea thcre- 
Incom- abouts wascover d with prodigious quantities of 
^ great large fea- weed, which often incommoded us, 
oHb^^ it being impoflible to avoid running fometimcs 
weeds, amongft it, which gave us much trouble to 
clear our felvcs of it, and at the fame time 
deadned our way. But as we went to the 
Southward, this inconveniency left us. After 
- which we had on the furface of the water a- 
bundance of things appearing like white fnakes. 
We took fome of them up, but cou'd not per- 
ceive there was any life in them, nor were 
they form'd into any jQiapc refembling any 
kind of animal, they being only a long cylin- 
der of a white fort of a jelly, and may pro- 
bably be the fpawn of fome of the larger fort 
of fifh. I might have obferv'd, that as we ad- 
vanced to the Southward, my people's ftomach 
encrcas'd with the fharpnefs of the air to that 
degree, that the fame allowance which the Go* 
vernmeot gives in the Navy was not fufficicnt 
to fatisfy their hunger, Some of my QjfiSccrs 
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in particular were very angry that they cou'd 
not have their bellies full, or at leaft a greater 
fliare than the common people. Mr. Betagh^BUMib, 
my Captain of Marines^ (who had been for-^J,^ 
merly a Purfcr of a man of war, and a man^^^^w^w 
wfiom I had a great regard for) was the cham-S^S- 
pion for an addition of allowance at my table, ^^^ ^ 
for he told me that he had orders from thewou-dnot 
Owners to cat with me i and what was my ta-^^^. 
ble if I did not eat better than the cook ? To •"« "J, 

my table. 

this I anfwer'd, that he knew I was not allowed 
an ounce of frefh provifions to Tea with me^ 
and that he cou'd have no reafon to complain, 
having all along far'd as well as my felf with- 
out any charge to him. But nbtwithftanding 
all I could fay, this good gentleman did not 
think it proper to ufe any decency at fuch a 
table, and wou d fometimes take the greatefl: 
part of what we had upon his own plate $ fb 
that I found my felf oblig'd to divide the al- 
lowance of my table into equal parts, and 
every one had their part by lot. Upon this 
Mx.Betagh us'd his endeavours to perfuade the 
people not to ftarve themfelves, as he call'd 
it, and he gain'd his point fo far, that in a 
very little while after, I was forc'd to give them 

an extraordinary meal every day either oi Farina 

or 
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©r qalavanccs, which at once made a confidc- 

rable cpnfumption of our water and firing. 

'Vowgfc Betagh cou d not flop here, but urg'd by t^ls 

moms voracious appetite> and. finding me inflexible 

Si«MCK-^^ giving my confent to fquander away our 

traordioir provifions, without knowing when or where 

nee o7" ^^ might get any more, had at length the info- 

provifioos.j^^^^ to tell me publickly, that the voyage 

fhou'd be fliort with me, which he often re- 

peatecl.

tipoiitlus It may appear plain to any one that reads 
Biti^i the foregoing letter^ that this was not the firft 
^J^^ crime he had been guilty of, and in h€t it 
was not. The perfon who delivered this let* 
ter to me, told me^ that Captain Betagh wa 
fo far from thinking the acknowledgment in 
his letter to be fuificient to merit my favour, 
that he b^g'd I would give him an opportu- 
nity of confefling his crimes openly, which 
he wou'd do in fuch a manner as he hop'd 
would move me to pardon him. Upon which 
I again reftor'd him in a handibmer manner 
than he afterwards defcrv'd, as will appear by 
the fequel. 

But 
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But now to rcfumc the thread of our voy^- 
agq I muft inform the reader, that between 
St. Catharines and the river of Tlate it is but 
an indifferent coaft. For which reafon I kept a 
good offing, till I came to the fouthward of 
£ape St. Anthony^ where I hauled into found- 
ings, as has been faid before. There is ano- 
ther thing worth our obfcrvation, and that is, ^J^\

that the whales, grampuUes, and other nfn ofof whaks 
a monftrous bulk, arc in fuch numbers on thc^^' 
coaft of Tatageniay that they were really of- 
fenHve to us very often. For they would come 
ibmctimes fo clofe to us, as almoft to (lifle us 
with their ftench When they blew, and would 
lie fo near to us, that I have frequently thought 
it impbffible to cfcape ftriking upon them on 
every fend of a fea. I am a ftranger to the 
Greenland fifhery, therefore cannot (ay why a 
ttade might not be carried on here. I may 
venture to affirm that it is a fafer navigation, 
and I am apt to believe that here is a greater 
certainty of fuccecding. 

Saturday^ September 19. 171 9. I rem em - 
bring to have heard of fome fhoals in the la- 
titude of 50 dcg. 30 min. Souths and having 
no draught that dcfcribcd this coaft, (for Clip- 
perton^ who, was fupply'd with every thing ne- 
ccfl^ of that kind for both ihips, did not think 

F fit * 
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fit to let me have any) and judging that I was not 
above 20 leagues from the land^ I flood right in, 
the greateft part of the day, with intent to flrike 
ground upon them, but did not come into 
lefs than 5 s fathom ; therefore at night I al- 
tered my courfe along fhore again. About mid^ 
night I perceived the water to be difcoloured 
all at oncC) whereupon we founded, and found 
26 fathom; which done, I flood off to fca, 
but did not deepen our water in the running 
of 5 leagues. At 6 the next morning we had 
30 fathom, but had no fight of land^ though 
fome were of opinion that they had, which I 
did not depend upon. This bank mufl lie 
very near the entrance of the ftrcights of Ma- 
gellan. On this bank, or fhoal, wc faw great 
numbers of blubbers appearing^ like the tops 
of umbrellas, curioufly ftrcak'd with all forts 
of colours, which were a fpccics entirely difiFc* 
rent from what I had ever fccn before. 

From hence I fhaped my courfe for tte 
flrcights of te Mair^ and as we approach'd 
tlie coafts oi Terra del Fuego^ met with very 
foggy weather. I had a fine opportunity of 
going through the ftreights of Magellan 3 but 
Capt. Clipperton, in his fcheme, pretended 
out the abundance of his judgment and ex- 
perience, that the flreights of le Mair would 

be 
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be the beft navigation at this time, though he 
himfelf pafTed through the ftreights of Ma^ 
gtllan ; from whence it may be con* 
jeftured^ that he who never was fond of hav- 
ing a confort with him, defign'd to make 
u(e of a likely expedient to feparate himfcif 
fitoni us to fomc purpofcj and I fhall fhew 
it in its proper place, that he was a man 
who would do any thing rather than not fol- 
low his own way of thinking, tho' never fo 
di/honeft or inhuman. 

September %i. The fogg clearing up, we^^^vj^ 
faw fpme mountains of a ftupendous height ^^« ^°*^ 
on Terra del Fuego^ entirely cover d withddF^o. 
fnow. The nearcft point of land to us was at 
leaft 8 leagues diftant^ bearing S. W. but be- 
fore we could make any farther difcovcry the 
mift returned 5 therefore I flood off for fomc 
time, and then brought to. At 4 the next 
morning I made an cafy fail to the South 
caftward, and at daylight it proved very clear, 
when I found I had fallen in with the land 
about 5 leagues to the Northwcftward of the 
ftreights of le Mair. We had now a full, bat 
melancholy profpeft of the mod defolate 
country (to all appearance) that can be con* 
ceiv'd, fceming to be no other than conti- 
nued chains of mountains, one within ano- 

F 2 ther. 
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thcr, perpetually hid \tj the fnow. Towarcb 
noon wc were becalnVd, withing 5 les^es of 
the mountains call'd the three Brothers^to nam'd 
from their equal heights, near refcmUances, 
and proximity one to the other 5 the Wcftcrmoft 
of them bearing S. by W. and cape St. Vm- 
cent E. by S. diftant 2 leagues. Each of 
thefe 3 mountains rife gradually with an even 
furface to the North weft ward, and then drop 
almoft perpendicularly on the foot of each other, 
and form three bluff heads. Thus they appear 
at a diftance, which caufcd Monficur Fte- 
zier to tell us, in his defcription of this part, 
that they arc contiguous. But I was near c- 
nough to fee that the two Wcftcrmoft of 
them are divided by a large river, or very 
deep bay, where, perhaps, a fhip might find 
good fliclter on any emergent neccflity. Thcfc 
mountains have no fnow towards the fca, 
and arc no other than rocky precipices, and 
arc but a very obvious mark to inform all 
. {hipping that come this way, that they arc 
near the mouth of the ftrerghts of le Mair. 
But there is another thing which makes them 
the more remarkable, and that is a (lender 
pecked mountain appearing like a column of 
fnow, much fuperiour in height to the reft 
of the land. This, though fituated far up in 

the 
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che country, looks as it it was clofc behind 
the three Brothers^ when, at the foremen- 
tion'd bearings, this peck may be further 
known^ by leaning its head in a furprizing 
manner to the South^^caftward. We faw it at 
fcveral bearings^ but it kept its fhapc and fccm- 
ing diftance, and one would have almoft 
thought that it foUowM us as we rounded 
Cape St. Vincent to go into the ftrcights, which 
arc about 3 leagues to the South caftward of 
the three Brothers. 

Before we came on the coaft of Terra ^^/i aiTage 
Fuego^ wc had not been fenfible of any hclps^^IIJ^fj^i^j, 
or hindrance by any currents from the limc ot *c h.air, 
that wc had got to the Southward of the ri- 
ver of Tlate^ but this afternoon we were hur- 
ried with incredible rapidity into the ftrcights, 
and juft as we had gain'd fonicwhat more than 
mid paflage, the tide flack'd. Wc then found- 
ed, and had but 27 fathom a rocky bot- 
tom. At the fame time I took an opportunity 
to make what obfcrvations I cou'd of the place. 
Wc Iiad a clear view of Staten land, which 
yields a mod uncomfortable landskip^ of a 
furprizing height, covered with fnow to the 
'Very wafli of the fca, and bears more of the 
likcncifs of a huge white cloud, than of firm 
]%v^ Ti^ffc ftrcights feem to anfwer very 

F 3 well 
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veil to Monficur Freziefs map of them, \xr 
iog about 7 leagues through, 6 leagues wide, 
and lie almoft North and South. But the nor- 
thern tide ruihing upon us with an equal vio- 
lence with what had brought us in, it pre- 
vented my making any farther remarks, and 
afforded matter of aftonifhment to us all to fee 
Iiow faft we were driven out again, notwich- 
(landing we had a frefh, fair gale at R. W\ 

and when at the fame time we went 6 knots 

, ... 

by the log, by which I cannot judge this tide 
to run lefs than i o knots in an hoUt : in (hort. 
we were quite carry 'id out in about an hours time. 
Upon the fhiifting of the tide to windward, 
there arofc fuch a (hort Tea, which at the fame 
time was fo lofty, that we alternately dippVl 
our bowfprit end and poop lanthorns into the 
water 5 our fliip labour'd in the moft violent 
manner, and became infcnfiblc of the guidance 
of her helm \ but at midnight the tide fhifted, 
and we put through the Streights^ fleering S^ 
with a brisk gale at N. W, without feeing the 
land, diftinflly, and in the morning had a very 
good offing to the fbuthward. 

After we had got well to fca, we unftock'd 

our anchors and brought them aft, and got in 

our (pritfail yard to eafe our bows, and make 

every thing as fnug as poi&ble. We had found 
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t very cold before wc came this length, but 
now began to feel the extremity of it. The 
bleak wefterly winds of themfclvcs would 
have been fufficiently piercing, but they were 
always attended either with fnow or fleet, Meet wiA 
which continually beating on our fails and!;^^^^^ 
rigging, had gasd the mafts, and every wcadicr. 
tope with ice, and had, in a manner, made 
bur fails almoft ufelefs to us. So much were 
wc accuftom'd to the mod fcvere ftorms, that 
wc ufed to think it tolerable weather if wc 
could bear A reefed mainrfail, for it was com- 
mon with us to be 2 or j days together ly- 
ing to under bare poles, and expofed to the 
{hocks of prodigious Seas, much larger than 
any I ever faw. Now we began to be tho- 
roughly fcnfible of the benefit of our awn* 
ing, and, itjdeed, we could fcarce have liv'd 
without it. The winds reigning thus tem- 
pcftupufly, without intermjflion, in the Weft- 
era board, wc wpre driven into the Latitude 
of (J I dcg, jp'min. of SiOUth Latitude. Add 
tp this our misfortune of having continual 
mifty weather, which laid us under hourly 
apprehcnfions of falling foul of Iflands of 
ice, but thank God wc cfcaped that danger, 
though wc l^ad many alarms by fog banks, 
^ pthcr falfc appearances. Notw.ithft;md^

l[burfddyj OSakr i. At 7 in the cvenii^, 
as they were furling the main-£ul, one WiL 
iiam CameB cxfd out, that his hands and fin- 
gen were fo benumb d that he could not hold 
himfelf, but bef<»e diofe that were next to

him could come to his afliftancc, he fell 
down and w^s drown d. 

The cold is certainly much more infup- 
portable in thefe, than in the fame Latitudes 
to xhtNarthward; for, although we were pretty 
much advanced in the fummer (eafon^ and 
had the days vciy long, yet we had conti- 
nual fquals of fleet, fnow and rain, and the 
heavens were perpetually hid from us by 
gloomy difmal cloudy. In fhort, one would 
think it impoflible that any thing living coul4 
fubftft in fo rigid a climate ; and, indeed, we 
all obfcrvcd, that we had not had the fight 
of one fi(h of any kind, fince we were come 
to the Southward of the ftrcights of le Mair, 
nor one fea-bird^ except a difconfolate black

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Kj^bitrofs^ who accompanied us for fevcral 

iizys, hoycring about us as if he iud loft 

himfclf, till Hatley^ (my fecond Captain) ob- 

fcrving, in one of his melancholy fits, that 

this bird was always hovering near us, ima- 
gined, from his colour, that it might be fomc 

ill omen. That which, I fuppofe, induced him 
the npbore to encourage his jTupcrfiition, was 
the continued feries of contrary tempeftuous 
winds, which had opprcfsM us ever ftncc we,ha4 
got into this Tea. But be that as it wouldt 
he, after fbme fruitlefs attempts, at lengthy 
(hot the Ky^bitrofSy not doubting (perhaps) 
that we fhould have a fair wind after it. t 
muA own, that this navigation is truly me- 
lancholy, and was the more fb to us, who 
were by ourfelves without a companioni 
which would have fomcwhat diverted our 
thoughts firom the reflcdion of b^ing in fuch a re- 
mote part of the world, and as it were, feparated 
fiom the reft of mankind (o ftraggle with 
the dangers of a ftormy climate, far diftant 
from ^ny port to have recourfe to, in cafe 
of the lofs of mafts, or any other accident ; 
jpor any chance of receiving aftiftance froni 
any other (hip. Thcfe confiderations were 
enough to deje£fc our fpirits^ when we were 
fendble of the hourly danger we wfrc in of 
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Jofing our mafts, by the incclTant continu- 
ance of fuch ftormy weather as wc underwent j 
but the hopes of enjoying a long repofe ia 
the Tacifick Sea on the coaft of Teru^ light- 
ned our cares, and gave us fbme fm^U re- 
lief. 
Carry a- Thwjday^ Odtobet 2 2, 1719. At 8 at 
way our night wc Carried away our fore-top- maft, and 
^wtop* rigg'd another next morning. We crept, by 
very flow degrees, to the Northward, for we 
might truly fay, that ever fincc wc left the 
ftrcights of le Mair^ till the firft land wc 
made on the coaft of Chil'h we had coiuinual 
contrary winds, and uncomfortable weather. 
f^h^^f h ^^ Saturday y November 1 4. At noon wc 
Coaft of faw the coaft of ChilL the Northermbft pare 
f" in fight bearing N. E. by E. and the Southcrr 
moft S. E. by S. diftance iq leagues. Lati- 
tude /«r obfervation 47 deg. 28 min. So. 

Having now weathered the moft hazardous 
part of our navigation, and being arrived on 
the confines pf the Spamjh fettlemcats in 
Chiliy it behoved us to ad with all the pre- 
caution peceflary to prevent our being difco- 
ver'd. Our fupernumcrary allowance pf pro- 
vifions, as before mentioned, had wafted our 
water and wood in fuch a manner, that in- 
p:e4§ of proceeding dircdl^ along th^ coaft

to the Northward ; we were laid under an 
indilpcnfable neccflity of contriving feme 
means, by which we might get a recruit of 
the two abovemention'd articles, and dared 
not think of going any further, till we had 
fupply'd ourfelvcs with them 5 for we had but 
7 buts of water remaining, and thofc lying 
in fuch a manner, that half the hold muft 
have been unftow'd to get at them, and a 
;nuch lefs proportion of wood* Our circum- 
ftsnces being thus unfortunate, I thought the 
prudentcft method we could take, would be 
to goto Narifprough''sl(lzndy and, accordingly, ^^^ 
we dire£ted our courfe to that place, and on Narbou- 
Thurfday^ November 19, 1719. at 8 in the m^' 
morning we faw land, and at noon, the bo- 
dy of NarborQUgh^s Ifland bore JV. E. diftant 
9 leagues. At the fame time Latitude fir 
obfervafion 44 deg. 43 min. South. Vari- 
ance per amplitude S deg. 50 min. Eaji. 

Saturday y November 2 1 . At 7 in the morn- 
ing we had foundings in 2 s fathom, fine 
grey and black fand. But here we found a 
very wild road, which would not be fafc in 
the unfettled weather which we had at that 
time. But being willing to try what could 
pofEbly be done farther, at 9 the fame morn- 
iog, I fteer^l E \ N, for the river of St, 
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kMttm^\,o^Qfningo^ which empties itfelf from that part 
Ri^ofSt.of the Continent which is fituated oppofite 
pomingQ. ^^ Nfirborough^ Ifland. In this river I ima- 
gin'd we might wood and water, and clean 
our (hip undifcover'd, there being no inha-^ 
bitants thereabouts. As we came in with tiic 
mail) land, we had regular foundings from 
:j,% tp ^o fathom; but as foon as we had 
advanced a little into the entrance of the il« 
ver, the water fhoal'd from i8 to 15, 12, 
I9> 9t 7j 6y 5, + 7 fathoms, as faft as the 
man could heave the lead, therefore being un^ 
willing to run too great a ri(que in fb un* 
frequented a place, and being only a itnglc 
ibip, I Immediately flood out to fea again. 
'As we rang'd along the fliore, in going io, 
and returning out of this river, we rounde4 
fcveral bays, which feem'd to be very conj- 
modious, but were all foul at bottom. The 
day following we had windy, rainy, thick 
vcather, which forcibly blew us to the North- 
ward of this part. 

It was a great unhappinefs that wc could 
|ipt reach the Ifland of Juan FernandeSy in 
Latitude of 3 3 deg. 3 o piin* South y without 
flopping at any other place. But our tedious 
> palTage, and extraordinary confumption of 
povifio^j^ had QOt only r^4u<:cd nis to an ex- 

. * mm? 
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trcmc fliortncfs of water and wood, but of 
all kinds of dry provifions alfo, which wc 
were all but too fcnfibk of. So that I was 
really obliged, in common difcretion, to think 
of fomc place where wc might not only 
wood and water, but alfo get a frefli fupply 
of dry provifions. Being thus furroundcd 
with doubts and apprchenfions that we fliould 
be obliged to go to leeward without a com- 
petent ftock of eatables, one Jofeph de la 
Fontaine (a Frenchman) affut'd me, that if 
I would go to the Ifland Of Chiloe (which 
was, at that time, a little to the Northward 
of us) there was no place like it in the 
South Seas^ and that to his knowledge (for 
he had been there) we could not fail of fup^ 
plying ourfelves in what meafurc I plcas'd % 
that the towns of Chacao and CalibucOj th* 
firft on the Ifland, and the fecond on the 
Continent, were rich places j that the former 
was the ufual rcfidence of the Governour, 
and that at the latter there was a wealthy 
college of Jefuits 5 and that there were confi- 
derable magazines, which were always well 
llock'd with provifions of all kinds. At the 
fame time that he acquainted me with this, 
he infinuatcd the fame account, with fbme 
additions, into his (hip-mates, who, witih one 

voice 
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voices concluded, that if I pals d by this Ifland; 
OQt Expedition might probably end ignobly 
without doing any thing, fin cc it was likely 
that Clipperton had already alarm'd the coaft, 
the natural confequence 9f which muft be 
an embargo laid onf all (hips trading to lee- 
Reaibns ^^^d- This, indeed, would have adided cx- 
for going tremcly to the ncceflity we were under of 
bndof providing for ourfelves whilfl: it was in our 
^^***^' power 5 for I muft own, that the thoughts of 
living wholly on our European ftock, were 
very melancholy 5 which muft, in a very lit- 
tle time, have brought us into inconceivable 
difficulties, if we did not fpeedily meet the 
enemy, or if we had fail'd in any enterprize 
dfhore, if we had been fo unfortunate, we 
could not have kept the feas without fbme* 
thing to live on, and, in fuch a cafe, muft 
have been forced either to furrender, or quit 
the coafts, and have gone towards IndU^ 
where we fliould have met with cold recep- 
tion without money or credit. This would, 
indeed) have been a fine opportunity for my 
unruly fellows to have taken the piratical 
turn which they threatned at St. Catherines^ 
But it was not without a mature cieliberation 
that I formed a refolution of going to Chi^ 
fye, and could not but think myfelf happy 

m 
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in having (b good a profped in this exigence 
of preventing fuch evils as might, in all like- 
lihood, have enfued. The chief thing that 
encouraged me to make an attempt at Chi- 
loCy was to get fuch an additional fupply of 
proviftons as fhould (in cafe the coails were 
already alarm'd) enable us to retire to fome 
obfcure unfrequented Ifland, there to remain 
till the Spaniards (hould imagine that we had 
abandoned their feas, and then to come upon 
them again when they had not the leaft ap- 
prchenfions of being molefted by us. 

Saturday y November 28, 1719. At 6 in^ 
the morning the Teats of Cucao on the Ifland 
oiChiloe bore E. N. E. And at noon, the Nor- 
thermoftpatt of Chiloe bore N. E. diftant 4 
leagues, at the fame time Latitude per obfer- 
vation 41 deg. 40 min. South. 




Chap. III. 

Arrival at the I/land of Chiloe, 
on the Coaji of Chili. 

ON^ATy November 30, 171 2. 

We enter y the channel, between the 

Continent of Chili and the Ifland 

of 
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of Chilotj and fiood in for the harbour uflf- 
dcr French Colours, with intent to fur- 
prize and attack the towns of Chacao 
and Calibuco. But when we came into 
the channel, our Pilot feem'd to be as great a 

ftranger to it as myfelf, and the wind begin- 
ing to blow frefli, and rainy thick weather 

coming on, I anchored at lO in the morn- 
ing in 1 3 fathom, between the point of Ca- 
re Imapo and a fmall Ifland caird Tedro Nth 
nezi. Immediately after we had come to, 
the windward tide made out with a prodi- 
gious rapidity, which inftantly caufed a great 
fea, and the wind increadng, made the chan- 
nel all about us appear like one continued 
breach. In the mean time our fhip laid a 
great drain on her cable, which parted at 2 
in the afternoon. We could have no hopes 
of recovering our anchor, bccaufe the buoy 
had been ftav'd and funk an hour or two 
4>efore we had been thus forcibly fet adrift# 
In fhort, I did not think it fafe or prudent 
to hazard the lofs of another anchor, where 
there was fuch a certainty of ill fucce&, and 
therefore flood dircdly crofs the channel for 
the Ifland of Chiloe^ in a boifterous gale, thick 
rainy weather, all furrounded with fecmii^ 
ihoals^ and^ in a manner, loft in a naviga- 
tion 




'*r 
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tioh unknown to any of us. When we had 
advanced within a mile of Chiloey we rang'd 
along fliorc to the Southward, in hopes to 
difcover the town of Chacao. We paffed by 
two commodious bays, but had nothing like 
a town appearing near them, and, at length, 
came about a point of land which is to be 
known by a high rock like a pyramid, which 
almoft joins to it. Having rounded this pointy 
I found myfcif entirely out of the tide, and 
commodioufly fheltcr'd from all other incon. After 
veniences j and, therefore, anchored overagainft ^"^^^^ 
a crofs which was fix'd on the Northern fide ftnd a fafe 
of the harbour, and had (luckily) juft day- *"' 
light enough to direft us to a retreat, from 
the dangers we might have incurr'J amongft 
fuch ivariety of violent tides, unfrequented 
channels, and foul weather. 

But in order to come to an execution of sent ^he 
my dcfign, I, the next morning, fent niy^^J^ 
fecond Lieutenant in the pinnace, well mann'd nant in the 
and arm'd, to make a difcovery of the towns di^o^CT ° 
of Chacao and Calibuco-^ and, at the fame ^^5J['''^"

time, Capt. Hatley went in the launch, to 
find out a watering place. He foon returned, 
and brought an Indian with him, who had 
fhewn him what he went in qucft of, where 
he might, at once, get both wood and wa- 

G ter 
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tcr witoout any great trouble, even under the 
command of our cannon, and out of all dan- 
ger of being furprized. Upon which, (that 
we might make as fmall a delay as poflible) 
I fent fome Hands in the Launch with Casks 
immediately to be filled, and people to cut 
wood, well arm'd, with an Officer of Ma- 
rines and I o men to be on the guard. The 
Indian gave us hopes of a fufficient fupply. 
But came in the evening to my people, who 
were aOiore, to acquaint them, that the coun- 
try was forbidden to bring any thing to us. 
The pinnace not being yet returned, this in- 
formation made me apprehend that the ene- 
my had taken her, and, by that means, had 
A spanifh Icarn'd what we were. 
Officer December 3. 17 19. At 7 in the evening, 

boarod there came to us a Spanifb Officer (in a P/- 
Gow-* r^^^^row'd by 8 Indians) who was fent by 
nour. ^{^^ Governour to be infornVd of what wc 
were. In order that I might manage the 
deceit with the greatcft fhew of probability, 
I order'd, that none (hould appear on the 

We pafs ^^^^' ^^> ^^ \c2Li^f be heard to fpeak, but fuch 
for a as could either fpeak French or Spanijh. As 
swp.^ foon as we had a fight of the piragua, I hoifted 
French colours, and when the Spaniard came 
on board I told him, that we were a home- 
ward bound French fiiip call'd the St. Rofe^ 

and 
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and that my name was le Janis le Briton. 
Under this notion he (laid with us all nighty 
and I accommodated him with the bed my 
fliip afforded, and departed the next mornings 
not feeming> in the lead, to fufped us. I 
wrote to the Governour by this Gentleman, 
fignifying, that I wanted a fupply of provi- 
fions to carry me to France, dcfiring him to 
aflift me as much as conveniently he could. 

I now concluded my pinnace was loft, fince Give my 
the aforementioned Spaniard had given mcyj^f^^ 
to underftand that it was not above 3 hours ^°^' 
fail to the town of Chacao. What could one 
have thought after 3 days abfence, but that 
they had either deferted, or been taken, which 
would infallibly be the ruin of my defign? 
But thefequel will fhew what little confidence I 
could put in the generality of my Officers. 

December 5, 171 9. At 7 in the morning. 
We faw two boats failing towards us, which I, 
at firft, fuppofed to be our own, and fome boat 
rtic had taken. But as they approach'd, I found 
them to be two piraguas full of men, who, 
after they had view'd us, went on fhore on 
a fmail Ifland lying in the mouth of the har- 
bour i upon which I order'd every one to 
put on their Grenadiers Caps (which I had 
caufed to be made) and fpreacTthcmfelycs fore 

G 2 and 
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and aft, to appear as terrible as we could to 
them 5 for it would have been in vain for 
us to have followed their light piraguas in our 
heavy launch. 
Sccawhitc December 6. At 5 in the morning feeing 
^fihmT^ white flag on the fliore, I fent away the 
launch, completely mann'd and arm'd, to the 
place where the flag was, but they found none 
to treat with them, except a letter which was 
made fafl to the flag-ftaff, and a dozen of hams 
laying dofe by. The contents of the letter 
were as follows. 

From theTrefiJenceofCh^i' 
cao, December 6. 17 19. 
SIR, 

Since I had the news of feeing a fhip in 
the place where you are^ and perceivings at 
her coming in^ that fhe was incommoded^ 
and that even your pinnace pafs'd by this 
townj by which they Jhewd their ignorance 
of the dangers of coming into my harbour ^ 
I immediately conje£iurd Jbe was come for 
a ^tlot to bring your, fbip in 5 therefore fent 
a foldier^ in a canoe^ to difcover what they 
were. But your people bore away from him 
in my fight. Tou fent me a letter^ which I 
read with pleafurCy and ajfure you 1 am for, 
ry for your misfortune by contrary winds, in

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which I alfo partake Neverthelefs I can 

but think how accidentally you have alarm* d 

all my country 5 for {commonly) Jhips that are 

bound to this fort fend their boats in before 

them^ which you not doings has given me all 

forts of fufpicions 5 which you had not done^ 

had I had any certain ajfurance of your being the 

StRofe, the pip you mention: but I believe 

you don't care to declare your f elf thoroughly^ 

Jince you did not fend directly to me. I never 

fawfuch a manner of alarming this province^ 

and putting the inhabitants under arms ; yott 

little think what pajfes in this fortrefs. 

I ftnt a canoe to call your pinnace back^ 
but they would not be known ^ but on the 
contrary y crowded fail ^ and put themfelves 
in a pojlure of defence^ and fired two 
fuzees at ?ny boatj who had no arms in her, 
I not thinking it necefiary : fince which ^ 1 hear 
they have been afhore on an Iflmd^ where they 
kilPd afheepy and were feen tore embark very 
haftilyj leaving behind them all manner of 
anions entirely contrary to the letter you fa- 
voufd me with : for which I complain to yoi^ 
of the extravagancies of your meny that you 
may know their ill praEiices ; and they may 
ajfure themfelves that I and all the inhabit 
tant^ will oblige you to purfue your voyage^

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Tou tnu/i weds have had wood and water 

enough in the time that you have been in the 

fort where you are^ and having orders from 

my King not tofupply ar^ foreign Jhips with 

provijions^ I cannot order what you have de- 

fired of me. I thank you for the compliment 

of drinking my healthy and have fent you a 

dozen of hams^ as the fruit of this country^ 

and as fruit only t have taken that liberty.

I did not much regard this Gentleman's 
threats, though at the fame time I muft ac- 
knowledge, that all my hopes of fuccefs in 
any attempt I might make againft the towns of 
Chacao and Calibuco were entirely vaniflicd. 
The cowardice of my people in the pinnace 
was the greateft difappointment to me, for I 
really look'd upon them to be nine of the 
ftouteft and moft refolute men in my fhip, and 
imagined that they could not have been feared 
or taken by (almoft) any number of Indians : 
however, I returned an anfwer to the Gover- 
nour, and ordered it to be fixed as they had 
foand his.

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From on board the St. Rofe *, 

December 6. 1719. 
Sir, 

/ had the honour of yours^ and am 'very un- 
eafy at my people's behaviour^ they had not 
the leajl dire £f ion from me for fo doings Ifi^t 
them only to dtf cover your harbour^ in order 
to pay my refpeEis to you, for which reafon I 
let them have only one day's bread to fubftfii 
I can fay nothing in their behalf but am 
ready to believe they have rnijlaken the wayy

Being in defpair of ever feeing my people, 
which were abfent in the pinnace, and being as 
much at a lofs to know how and whereabouts 
Chacao was fituated, as I was the firft day I came 
here^ becaufe we had no draught of this Ifland 
that I could depend on, I determined to alter the 
ftyle of my letters, and try what could be done 
in making a rupture with him,being determined 
by fome means or other to make anKnds for 
my lofs of time in coming licre, by (uch a re- 
cruit of provifions as could be gqt, though even 
in the mod hazardous manner, flncc it was 
impollible I fhould proceed without it. And 
therefore having it now in my power to chufe 
cither to defift from the profecution of the 
dcfign for which I came out of England^ or 

to 
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to venture our lives among the woods and 
diftant habitations of the Indians^ where wc 
might in all probability get fuch a quantity of 
one thing or other as would render us capa- 
ble of keeping thefe feas as long as would be 
ncceffary, I thought it as eligible to finiOi out 
days with our voyage here, as to perifli at fea, 
or furrendcr ignominioufly to the Spaniards. 
I had this reflexion to encourage me^ that the 
former navigators of our nation who had ven- 
tured to cruife in thefe feas, had by their a£li- 
pns infUlled a dread of the Englijh name in 
the Spaniards inhabiting the coafts of Chilis 
TPeru and Mexico^ though none that I ever 
heard of had molefted this Illand before. £uc 
being buoy'd up with the fuccefs of fomc 
others who had been in thefe Teas before me, 
I did not doubt a fortunate event to my en- 
deavours, and therefore fent the following an- 
fwcr to the Governour's laft. 

From on board the St. Rofe. 
Sir, 

/ have received yours of the 7th injianf, 
and by this inform you^ that I am extremely 
dijfatisfied with my people's indifcretion. If 

they 
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they had returned in the time 1 prefixed toypti 

in my lafty I might by this time^ perhaps ^ havs 

failed according to mypromije : but can now no 

longer forbear obferving to you, that as rnypeoi 

pie h^ve lived on nothing but fait provifions for 

a great while^ I can hardly rejirain them 

from doing things irregular in fuch a place as 

this, where cattle are fo plenty, which I am 

not allowed to pur chafe for money. I am 

very fenfible what a condition your fortrefs 

is in, and what Jlrength it confifts of which 

I have been inforrned of by very good authors i 

and I have now a pajfenger aboard who has 

been here fever al times iti the time of Don 

Pedro de Molina, and by this begs leave to 

kifs the hands of Padre Arnoldo, Padre Gatie, 

Don Francifco Carenot, and Don Juan dc 

Voucrt "— 

/ think it verf hard I cannot prevail ofi 
you to let the Indians bring in provifions at 
their own price, and am very forry to tellyout 
that provifions 1 muft have, and that very 
Jpeedify. All the forces of Chzczo, Calibuco, 
Carclmapo, or Caftro, fiball not frighten or 
deter me from fupplying myfelf: but however^ 
J had rather get itpeaqeably^ than caufe fuc\ 
a difiurbancoy and have made choice of the 

place 
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"^lace where I am, rather than come within 
'our jurifdiBion^ being unwilling to give you 
my uneajmefs.

I did not think it fit to tell biai in plain 
crms that we were Englijh 5 for I had two 
lews in concealing it, the firft to hinder them 
rom alarming the coaft, and the other to give 
liem a diflike to the French traders, who have 
onfiderablc intereft with the Spaniards in 
hiefe kingdoms, which would certainly have 
lad in fomc mcafure its defired efFcd, if we 
lad not had the ill luck of being difcovered. 
lowevcr, to make no farther delay by a fruit- 
sfs correfpondencc with the Governour, I the 
lext day fent Mr. Brooks y my firft Lieutenant, ^^Bmks^ 
1 the Launch with 29 men well armed to td^an^^""' 
ike what proviiions of any kind he could meet ^JA>atchcd 
^ith. Soon after they were gone, there came what pro- 
Tiragua with a meffage from the Governour, ^^^g^. 
gnifying, that if I would fend an Officer to 
^hacao^ he would treat with me. But I gave 
im for anfwcr, that I would treat no where 
accept on board my own fliip i and farther gave

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him to underftandy that it was now too late, 

fince I had already difpatched 80 men (I 

thought it proper to magnify their number) 

to take all they could find. In the evening the 

the Launch returned, and brought with het a large 

^^s Piragua flie had taken, and were both laded 

with ftorc with fhecpj hogs, fowls, hams, barley and 

ons. green peas and beans ; and fdon after the pin- 

And foon ^^^^ arrived (which I had fo long given over 

pinnace for loft) with all their crew : but were ib tcr- 

Sr/' ^^cd' ^'^^^ I ^^^ «o hopes of their being fit 
week's for fervice in a little time. The Officer told 
What they ^le, that he had fought his way through fevc- 
did and j^j cauocs of armed IndianSy and that it was 
with great difficulty he got clear of them, 
which he did by making his paflfage round the 
Ifland, which was (at leaft) 70 leagues. This, 
nothing but an excefs of mean-^fpiritedncfi 
could have urged them to, even if they had had 
fuch numbers to encounter as they reported: 
but e(pecially when there was but one boat 
of unarmed Indians^ with a Sfanijh Serjeant, 
who came off to them without the Icaft fhew 
of violence, as the Governour mentions in his 
firft letter, and as fbme of thcmfelves after- 
wards confefled : (but with this addition, that 
there were great numbers of people on the 
fliorc, whona they were apprehejjfivc would 

follow 
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follow them.) The Officer had no excufc for 
his imprudent condud in cxpodng himfelf fo 
mtich as to pafs by the town, nor could he 
allcdgc any better reafon for not returning on 
board as foon as he had got a fight of the 
town, but that the tide hurried him away, and 
that in the fright he had forgot that he had a 
graplin in the boat to come to with, till the 
tide had fhifted. In fhort, their dread was fo 
great, that rather than pafs by the town of 
Chacao again, (though even in the night, 
when they would not have been perceived by 
the inhabitants) they chofe to row round fo 
great an Ifland in a fmall open boat, crowded 
with as many men as flie could well carry, in 
a climate as much fub)c£t to hard gales of wind 
and dangerous feas, as the coafts of England: 
fb that it was a hundred to one that they were 
not loft. But feeing all of them were con- 
founded with fhame and feeming regret, 1 
faid but little to them, and only made the 
Officer (who commanded them) fenfible of 
his unpardonable mifmanagement, which had 
been the ruin of the advantagious and pro- 
miftng view I had in taking either Chacao or 
Calibuco. 

I muft beg leave here to make a digrefllon, 
to fhew what probability I had of eafily making 
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my fclf maftcr of one of thofc pflaccs, if not 
both, by what my French man Jofeph de h 
Fontaine^ who had been here fcveral times, in- 
formed me, who faidy that there was indeed 
What pro- ^^Chacao what they called a fortrefs, but it did 
fcable by no means defcrvc that lume, for that he 
lad of never faw above 2 guns mounted, and thofe 
^^ with their carriages half buried in the earth; 
or cmU" that they never dreamt of being attacked by 
any Europeans^ and being in perfed peace with 
the Indians^ it made them negligent in their 
difcipline, and fufFcr what ftrength they had to 
run to a ufelefs decay, ; and that what garrifon 
they had, confided chiefly of a mixed breed of 
CreQlian SpaniardSy who are worfe foldicrs 
than the Indians themfelves. From ail this 
one may naturally conclude, that if I could 
have brought my fhip before the town of 
Chacao in the fpace of 48 hours after my firft 
arrival, I could have met but a feeble oppofi-* 
tion in rendring my felf mafter of the place. 
But after they had been under apprehenfions of 
being attacked for 7 days fucceffivcly, one 
might reafbnably conceive that they had loft 
no time in preparing themfelves, by all the 
contrivances they could think of^ to give us 
a warm reception* But could wc have come 
ij|K>n them in fo fliott a time as I could have 

wifhcd. 
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li^iflied^ and had no caufe to doubt but that 
1 ihould on my firft arrival herCj the GovcrnouiJ 
could not have had time enough for any re- 
flexion that might have fuggcfled to hirtl that 
wc were Englijb. The Indians who were 
fcrought aboard by my pinnace's crew, told me, 
diat there was near a thoufand armed Sfa^ 
maris on the Ifland, and my Frenchman was 
0f the fame opinion : but both agreed, that if 
I would let them alone in their city, (for fo 
they called their town) I might do what I 
pleafed in the country, where the poor Indians 
muft bear the weight of all damages: upon 
which I laid addc all thoughts of going to their 
towns, under hopes of ftirnifliing my felf with 
what we wanted from the Indian plantations 
and farms, which in the fcqucl afforded us th< 
chief article of what I propofcd to my fclf ixi 
coming here, 'viz. a competent ftock of pro- 
vifions, to which purpofe I kept one of my 
boats continually employed in foraging. 

December 1 1. 1 7 1 9. we had for the mod 
part of the 24 hours hard gales of wind from 
the N. N. fV. to the N. E. At 3 in the af- J,^,£^; 
ternoon 1 fcnt the pinnace afhore with a bili withapa-r 

per to bo 

written in Spanijh^ to be fixed on the door of t^xcd oa 
fame remarkable Indian houfe, whereby I gave ^^^^^^ 
them to underhand that they had no body to remark^ 

H Waoachottft^ 
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blame for the hoftilities we committed but the 
Spanijh Govcrnour, who by his tyranny had 
hindered them from bringing what provifions 
they had to a market where they might have 
had their own prices : but that fince they dared 
not difobey his commands, if they would ma- 
nage their affairs (b as to leave 4 hams^ 4 bufhels 
of wheat, and an indifferent quantity of po- 
tatoes, in their houfcs, they fliould fuftain 
no farther loft ; but, that if they would not 
comply with this demand, nor make this coo- 
tribution, I would burn their houfes and all 
their (landing corn, and commit all the out- 
rages I could devifc. But I found no advan- 
tage by this, for the Spaniards took care that 
it fhould not have its defired effeft : notwith- 
ftanding which, I was fupplied tolerably well 
by my people, who proceeded with a conti- 
nual diligence and good order in thatrcfpeft; 
but proved fad fellows in fomc others, an in- 
ftancc of which I fliall give in the perfbn of 
Betagh^ my Captain of Marines^ whom I 
fent alhore with a party of his men to fee what 
fervice he could do with them : but as foon as 
he had landed, he called to his Serjeant, fay. 
ing, T^amn Captain Shelvocke, why did be 
fend me with thefe people ? I don't know what 
to fay to thenty therefore ^ prithee ^ take you 
the command upon you ; and he himfelf retired 

into 
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nto the ranks, and his Lieutenant "Z?^//, (a Gcn- 
leman who had rid in the Guards many years) 
ut of rcfpeft to his Captain, placed himfclf 
t his right hand, and the new Captain ma- 
aged his charge very Officer-like: however^ 
lis made the people entertain a mean opinion 
f their Land-Commander, which he found by 
cperience before he returned to the (hip j for, 
is men, meeting with fomc difficulty in fhip- 
ing what they had got, and Captain Betagh rc« 
ifing to give them any adiftance, they left him 
horc, where he flayed all night 5 for it came 
1 to blow fb hard before the boat was un* 
>aded, that it was impoffible to row to wind- 
ard to fetch him^ I asked Captain Hatley 
/ho commanded the boat) how he came to 
cat his brother Officer with fo much difre- 
e£l? He anfwered, that Betagh would not 
>uchfafe to wet his foot, and that he could 
)t prevail with any of the crew to carry him 
to the boat, who complained that they were 
ready fatigued with carrying burdens, and 
at they pofitively would not load themfclves 
ith the weight of one who was neither Sea- 
an nor Soldier. Notwithftanding which ex* 
fc, Betagh laid the whole blame on my 
:ond Captain, and threatned to ufc him very 
ughly if ever he met him afhorc : to prevent 

H 2 which^ 
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which, (when they went on bufinefe together) 
Hatlej always took care to be boat-keeper. I 
could by\revcral examples of this kind inform 
the world what adiftance I had in my expedi- 
tion ^ but I fancy it will be fufficient that I 
alTure my Reader, that we had feveral tran&c- 
tions full as ridiculous as the lafl: mentioned) 
which happened amongft my chief Officers. 

December I i. 17 19. in the morning, I 
fent my pinnace to found in the harbour^s 
mouth, and at noon they retur{ied, having 
found from 7 to 9 fathom in the chauDtli 
and 3 ' and 4 on the bank. 

December i(J. 171 9* we had now our 
decks full of live cattle, fuch 2s European fhccp, 
hogs, GuanacoeSy of which more hereafter 5 
poultry in great abundance, and hams^ &c. 
as alfo a good quantity of wheat, barley, 
potatoes^ maiz, or Indian corn; and, in 
fhort, I computed that I had added 4 months 
provifions to what remained of our EngUp 
ftock, and that without the lead: hindrance or 
molcftation from the enemy. 

December 17. 171 9. at 4 in the mornii^ 
we began to unmoor, at 6 got our (mall bowct 
aboard^ and at 8 weighed, but it falling calm, 
anchored again under the Northern ihorc in 
6 fathom I at noon weighed, and failed ou^ 

winJ 
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'Wind at fV. S. JV. The night before we dc- ^p^^^ 
parted hence, one of my men dcfertcd, and ifland of 
tnadc his cfcape in the woods, it was beyond ^"^^^^^^ 
^1 difpute that this fellow would give a full 
account of us, which being added to the ill 
condud of my pinnace's crew, whofruftrated 
my defign of taking fomething conilderablq 
licre, together with the contrary execution of 
^11 my orders by thofe Officers whom I had 
bitherto entrufted in affairs of importance, 
made mc leave this place with regret, and in- 
delpair of ever having any thing done to pur* 
pofc except I left the fliip my feif upon all oc- 
cafions, which would have been by no means 
cuftomary or proper 5 upon the whole, I could 
not forbear reflcding on the mifmanagcment 
of fomc Gentlemen iri England^ who blindly 
made ufe of their intereft to prefer Gentlemen 
to pofts of too great weight for their capaci- 
ties, when we might at the fame time have 
had Officers who were men both of honour 
and ability, who had fcen a£lion, and fcrvcd 
under regular difciplinc from their child- 
hood: fome fuch I had recommended j but 
becaufe they could not promife to eat the 
heart of a Spaniard every morning, (which 
was an expreffion often made ufe of in 
Captain Clipperton'^ vain low way of boafting, 
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but bore great weight as it came from the 
mouth of a man fo skilled in maritime 
warlike affairs, whereby he meanc to give 
the world a tafteof his confummate bravery 5) 
they were ordered to be difcharged, and others 
fent in their room, who though they came to 
us under the name of Veterans^ proved to 
be ignorant Novices. 
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Defcription of the IJland of ChiXo^, 
on the Coaji of Chili^ and its In- 
habitants. 

Extent «f A S none of our nation have yet given an 
oiQhiloi. JL JL account of this place from their own 
knowledge, I prefumc it will not be unac- 
ceptable to the Reader to be acquainted with 
it. The body of this Ifland lying in 42 dcg. 
40 min. South y is from North to South 
about 30 leagues in length, but in breadth 
not above 6 or 7 leagues. It is watered by 
feveral fmall rivers, and produces (cveral kinds 
of ufeful trees, and yields an agreeable profpcd 
when you arc near ir, when one fees the great 
numbers of Indians farms and plantations 
which' are difpcrfed at fmall diftances from one 

gQotbcr 
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another among the woods on rifing grounds. 
Within it is formed an Archipelago, which 
contains more Iflands than are well known> 
the leaft of which are faid to have many in- 
habitants, and abound with cattle 5 among 
thcfc there are very uncertain tides and cur- 
rents, fo violent, that it is by no means fafc 
to venture amongft them. I would advife all 
ftrangers who go in at the North end, to keep oircaions 
the ifland-fide of the channel aboard, giving ^^Ix^^ 
the Northcrmoft point of Chiloe a good berth, z^^- 
that is, keeping it at a pretty good diftancej 
which done, run along ihorc to the Southward, 
and you'll pafs by two bays which feem to be 
commodious, but hold your way till you come 
to a Point, almoft contiguous to which is a 
high rock fomewhat like a pyramid \ pafs be. 
tween this rock and a fmall round high IQand 
which you will fee near it, and run a little 
way diredy up the harbour, which looks like 
the entrance of a river, and you will have a 
fafe port to drop your anchor: but in going 
in, take care that you don't fall under s fathom 
water from the ihore, for the nearer you ad- 
vance to the fmall Ifland before-mentioned, 
the lefs water you will meet with, therefore 
keep your lead going, and be bold with the 
fliorc towards the North fide of the harbour 
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when yoq are in, you will have the grcatcft 
depth, but the Southern fide is fhoal. My 
pilot carried me a contrary way to what I have 
pow dircded, tor he advifcd me to keep near 
the main land of Chili^ which I did till I had 
got the length of the Point oiCarelmapo, having 
to the Southward of me fevcral fmall Ifland^, 
which you will fee as foon as you have the 
channel open. This proved a frightful and 
unfortunate palTage to me, fincc the lo& of my 
anchor here was one of the grcatcft damages I 
couid have luftaincd : in fliort, if any (hip 
fliould be by nccefiity, or otherwife, driven to 
this Ifland, I hav^ given the fafeft inftrufltionj 
they can follow. 
The Soil. The foil is very fertile, and produces in 
great plenty all forts of our European fruits 
and grains, together with fine pafturc lands^^ 
wherewith they graze great numbers of cattle, 
particularly fliecp. 
TJjc Air, The air is wholefom, it being fituatcd in a 
temperate climate $ but I think \% rcafon- 
able to conclude, that their winter feafon is 
very rigid, the Iflaiid being bounded on the 
fVeJi by an immenfe ocean, without any other 
land to skrcen it from the cold moift vapoufs^ 
which are brought hither by the violence of 
tjjg tempcftuQUS Wcftcf ly win4s, which for thg 
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generality reign in thefe latitudes : all which 
jnuft render it an uncomfortable place in the 
winter months \ forafmuch as it is to be con- 
fidcred, that the fame parallels of latitude to 
the Southward of the Equator are much more 
cold than they are to the Northward. 

They have abundance of very handfbme ^^"ttic 
middle-fized horfes, which are faid to mount 
with great dexterity ; and have likewife a crea- 
ture which they call GuanacoeSy or Carrier os del 
Tierra^ i. e. the country (hccp ; thefe partake 
very much of the refemblance of a camel^ but 
are not near fo large, they have long necks^ 
and I have fcen of them between 5 and 6 foot 
high, their wool (which is no other than a 
fine fort of long hair) is extremely fine, they 
fincU very rank, and move with a very flow 
majcftick pace, which hardly any violence can 
make them quicken, neverthelcfs they are of 
great fcrvuce at the mines in Teru^ where they 
arc employed in carrying the oar, &c. their 
flcfli is very coar(c, which we experimented 
by fome of them which we had falted for our 
future ufc $ befidcs thefe, they have European 
ftcep, and great numbers of hogs, but are not 
ovcrftocked with black cattle. 

There is no want of fowl both wild and cam^ 
tome 5 of th? wild there are feveral forts pe- 
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culiarto the' country^ and in particular a foit 

of fmail gcefe wtiich are found on the bailks{ 

of their rivers^ which not only afford an agrc6 

able profped): by their beautiful whitenefs, but 

are alfo of an excellent tafte $ as to their tame 

poultry, they are of the fame kind with ours. ' 

::ie Tnha- The Inhabitants are almbfl: in all relpedls the 

^^''^--^^ fame with thofe on the main Continent of 

Chilu They are of a moderate ftaturc, of a 

deep olive- coloured complexion , and have 

courfe fhaggy black hair, and fome of them 

have countenances by no means difagreeables 

they fcem to be naturally of a fierce, warlils, 

difpoiition, but the continual oppredioBS 

the Spaniards y and the infinuating artifices 

the JefuitSy who arc Miflioners in this patti 

have fufficiently curbed and broke their fpiiits.' 

Monfieur Frezier gives us an aiccoant in lu» 

Voyage, i^age 84 of Engl. Tran.) that die 

Indians inhabiting the Continent to • die 

Southward of this Ifland are called Chmusi 

and that they go quite naked; and that in the.; 

inland part^ there are a race of men of an 

traordinary fize, called Cacahues^ that t 

being in amity with the ChonoSj have fi 

times come with them to the dwellings of 

Spaniards of Chiloe. This Gentleman {viz. 

1 
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Monficur Frezier) tells, that he was credibly 
informed by Ibme who had been eye-witnefles 
of it, that fome where about 9 or 10 foot 
high i but I had a fight of two, one whereof was 
a Cacique^ who came from the Southward of 
the river of *$*/• ^Domingo, who feemed to mc 
to differ little or not at all from the Chllenians 
as to their perfons. 

As to their habit, they arc decently clad in Thdr 
what they call the Toncho^ Montera and Ton- ^^ 
^aines s the Toncho is a fort of fquare carpet 
with a flit cut in the middle of it wide enough 
to flip over their heads, Co that it hangs upon 
their flioulders, half of it falling before, and 
the other behind them, under this they gene- 
rally wear a fliort doublet ; on their heads they 
have the Montera, which is a cap made almofl: 
in the fame manner with thofe of our Pofti- 
lions 5 and on their legs they fometimes have 
the ToulaineSy which are a fort of knit buf- 
kins without feet to them 5 in fliort, their ap- 
pearance bears little or no likenefs of the 
Savage. 

Their habitations are better than are com- Thdr 
monly made ufe of by fuch a fort of people, ^^^ 
being indifferently large, and firmly built with 
plank> but having no chimneys, their houfcs 

are 
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arc very black and footy withinfidc ; they cn- 
dofc fome of their grounds with pallifadocs. 
Their Notwithftanding a fufficicnt plenty of every 

Manncrof jj^jj^g ncceffary for a comfortable fubfiftance, 
the Inhabitants are debarred in fome meafurc 
from tailing of the fruits of their labour, par- 
ticularly in the article of bread 5 for not having 
conveniencies for grinding and preparing their 
wheat, they arc put to the milierable fhift of 
making cakes of the fea weeds, which, how- 
ever, through ufe, is efteemed by them, and 
was not disapproved of by even fome of my 
people who cat of it; befidcs this, they have 
their maiz, or Indian corn, which they ma- 
nage in fcveral manners to anfwer the end of 
bread 5 and add to all this, their abundance o£ 
potatoes and other roots. As to liquors, thefc 
Indians have not been contented with the 
produce of brooks and fprings like many na- 
tions of their complexion, but have found out 
a means of making a liquor called Chicha of 
the Indian corn, in this they, doubtlefs, fol- 
lowed the footfteps of their near ncighboun 
on the Continent of Chili : but their drunkpn 
l^outs being generally the firft rife of feditions 
and revolts, the Spaniards take care to fct 
bounds to them in that particular as much as 
they poflibly can. 

Their 
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Their arms are of fcvctal forts ; thofc that ^}^ 

Arms. 

lave no European weapons^ retain their own» 
iich as pikes^ darts, &c^ They are parcieu- 
arly dextrous in throwing a Aiding noofe at the 
nd of a long thong of leather, wheiVwith 
hey are fure of catching an ox, horfe, &c^ 
\t any thing, even in its full career $ this they 
all a Lays. In Ihort, by all I could fee of 
hcfe, and hear of the ChilenianSy they ieem 
o refemble them in almoft every refped^ and 
here can be fio wonder at that, when one con-* 
iders their dofe neighbourhood with the main 
and of Chili ; they make ufe of fmall dmms, 
bmc of which I have fecn, tfiey arc very 
Tmall, and the heads of them made with goatsi 
ikins with the hair on, and make a fad dull 
fOOnd. 

They carry on a fmall woollen manufa£l:ory, Their 
confifting in making carpets and neccflarics of m^i. 
apparel before- mentioned ; they likewife ex- 
port cedar, both in plank, and wrought in 
boxes, chefts, fcrutores, &c. together with 
hams, tongues, &c. wherewith they fupply 
all Chili and Tern. As to their European 
trade, they have none : but the Spaniard who 
came off from the Governour, told me, that 
the people of this Ifland wondered that the 
trading ihips never put in here i for> faid he, 
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wc have a great deal of money amongft u^ 
and have here a fafe port, free from the dan^ 
gers incurred by going to leward, where they 
are in perpetual uneaftnefs for fear of the men 
of war i wherea3^ budnels might be done, and 
all be over before they could be advifed of it 
at fo great a diftance as himay there fitted out) 
and come fb far to windward. 
Thdr It has been obferved of the Indians of the 

kingdom oiChiliy that they had two articles in 
their way of living different from ail other na- 
tions that have yet been heard of $ and the firft 
iS| that they have no notion of a God of any 
ibrt, and of confequence pay no worfhip to 
any fupreme power $ and the fecond is, that 
they are fuch enemies to civil communities^ 
that they never live together in towns or vil- 
lages, fo that the country feems to be thinly 
inhabited, tho' in reality it is very) populous 5 for 
they live difperfed in farms at a good diftance 
one from the other, every one having thcic 
plantations, fo that almoft every family have 
all the neceiTaties of life of their own ma- 
nuring and feeding. However, though they 
are thus Icattered, they are not wholly inde- 
pendant i for they have all of them a chief of 
their particular tribe or clan, who is called a 
Cacique^ who has his dwelling convenient* 
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• fituated amongft them, in order for the 
lore fpccdily fummoning them together on 
Fairs of importance, which he docs by found- 
ig a fort of horn, which being heard by hi$ 
aflals, they repair to him without delay 5 the 
'acique aflcmbles them to the war, &c. and 
as an abfblute power of executing juftice a- 
longfl: his fubjeds, who are like wife his rcla- 
ons, he being only the head of a family, all 
le inferior [^ranches of which adhere to the 
itereft and obey the commands of their Lord, 
ho(c power is hereditary : in all thefe refpeds 
3 the inhabitants of this Ifland refemble thofe 
1 the neighbouring part of the Continent, 
:cepting, that their Caciques ^re (bmewhat 
ripped of their real authority by the uncon- 
oulablc tyranny of the Spaniards^ who having 
efe people in a more fecure fubjedion than 
ly on the Continent, they frighten them into 
le moft laborious (lavery by their menaces and 
ird ufage 5 whilft the Miffioners blind them 
ith the luperftitious duft of an imperfeft 
>nvcrfion to chriftianity, of which none 

• them know any more, than that they 
crc baptized without knowing for what 
id, fo that their devotion and adoration confift 

mcer idolatry to the image of the crofs

five for^the vain oftcntatlon^f being allowed 
to wear a fiiver headed cane, which puts them 
upon the rank of the * Spantjh Captains in out- 
ward appearance, they arc become a prey to the 
indifputable will of their deipotick mafters. 
Notwithftanding all this, the Spaniards have 
dimm of jfomctimes Aretched their adminiilration to fo 
great a height, that the Indians have been 
obliged to defend thedlfelves, and have began 
to think that death was preferable to thdr ila« 
very j for Monfieur Frezier^ in his Voyage, 
{^age 8 2 of the Englijh tranflation,) has given 
us an account of a revolt which happened at 
the time that he was in the South Seas^ whejx- 
in the Indians killed 14 or 15 of ti:^ Sfa- 
niards 5 who took a fafficient revenge, for in 
return they maflacred 200 of them, goir^ 
into the very Iflands to dcftroy them, which

run to ruin: fo that, as Monfieur Ftezier 
iferves, any European Pov/er that fhould be 
tlintd toi gain any footing on thofe coaft^, 
^ht with eafc poflcfs themfelves of this, 
hich might be of the greateft confequence to 
hocvef fliould attempt a fcttlement here^ 
3Ce it is capable of affording a continual Tub- 
Icncc iKi a very numerous Colony: which 
ight be of Unfpeakable detriment to the in- 
bitants of Chili and Teru. 
I believe I fliall make it appear rcafoitablc 
t there could be no great difficulty in fiia- 
dfng in an undertaking of this kind, not 
ly h^ what I have before faid of the fmall 
Q€ of the Spaniards J but alfa from the rea- 
icfs which the Indians would be in to 
Lit any that might come there againft the 
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Spaniards. It is a plain indication that t| 
^ wefc not very hearty in the Spanijh intd 
wliei\ they would fuffer us, in fmall par^ 
of 20, fometimes 10 men, and very ol| 
\tis^ to pillage their farms far and near ^ 
out any refiftance, when even tfacmfelvcs 
been lurking about the woods, and were 
cye-witneflfes of the ravages we commi 
when at the fame time my people w( 
difperfed from orte another, (according toi 
ufual cuftom of the failors) that they 
at their own difcretion, 'and without the 
hazard, have deftroyed them 5 by whichi 
plain that they rather chpfe to lofc what 
they had, than to do, the Spaniards thefc 
of making fuch an efFcdual oppofition sisi 
might have done againftfuch a handful of^ 
men, whom they did not cftccm fo 
theirs as the Spaniards enemies, and thci 
permitted us by a filcnt confent tddo tlrhat! 
pleafed, and were, doubtlefs, under 
that our defign was to' drive thieir troubii 
cncroachers from amongft'them. Of 
benefit (in tafc of a war with thcSp 
"crown) the taking of this Ifland might 
leave to more penetrating judgments to 
fider, and fhall only add, that the ^i 
the MiffionariCs are the chief fccurity 
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h4niar/is in this place as well as in mod of the

I failed from Chiloe with defign to go ftrait 
k the Ifland of y«4f» Fernandez^ but was pre- 
aifited from holding my coucfe thither, for 
i'y people having been poflfeiTed with notions 
E" a ptofped of v^ft advantages that might be 
t^de by going into the port of Conception by 
fee Frenchman who had been fo inftrumental 
1 ont Chiloeman attempt; and finding that 
^ account hitherto had been tolerably juft, 
^cy once more liftened to him, who aflfured 
Mem that there were always 5 or 6 fail of fhips 
*. the road of Conception, and others daily com- 
^ in and going out, that they had very oftea 
^^Kh ways confiderable fums of money and plate, 
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and other valuable things, on board ; t 
though they were large fliips, they had lii 
or no force, and that there was no fortifii 
tion to proted them, fo that if there wi 
20 fail, we could not meet any hindrance 
taking them all ; that their cargoes chiefly 
lifted of corn, wine, brandy, flower, bri 
jerked beef 5 that the fhips bound to Cancipt 
always bring money with them to purdi 
their cargoes, befides the booty that might 
got from rich trading paflTcngers who carry 
a confiderable commerce between this 
and Buenos Ayres over land; and that 
could not fail of ranfoming whatever vcffi 
Ihotild fall into our hands at very great rati 
infomuch that if we could but get into G 
ception before they had any knowledge of 
it was paft all doubt that we (hould make 
very extraordinary hand of it. He thcrcfac 
advifed them to endeavour to prevail upon 
to make the beft of my way thither, foraf- 
much as it was certain that the Governourof 
Chiloe would fend our * deferter to Conceft'oi 
with all imaginable difpatch, and that Hnceitl^ 
would be 2 or 3 months journey by land, h 
would infallibly convey him by fea in fofl»c 
fmall veflel, and that if they arrived at C* 
ception before us, the reft of the coaft would

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I a very fmall time be univcrfally alarmed, 
1^ which means we fliould not have an op* 
ftrtunity left of meeting with any thing till 
icy imagined that we had abandoned their 
as.

After which thcjefuit foondif- 
covered to me^ that though his profeflion was 
fpiritual, he did not think it beneath him to lip 
meddle with temporal affairs \ for he faid he |(tf 
was come to acquaint me with what the L 
Governour, and the Captains of the St. Ferrm ik 
and SoUidadhzd refolv'don, which was to give |i 
me 12000 dollars for the ranfom of both 
the (hips, and the Mercury included, inftcad 
of 1 6000 dollars which I had infiftcd on for 
the St. Fermin only. To which I pofitivcly, 
and in few words anfwer'd, that all their per- 
fwafions, artifices, and pretences Ihould never 
make mc agree to it 5 and, in fliort, the 
whole night was fpent in afruitlcfs treaty, both 
fides being inflexible. The Jefuit had an 
affair of his own, which was the chief thing 
which drew him to venture himfclf amongft

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us, though doubtlefs he put it on the 
footing of an aft of charity done to the un- 
fortunate Captain of the St. Fertnin^ for 
it is to be obferved, that in the St. 
Fermin we took ten large filver candle- 
. fticks which were defign*d for the Jefuits 
church here. Now this Holy Father very mo- 
deftly broke off from talking of the ranfom^ 
to beg me to make him a prefent of thofe 
: candlefiicks, each of which weigh'd above 25 
' pounds fterling. He in an humble manner 
teprefented to me that they were a legacy 
left to his convent, and hoped I (hould make 
no difpute of fo noble a Charity as to put 
Acm in the pofTeflion of thofe for whom 
they were defign d 5 and efpecially fince they 
were intended to be part of the mofl: holy 
; fiirniture of the altars that it would be in 
[ me a deed of the highefl merit if I reftor'd 
' them, and would lay him, and the reft of 
his brethren under the ftrideft obligation to 
^ fend up their prayers for a fuccefs to me in 
- all my undertakings. This promifed return 
■ for fo conflderable a gift feem'd to me to be 
\ foinconfiftent with reaibn, that I did not much 
L mind it, it being very improbable that they

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takings of thofe, whofc bufinefs it was to 
do all the damage they could to the gool 
Father's fellow fubjefts, and who ccnter'd 
their hopes of fuccefs in the diredl and 
ruin of fuch Spaniards as fell into their hands, 
not to mention the backwardnefs they woull 
be in, in imploring Heaven that thofc, 
whom they will not allow fo much as ti 
name of Chriftians, fliould prevail againft tl 
truly Catholick Church 5 upon the whole I 
had fo indifferent an opinion of the fpc-' 
cie I was to be paid in return for fo much 
good filver, that I was fo heretically ob- 
flinate as not to come in to the Tadrh 
meafures. But thinking to oblige him, I 
offered to let him have them for their 
weight in dollars, which, confidering the great 
price they pay in thefe parts for the fafliion 
of wrought plate, was a very advantagcoos 
offer. But he acquainted me in the fiift 
place, that they never bought any thing fa 
iacred ufes, and in the next, that as the Work- 
men were forced to put a great deal of al- 
lay in plate to be wrought, it would be dif- 
ficult to determine the different values of the 
dollars and the candleflicks, fo as to come to 
a nice equation of the matter $ therefore after 
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a deal of needlefs difpute and entreaties both 
about this, and the ranfom of the (hips 5 the 
Jefuit and the reft affirming that the Capt. 
I of the St. Fermin was not capable of railing 
[above 12000 dollars, and to confirm me the 
more in the belief of the prefent fcarcity of 
money^ they told me, that the Inhabitants 
: had removed all their effeds a great way from 
the town, upon advice of a fquadron of 
Englijb men of war coming into thofe Teas.

roufly. He Received Betagh very civilly, and 
aflUr'd him, that we fliould not meet with 
the leaft delay in our bufinefs, and told him 
that the Capt. of the St. Fermin had his money 
ready counted to fend aboard ; but the Gen. 
tlemen of the place very hand fomely confined 
him from taking any view of the town, and 
took care to have him go afliore, and come 
off in the night. The man who went (O 
wait on Capt. Betagh happening to have a 
Grenadier's cap on, gave great offence^ fome 
crying that it was a downright difrefped and 
ridicule of the Mitre, and of confequence ail 
unpardonable piece of infolence, fo that k 
was happy that the fellow faved his cap, of 
his bones either.

At length 
ing afliore to make a nicer fearch for any thif 
that might inform us of fome news of 
Confort, fome of my men accidentally fa^ 
the word Magee^ which was the name 
Clippertoiis Surgeon, and Capt. John cut 
under it upon a tree, but no dire£tions left, 
was agreed on by him in his inflrudions 
me.

However, being by 
confirmed in the certainty of his being anr] 
ved in thefe parts, I diredliy made the beft 
my way from hence without delay, bciii|j] 
with the additional ftock of fifh caught hat;

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ficcring in for the land, whilft I kept the 
Dg to prevent our being difcover'd from the 
re. I took care to let the Officer have a 
jr of my Commiffion, together with all ne- 
iry inftruftions, and appointed the MorrOy 
kead-land of Copiapo to be our place of 
sting again ; their bufincfs was to look 
I die harbouf of that place which is call'd 
^a, near to which there are fome gold 
fis, and from whence they export that 
al ia confiderable quantities in fmall velTels, 
the Mercury had this advantage, that be- 
baik in the manner of the country, they 
Id have no fufpicipn of her.

H E N I came into the port, Iftjaod .

This prize was called die 
RofariOy of about 100 tons, and laden willi 
Cormorants dung, which the Spaniards caU 
Guana^ and is brought from the Ifland of L 
quique, to cultivate the y^/, or Cod-pepper in 
the vale of Arica. There was no white 
face in her but the Pilot, whom I fent to fee 
if her Owners would ranfora her. At 7 in the 
morning I received a letter verbally tranflatcd 
as follows,

B^ the tnouth of fome of the people belong-

Upon the whole we had the good fortune 
of efcaping this danger, which was the more 
to be dreaded, becaufe, as we had fct fire to 
die town, they were probably fo cxafpcrat^^d 
Dpon the account of the Churches, which I 
ocvcr intended to dcftroy, that if 1 had fall'n 
into their hands, its certain we (hould have had

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attempt, having been advifcd that fcvcral great 
(hips of value lay up that river under an embar- 
go, I had an old Indian Pilot who had liv'd 
there many years, who merrily told me, that 
I fliould be lure to find the Inhabitants ready^ • 
but, continued he, it will be to run away, i 
This projeft would have certainly been attend--; 
cd with a profitable event, if the Mercury Mii \ 
join'd me in any reafonable time, whofe ab* ic 
fence therefore gave me a vaft uncafincfe, being t 
ignorant of what detained them. -l 

However, it being impoffiblc to alter our s 
prefcnt condition, without ufing proper means ; 
towards it, I call'd all my Officers together, to let' ! 
them know that it was my opinion that we had- 
a much better profpeft to windward than to - 
leeward, for the reafons before oWcrv'd 5 
but efpecially on the account of the embaigo 
hereabouts, and the neceffity they were undcf 
of trading to Chilis where we fhould not be 
in the lead expeded. and fhould, in the moft 
cfFedual manner, efcape the enemy's men of 
war, who would doubtlefs be fearching for as 
very ftri£lly to leeward, while we had the

T was happy for us that bur mafis

Inflrqments and Books. Before it was quite : 
dark we were all alhore, in a very wet un- ? 
comfortable condition, no place to have t^ r 
courfe to for flielter from the boifterous wind f 
and rain, except the trees ; nothing to chcar } 
up our fpirits after the fatigue and hazard in 
getting from the wreck to the rocks, and no 
other prolped, but that^ after having fuffer'd 
much in this uninhabited place, we might, in 
procefs of time, be taken away by fome (hip flfc 
other. Our ears were now faluted by the inclift'* 
choly bowlings of inumerable Seals on the 
beach, who lay fo thick that we were ohli^ 
ged to clear our way of them as wc went «r 
long, and nothing prefentcd itfelf to our i^ 
but rocky precipices, inhofpitable woods, dro^: 
ping with the rain, lofty mountains^ w 
tops were hid by thick clouds, and 
tempeftuous fea, which had reduced us to 
low ftatc we were now in. Thus were 
without any one thing neceffary in life, 
io much as a feat to fit upon to reft our 11 
except the cold wet ground, which, as bx 
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JTc could fee, was alfo like to be our bed and 
;|^ow, and proved to be fo. 

That evening aU the Officers came to bear wc con- 
[Dccompany, and to confult how we (hould con- ^cth^ 
ive to get fome neccflarics out of the wreck, if of getting

glimpfe of day-light, look'd at each other like 
men awaken'd out of a dream ; fo great, and fo

I 

need not fay how difconfolate my reflexions 

were on this fad accident, which had^ as it 

were, thrown us out from the reft of the 

world, without any thing to fupport us bat 

the uncertain produdofadefolate uncultivated 

IQand, fituated (I may juftly fay) in theremoteft 

part of the earth ; and, at leaft, 90 leagues 

diftant from the continent of Chiliy which 

w^s in the pofteftion of the Creolian Spanmdi^ 

who have always been remarkable for thdr 

ungenerous treatment of their enemies^ and 

we could have no better views at prefent thaa

But before they were difperfed, 
toid them, that the necelCty of our affairs 
was fuch, that it required every one to give 
their affiftance, and ufe their utmoft endea- 
vours to get the bark afloat, inflead of cabal- 
ling againft their Captain, which would, in 
die end, be highly prejudicial, whatever thoughts 
they might have of it at prefent 5 that if we 
weire difcovecM, all hopes would be gone, and 
we could reafonably exped no other than to 
^be (laves in fome of the mines $ that we had 
fiill a great deal of work, and never above 10 
of the more confiderate, and commonly but 
' 6 or 7 who attended it, and that (z% they 
knew) fo fhew an example, I was always one 
«f the number. 

('■ But they were fo deaf to all I could fay, 
L*nd fo wilfully infcnfible of the impendent de- 
'firadion which was likely to fall upon us, 
that the more I made ufe of reafon to rcw 
claim them, and the more I rcmonftrated to 
them the ill confequences that would be the 
attendants of their continual mutinies^ and the 
more I encouraged them, by any future profpeft 
of advantage, the more they ran into the ex- 
ireams of a cpnfuifcd diftradiion, and interrup- 
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don of any thing that might be of vifible (crvice^ 
to them in any refped i a convincing inftancc ^3 
of this, I am now going to relate. 4:

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^ manner of living on the 
I IJland of Juan Fernandes. 

rHAT I may/ before I go' any farthct, 
fatisfy thofe who may be willing to 
ow by what means fo many of us fubftft- 
io long by the produce of an uninhabited 
lad, I fhall here fubjoin a brief account of 
r manner of living* At firft the weather 
t permitting us to go a fiihing for fome 
ac after we were caft away, neceffity 
Dve us to make ufe of feals $ but could not> 
t a pretty while venture upon their flefh, and 
erefore began by their entrails, which are 
ally palatable. This was the deftrudion of 
eat numbers of thofe amphibious creatures^ 
ho, fai Ihort, were fo alarmed by fuch con* 
nual {laughters of them, and being offend- 
I by the ftench, or terrified by the fight of 
)many of their putrified carkaiSes, that from 
le innumerable fhoals we had of them at the 
cginning, they diminifh'd fo much, by taking 
e&ge in other parts of the lijand, where they 

^ % were 
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were out of the way of fuch difturba 
that they appeared very thin incur bayi wl 
in proccfs of time, obhg'd us to eat of 
fleih, and, by that means, avoid killing foi 
of them. But as their fat was very ftroif 
rank, we always ftrippd oflF that, and 
roafted them till they were as dry as a c 
after ail, no food ever required a dram t 
geft it more than this, but we had noi 
leaft drop of any thing fpirituous. Cats 
plenty, and efteem'd a better fort of ditf 
every one but my felf, who could never be 
fwaded to tafie them $ as to goats fleflb 
was hard to come at on feveral accoi 
fuch as the fcarcity of powder and fhot^ 
want of (hoes to follow them, which ' 
moftly made of the skins of goats or \ 
laced to our feet with thongs of the fame 
the mean time we ufed to take all opportoi 
of fair weather to go a fifhing. But 
deprived of the benefit of that by the rq 
of fomc of the people, who did, one i 
(ioT what ends I know not) fet the boat; 
stnd Ihe was loft ; which put us upon a c 
vance of making fmall boats of basket ^ 
Govcr'd with fea-lyons skins: with the! 
made fhift to catch the fmall fi(h nci 
fhore, but dar'd not go out of the bay 
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on 5 thefe fcrvcd till the Armourer had com- 
Kcd the yaul I have already taken notice 
Our fifh we fry'd in feals oil, without 
1 or any thing of bread kind to eat with 
^ ought elfe but a little wild forreh 
Is to our habitations, they were as mean 
^convenient as poflible^ fome being made 
the boughs of trees, fome cover d with 
and fea-lyons skins, and fome with the 
piins of the (hip's fails. Often in the night, 
ricn flaws of wind would defcend from the 
Rtitains, and leave us (if I may fo call it) 
bed, expofed to. the weathcrj the furni- 
' pf our tents.confifted.of fuch utgnfi.Ufor 
kcry as .we could find, which were very'

*s coppers were converted Into frying pans, 
• with many other fhifts tedious to mcn- 
i, though fome had ncycr any other con. 
Icncy of dreffing what they had than broil- 
Amongft the reft Palm-cabbage was very 
iptablc when we cpuld get it ; which wc 
KX did without much trouble 5 for the whole

; as to anchoring I would have none 
>me to in lefs than forty fathom, or think 
ftaying long here^ efpecially if the fun is 
the Northward of the Equator 5 for al- 
;h fbmc of our Navigators have reported 
liJK the Northern winds (which only can af- 
«a the road) never blow firong here 5 yet I, 
jy experience, found that it is very fubjeft 
^^ tempefluous gales from the Northern quar- 
igfm In going in, beware of the flaws which 
^Gpc down the narrow valleys fo violent as 
tp; be often times dangerous 5 thefe too in the 
U^y are furprizing as you lie at anchor^ 
Whilft you lie in this road, it is impoillble that 
jKW fhould have the wind fleady in any quar- 
tet except diredly out of the fea 5 for lying 
within half a mile of the (hore, you are fur- 
JK>anded by prodigious high neighbouring 
mountains, almofl \ of the Compals round, fo 
^ you have nothing but the extremes of dead 
(^Ims, (or at moft faint breezes) and furious 
j^fts of wind from all parts of the bay in the 
fpjce of a few minutes 5 upon the whole, tho' 
it is a very commodious place for fhips who 
pome to cruize here to wood, and water at 5 
yet, it is my opinion, that the anchorage is fat 
j^om being fafe, B^ 4 l\

It enjoys a fine wholfome air, infocoucfc, 
that out of 70 of us that were on it, fottk 
fpace of five months, and eleven days, not otfli 
had an hour's (tcknefs, notwithfianding thtji 
we fed on fuch foul diet without bread t 
fait h lb that we had no complaints amooj^ 
us, except an inceffant craving appetite, and 
want of our former (irength and vigour. Fl 
my own part I muft acknowledge the bom 
ty of providence that gave me ftrengthto 
with fuch vexations as I met with, for ahtf 
I loft much of my flefh, I became one of 
ftrongeft and moft a^ive men on the Ifidill 
from being very corpulent, and almoftcripiikin 
with the Gout, I walk'd much, and ^j^llil 
hard every day, without being in the leafttli 
Aided with that diftemper, and may fay, d^l 
if it had not plcas'd God fo to have 
me, we might probably have remain'd 
for years to come, Hnce it is a place 
frequented by the Spaniards. 

The foil is fruitful, abounding with 
ous forts of large beautiful trees, mofUy 
niatick 5 the nanies of thdfc we knew 
the Tiementotreey which bears a leaf likc'i 
Myrtle, but fbme what larger, withablae 
ibm ; their trunks are fhort and thick, aodi 
fieads very buihy^ and as round and 
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if they were kept {o by art. There is a- 
ther fort much fuperiour in bulk to the 
mef;, which I take to be fomewhat like that 
ich affords the Jefuit's bark. On the tops 
fome of the mountains are plains covered 
h. groves of the Italian lanrel^ mcntion'd 
Frezier in his defcription oi Chili ^^ thcfc 
iw up in a ftrait (lender body, from which 
out imall irregular branches from the root 
the top, bearing leaves like the laurel in 
\glandy but fmaller. Palm-trees are like- 
fe found in mofl parts of the Ifland, grow. 
; in fmooth joints like a cane, fome 30^ 
ne 40 foot high s the head of them is like 
It of a Cocoa-nut-tree, except that the leaves 
them are of a paler green, and bear large 
Qches of red berries bigger than a floe. 
7 tafte like our haws, and have a ftone as 
5 as that of a heart- cherry : that which wc 
11 the palm-cabbage is the very fubftancc 
the|head of the tree, which being cut off^ 
d difmembcr'd of its great iprcading leaves, 
d all of it that is hard and tough, you find 
clofed a white and tender young head, with 
leavcs.and berries perfedly form'd, and ready 

fupply the place of the old one.

Thus 
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Thu$ when wc went in fcarch of them* wc 
were obliged to cut down a lofty tree, for c- 
very one we got, befide the danger and fa- 
tigue of carrying a load up and down mouii-^ 
tains, fome of which, were it not for the 
roots of trees to catch hold on, it would ocx 
be prudent to venture up. One good quiiw 
lity belonging to the woods which cover this 
Ifland is, that they are every where eafy of 4C- 
cefs, there bqing no under-growth of boihic; 
or fhrubs, except in Ibme of the deepeft valf 
leys, where the fern grows very high, 4nd of 
which there are even large trees, with trunks 
of good fubftance. Some of the Englifh that 
have been here formerly, ibw'd turnips, which 
have fprcad very much, together with two « 
three fmall plantations of pumpkins s bu( ay 
men had never patience to let any of tMf 
come to maturity ; we likewife found pleQt| 
of water-creflfes and wild forrel. Here aff 
fbme hills remarkable for confifling ofafipf 
red earth, which I take to be the fame witl^ 
what the Inhabitants of CM/ make their earthfO 
ware, which is almoft as beautiful as thf rql 
ware from China. 

Frtih wa- '^^^ Northern part of this place is vciv 
tcr. well watered by a great many ftreams which 

I comg 
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ODme down the narrow valleys, it keeps well 
'at fea, and is, I dare fay, as good as any in 
ike world 5 down the Weftern peek, contigu- 
ous 10 the table mountain, defcend two caf- 
Qvksat leaft 300 foot perpendicular, clofe by 
«ae another, about 1 2 foot in breadth, (which 
piobably fupply moft of the other runs of wa- 
ttf)« What with the rapid defcent of thefe 
Vfttcis, and the palm-trees which grow quite 
19 dofe by the edges of them, adornM with 
laft boodles of red benies, it yields as agree- 
able a profped as can be feen.

Before we came the length of this (hip, I 
had ordered our boat to intercept theirs, which 
was going afhore 5 they clapp'd her on board, 
but not holding faft, they fell aftern, and could 
not fetch up with them again, not offering tq 
fire a mufquct to bring them to, fo that they 
carry'd away every thing that would have i 
been valuable in this prize* She was a good j 
fhip, of about 200 tons, call'd the Jejus Ma- \ 
ria, almoft laden with pitch, tar, copper and \ 
plank, but nothing clfe. The Captairi offer'd 
1 6000 dollars for her ranfbm, but I could not 
give ear to it, by reafon that the Recover} 
Was difabled in her mafts by boarding, and 
not only that, but I was alfo hinder'd by the con- 
iidcration that now we had room enough to 
enjoy ourfclves in fome cleanlinefe at Icaft, 
an article we had been pcrfed Grangers to, 
ever iince we had departed from the Ifland of 
yuan Fernandes. 

"' We therefore made all difpatch in getting 
icvcry thing out of the bark, The Stantjh Cap-

^CS of thofe apprchcnfions, for we had enough 
do to prepare for our departure the next

but a considerate warinefs in going out from 
ace« Having cleared our bark the next 
>rning, wc gave h?r to the Spanijh Cap^

1 can give no farther defcription of this 
place than that the road is fpacious and com- 
modious, and that the town feems to be large 
and plcafantly iltuated among vineyards and fruit 
trees. But for an ample and exad account of 
this, as well as of moft of the noted harboun 
and towns on tlic coaft of C6//r and Veru from i 
Conception to Callao^ I refer my Readers to

their fecond Captain^ Mr. Mitchell was in- 
truded with the command of her^ and was 
order'd to go with her to fome Ifland on the 
coaft of Mexico J and to ftay there till Capt 
Clipperton join'd him with his fhip,- but that 
they never could find the Ifland fince, and 
therefore judg'd that poor Mitchell and his 
Men, were cither ftarv'd or murder'd by the 
Spaniards or Indians, who arc very datroos 
at that kind of work^ or that he had perilh'd 
with the Ifland, which Capt. Clippertm^ and 
fome others, were of opinion was funk, fincc 
by all their endeavours they could not find it 
out.

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have been treated by them as one belonging to 
the fame intereft, but found I was miftakcn ; for 
they were unwilling to have any thing to fay 
or do with me, fince my (hip was loft.

Afinnate himfelf into the favour of the Cap- 
littn and Oificers of the Succefs, which he 
Hd eife&ually by an humble fubmiflive out* 
Mrd deportment, and prevailing prefents. In 
9lorr, he had his end, and left mc to go on 
Mard there on March the iJ^th in the even- 
ng, and the next afternoon Mr. Rainer (who 
ified with us afterwards as Captain of Ma- 
ines) came on board of us to vi(it his old (hip- 
nates, and to (lay with us all night. I con^ 
lantly kept reminding Clipperton of our want 
9f water> and he as often promifcd to fupply 
us with a large quantity at once.

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Thus we cruifcd in good order, and with 
a great deal of hope, until March ^t i7tb$ 
the time appointed for me to (UfFer themoft 
c^pffrton's perfidious piece of treachery that could be com- 
* mittcd. But in order to give my Reader an 
exa£t account of the circumftances of it,: I 
muft inform him, that we ufed to croizeoff 
and on the ihore, at fuch a convenient di£» 
tance as not to be difcoverM from the laodi 
and, at the fame time, it was next to impof-' 
fible for any fhip to flir out of the harbour 
of AquapulcOy without our feeing them; and 
we not failing lb well as the Succefsy it was 
Clippertoris cuftom to ftiorten fail for us, par- 
ticularly in the night, and (hew us lights on 
all necefTary occafions. But towards this evca- 
ing he (Iretch'd a head of us about 2 leagocs, 
and I could not perceive that he fo much as 
Jower'd a top-gallant- fail for us to come up 
with him. I could not but be a little flart- 
led at this, as being quite contrary to his ufual 
method. However, I kept ftanding after him 
(as I thought in the night^ till we were al- 
moft on the breakers on the ftiore, which, of 
confcquence, obliged us to tack, and ftand 
cut to fca (admiring that we had had no ftg- 
nal for going about) and the next morning 
had no fight of any fhip near us^ which laid

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IK under the moft terrible apprehcnHons, con- 
[Blering the fad condition wc were in for want 
^ water, and the vafl difiance we were irom 
loy place where we could expcd to get any, 
^vixig now no choice left but either to beat 
to 220 leagues againft the wind to go to the 
R^x Marias J or bear away a much more 
^(iderable diftance for the Gulph of Ama- 
tti4t in the latitude of 12 deg. iq min* 
jl&rr/^, on this coaft, or the Ifland of Cocos, 
|i the l^itude of 5 deg. 00 min. North. 
iij.But notwithftanding our diftrefs, 1 kept our 
iproifing flation for him two or three days, not 
doubting but that it was the fault of my people 
cm the watch, who neglefted to keep a good 
look outs till, at laft, they refum'd the au- 
tfaority that MorpheWy &c. had endued them 
with, and would be perfwaded to nothing but 
to bear away to the firft convenient place to 
water ^t, and in truth it was time 5 for we 
were now 40 odd men who had but 3 buis 
of water for a run of 300 leagues and up- 
wards, on a coaft iubjed to long calms, va^ 
riable winds, and uncertain currents. 

But before I go farther, it will be neceflary 
IP fet this diflionourable and cruel behaviout 
of Cltpperton in a true light, by the infof ma- * 
fioi^ I had from the mouths of his chief Of- 

y 3 ficers, 
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ficcrs, after my atrival in China^ which wm, 
that the night they left us, he aflfcmblcd ^ 
his Officers, and told them, that it was Mi |< 
intention to leave the cruize clandeftinely, and 
go ofF the coaft j upon which his Officers rt \ 
monftrated to him the barbarity of fach iti 
aftion, and told him, that if he really pro- J 
pofed to leave off all thoughts of the MmiU « 
fiiip, yet, fince I had been fo ready to affift hito \ 
and that we were now friends, that he could \ 
do no Icfs than defer his defign till the nttt 
evening, and, in the mean time, takci an op- 
portunity of fparing us fome water. But he 
put oiF their ferious and juft expoihilations with \ 
an inhuman fneer, faying. What could it iigniljr 
if I fhould, through want, be obliged to for- 
render, I fhould only undergo the fame fete, \ 
that, perhaps, fome others had before mcj | 
and, in fhort, order'd all the lights in his fbip ] 
to be kept clofe, and tack'd dircftly from the j 
fhore, and took his departure ftom the laft j 
land they faw the foregoing evening, leaving 
us ftanding^ in for the land to cruise by oni 
felves, and every moment expeding the Sue* 
€efs*% fignals, who was foon far enough out 
^ of the reach of our fight, if it had been de-

Thus was I (as I at firft thought) happily 
rcfcued from the conftadt anxiety of mind I 
had had ever fince the lofs of my fhip, and 
lifted up to the hlghcft pitch of fati^fa^ion, 
in the good fottutie I bad of being foin'd with 
my confort in fo iicd^lc srtld profitable a defign, 
after fo long a feparatioti^ only to be plung'd 
the deeper in the fea of defpair.

•he firft Lieutenant, with fomc of the 
bed: hands, in our yaul, to difcover what (he 
was, and to try what he could do with her j 
ihe had not been gone above two hours be- 
fore I heard two guns fir'd, and my boat fbon 
after returned, and informed me, fhe was a large 
(hio of one tier of guns at lead. 

However, 
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However, I continued to ply in all night> 
and prepared ourfelves for adion. At day« 
light we found (he did not make fo formi(UU -j 
ble a figure as we expeded. But at fun-riitng | 
the land breeze blew fo frcfli off from thd ' 
fliore, that we work'd in but flowly 5 in the 
mean time we receiv'd all their fire upon eve- 
ry board we made without making them the 
lead return, and their boat was employed to 
tranfpott Soldiers from the fhore to the fliip* 
They hoifted a jar of powder (containing about 
I o gallons) with lighted match, at each main and j 
fore yard arms and bowfprit end, to let isH \ 
on our decks if we boarded them, which ton- h 
trivance, if it had taken effed, would have \ 
fbon made an end of both par Ihips, aoi si 
thofe that were in them. Seeing them fo dcC n 
perate in their preparations to receive as, I 
could do no lefs than exped a warm di(poR» 
and by what I could fee they were, in ill 
points, fuperiour by much to our ftrengdi i V 
bat as our cafe would not admit of the ne^ r 
gled of getting what offered, though at evce 
fo hazardous a rate, their more than ordt 
nary contrivances for defence, did not mnch 
difmay us.

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At II in the morning (after Having re- 
ived all their fire fince day-light without 
lead return) the Tea- breeze came in, and 
\t I might make our fmall force the moft 
icficial to us, I order'd our three guns to

[quct-fhot, difchargcd them. The fca breeze 
ining, run us upon them very fall, whilft 
fmall arms were briskly and effc£tualljt

This ftiip was callM the Sacra Familia^ of 
\f^ tons, 6 guns, and 70 men 5 fhe had a 
jreat number of fmall arms, grenade fhells 
fid Ihot. They had been, for Ibme time be- 
lirc, arrived from G^i/tf^, with wine and bran- 
ly. J but had now nothing in her but 50 jars 
£ gun-powder, a fmall parcel of rusk and 
ttk'd beef 5 in Ihortj (he could hardly be faid 
o be worth the trouble we took, or the rifques 
re ran 5 but flic having the charaftcr of being a 
letter failer, and vifibly better fitted than 
)urs, I changed (hips, and we all went on 
joard our Prize, who was equipt in the war- 
like manner we found her, and commiilion'd 

on 
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on purpofc to take us^ if (he fhould chi 
to meet us in her way. Our fmall 
(to do juilice to my people) were hai 
with the greateft dexterity $ but being empl 
moftly in ihattering the powder ;an, tbati 
combuftible matter in them might fall 
the water , there was none kill'd but 
Contre-majiery and only one (lightly wc 
cdi but if our fmall arms had not bees 
ufcfully diverted, there could not have 
of being a conHderable (laughter ai 
them ; on our part, we did not receive 
leaft damage. 

The Merchant we had taken in this 
feem'd inclinable to purchafe the Jefus 
which we had quitted, and when he heardi 
her cargoe confifted of Yitch^ Tarry and 
pery he approved of my demand, and 
afhore to raife the fum. We had fo 
provifions to (pare, that we could not ai 
to keep any prifoners in pofTeflion, and 
fore turn'd all the Whites y IndinnSyirCs al 
detaining only the Negroes. And that wc 
lofe as little time as poffible, we fet ii 
diately to work to over haul our r^ 
and fails, that we might get our 
(hip ready for the fea. But I was ii

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ted in this by a letter which came from 
Governour of the place in the evening, 
bch none of us could underftand, (fbr our 
>f and only interpreter of the Spanijh 
"d behind on Juan Fernandes) but by the 
Qenger which brought it, we found it was 
u account of a Truce on foot between 
Crowns of Great Britain and Spain^ and 
r the Governour requefted me to ftay five 
s, that he might thoroughly fatisfy me in it, 
Viewing me the Articles of accommodation, 
iought this very odd, and told the Spanifh

Dirca our Having got out^to fea, we reduced ourfelvtf 

courfc to to a pint of water for 24 hours, and dircftcd 

oiAm^ our courfe for the Gulph of tyimapala^ which 

'*'*• was about 3 j leagues to the E. S. E. of this 

place, in order to get water there on the 

Ifland of Tygers. The lofe of my Officer 

and boat's crew, fenfibly diminifh'd the nam* 

her of white faces amongft us, and our ftrength 

would have been fo much weakened by it, that 

we (hould never have been able to manage 

this great (hip, with her large heavy cottoo- 

iails, if we had not taken oxxt Negroe prifo- 

ners along with us, who proved to be very 

good failors. The lofs of our boat was a 

a great inconveniency to us ; but as I thought 

of only taking water enough to carry us to 

Tanama^ where we were fully bent to furrcn- 

der ourfelves, if it was really Peace, I thought 

we could make fhift with her, and get fuch 

a quantity as we fhould want in two or three 

days time. 

, . , . The winds being favourable, wc arrived 

the Gulph there on the i oth followmg m the evening ; 

%h!^ as loon as wc had enter'd the Gulph, we found 

ourfelves in the midft of feveral fmall Iflands, 

and 
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ittid amongft the reft, the Ifland of Tygers^ 
Inhere we cxpc£tcd a fupply of water 5 but After a 
Dur expeftations proved vain, for after a ha- £ch^. 
fcardous and fruitlefs fcarch for it, not only ^oogfttta 
Ml that, but fome of the greeneft of the o- lOancU in 
her Ifles, there was not the leaft drop of frefh SdlSd' 
prater to be found on any of them. Under no fr«^ 
lids misfortune we could not, at firft, fo much 
IK think of venturing to fea, fo flendbrly pro- 
lided with the moft ncceflary article to keep 
IIS alive in fo hot a Climate, nor of throwing 
ourfelves into the power of the Savages in- 
habiting the borders of this Gulph ^ as to 
wtmmn^to Sonfonnate^ which was 3 5 leagues 
to windward of us, we mi^t be a mon^» 
or more, in gaining fo much on this coaft, 
and perifh in the attempt $ and though Rh 
Lego was to leeward of us ; yet there 
vrere fubftancial obje£lions to be made againft 
iiirrendering there y for all who have at- 
tempted to defcribe it, and to give in^ 
(budions for going in there^ agree that it is 
(^ery dangerous and unfafe to go in with 
I large fhip without a Pilot, or being well ac- 
|uainted with it. 

Now, as people in fuch a forlorn way, are 
ipt to form innumerable apprehenfions upon 
he ill event of any thing they fix upon, we

Mexico are fo little known to the Europiom^ 

that the Inhabitants never ftick at latistyios 

their cruel revenge, not only on account i 

the eafinefs of keeping it a fecret amongi 

thcmfclves, but alfo from their natural propcfl- 

fity to ufe their enemies with all the barbarirj 

they can devife. 

In vain fliould we have pleaded our furrefr 
der on the hearing of a cefTation of arms ; iot 

their univcrfal jealoufy and haughty conteai{t 

of 
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f ftrangers would have been fuificient to have 
liven them on to pay themfclves for the 
^page of the free courfe of their trade for 
(fefc two years paft, with the lives of thofc 
bo had not only done them fuch a preju* 
ice at this time, but alfo would be ready, 
id fufficiently skilFd in the navigation of thefe 
Bs, to give them perpetual difturbances, in 
-of a future rupture. I had thefe cond- 
itions in my head when I was treating with 
Govcrnour of Sonfonnate^ efpccially after 
ie had difregarded our Flag of Truce s for I 
xinfider'd with myfelf that it would not be 
fifficult for a man of fo little honour,- and 
b bafe a mind, to have laid a plot to cut 
IS off in fo long a journey as we fhould have 
lad in eroding the kingdom oi Mexico^ by am- 
xifcades of Indians laid in our way, and then 
fthough it might be by his own order) report, 
Jiat it was the outrage of the Indians ^ which he 
»uld not be accountable for. 'Twas thefe con- 
Iderations that made me chufe to go to Manama 
fince we could think of nothing elfe but fur- 
endering, whether peace or war) that being, in 
manner, in the neighbourhood of the Englijhy 
nd if it was really peace, the conftant refi- 
Icncc of fome, or other, of our country-men ; 
nd^ at the word, we could not be fo liable> 

or 
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But wc were unexpectedly aflifted 5 for on 
Aprilihc 25 th, towards the evening, we camc : 
up with the Ifland of CanOj in the latitude of a 
9 Hcg. 00 min. North ; which, by the vcr- f 
dure of it, promifed to yield us water if ve t 
could get our canoe afhore. Under hopes of i 
fiiccour from this little Ifle, we came to an an- 1 
chor on the N. W. fide of it, and it was as : 
much as we could do to hand our fails, flop : 
the cable, &c. We foon began to ima^c ; 
that we could fee a run of water ; but, at 
the fame time, dreaded the dangerous fiuf 
which broke on the beach all around thofc 
parts we had feen of it. Nevcrthelels Mu 
Randall was fent with fome jars to try what 
could be done, but they not returning till it wai 
very late at night, I was fearful they were lo^ 
or that not finding water there, they were 
gone to the continent (which was about } 
leagues from it) but, at length, to my un- 
fpeakable fatisfadion, they came on board 
with their jars filled. Any one may guels at 
the excefs of joy which there muft naturally 
be amongft men who were thus opportunely 
deliverM from the hands of death, but as they 
did not bring off above 60 or 70 gallons, I 
took care to reftrain them in the ufe of it» 1 
allowing to each man only a quart to be im- 

mediate!/ 
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Mediately diftributed to them \ what made me 
fee more ftrift in this was, that Mr. Randall 
lifliir'd me that the Breakers were fo hazard- 
ous, that he believed we fhould not be able tO 
rany more 5 but that very night we chanced 
have a heavy fhower of rain, which wc 
fiiade the bed ufe of, by catching what we 
|K>uld of it in fheets, blankets, &c. During 
ihis long interval of thirft, we conftantly wifh'd 
ibr rainy weather, and had often good reafon 
Jto exped it by lowring black clouds, which 
%em'd every minute to be ready to dif- 
charge their burthens, yet never did before to 
any purpofe, which tantalized us in a wretch- 
td manner. 

Being willing to make another eflay, the next 
day I fcnt the Boatfwain, and fome with him> 
to make a fecond attempt $ but after having 
been quite round the Ifland, arid wafted the 
whole day in fcarch of a fmooth beach, he 
could not fee one (pot where he durft ven- 
ture afhore. Therefore, thinking-we had a ftock 
fufficient to carry us to ^uibo^ which was 
about 3 o leagues from us, I wcigh'd the 
next day, and in ranging near the Ifland, 
faw a fmooth beach, which induced me to 
fend the boat a third time, that we might 

A a be 
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be provided againft fuch contrary winds, cu 
rents, or calms as we might meet with i 
our way. Accordingly they went, and 611 
9, jars, which done, we held our way to tt 
South-eajiwardj and, in a few days, arrive 
at ^ibo, and anchord at the fame piac 
where we had been twice before.

^^E I N G here, we purfu'd our main 
bufinefs in coming to this place 5 but 
not in a great deal of hafte 5 for it was 
«ifitc, iince we were now within left than 
leagues of ^andtndy where \^e propofcd 
iirrender, to think of it a little bcfdrc hand, 
L contrive proper methods to carry on our 
aty. We had this certain advantage, that as 
^ama is a place of little or 'no flfrength 
vards the fea, and but little frequent- 
by their ffiips of war, we could treat wit'h 
m ata diffanCc, and be truly informM how 
airs ftood in EuTope^ efpecially if there was 
^ of the South Sea company's Officers there, 
10 would, no doubt, be ready to afllft us 
th their advice. During our confiderations

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pn this point, which was likely to put an cnil 
to what had as yet been an unfortunate a* j^^ 
pcdition, we wooded and watered at kifuici 
and fome fearch'd the woods for fruits, tol^ 
fre(h us who had been fo long coniindtotk ||^ 
groffcft eating, by way of prevention agaii 
the Scurvy y which we had all along bcenlcfc 
fubjed to than any ihip I ever faw or beaidtf 
in fuch long runs. Thofe who, as we 
were thus ufefully employ'd, brought 
pas^ Guayavas^ CaJJia^ LimeSy and a 
kind of white foure Plumb, which was 
eaten, and admir'd by moft of us ; but 
had fuch an efFe£t upon us as to puige as 
fevcral days fucccflively 5 but thofe more (W*! 
cially who had been like wife fond of thcpl^^'^ 
cal lulcioufnefe of the CaJJia. Thus were 
univer rally out of order, and a ftop put to 
work for a day or two, and detain'd 
fome time longer than we fhould oth 
have been 5 but being recovered of this, 4^ 
made an end of getting our wood and ff^ 
tcr, and fail'd from hence by the way ofW^o 
nal BuenOy or Good Channel, fully detc 
to furrendcr at Tanama. I^lc

I H I S Ifland of Coiha^ or ^ih, 
is almoft in the fame parallel of 
Latitude with 'Panama, and is a- 
bout 9 leagues in length, and 4 
breadth, of a moderate height, all over co- 
;'d with inaccclTible woods, always green, 
d though it is not, and perhaps never was 
labired, but as wild as nature firft made it, 
spnds with Ta^as, Gua/avas, Limes, and 
ne other fruits I never faw before, and can give 
name to, which are near as good, though 
loUy neglcded, and none to rend them, as 
>rethat have the greateft care taken of them 
feme other Iflands in as promifing a latitude ; 
m ■ whence we may infer, thar the foil is 
itful, and if it fhould ever be inhabited, and 
ar'd of the incumbrances of woods and wil- 
'neflcs it is choak'd with at prefcnr, it might 
made produiiive of every thing that any of 
: beft of our Iflands do yield in t^merica. 
A a 3 But 
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But the Spaniards having fo much more on 
the Continent than they know what to do ' 
with, and it being prudence in them not to 
fend away colonies from amongft them to ' 
people Iflands, which might weaken their force ■ 
on the Continent, and knowing (or at Icaft 
thinking) that they are fecure from the at- 't 
tempt of any European nation to fettle on ' 
them, who might, by that means, anaoy their 
coafts. it lies neglcded, though I can but > 
think, that fince there is (or it might certaittr 
ly be made) a very confiderablc Pearl-fi(hc. i 
ry, it would be worth while to make a fmall ; 
fettlcnient here 5 but the Pcarl-fifhers not be* 
ing able to dive with their piraguas in the time 
of the VendevalSy which is a black ftormy 
feafon for four or five months in the ycar> 
beginning about June » ;and ending in 
November J and being withal fo near the 
Continent, and Manama in particular 
which muft be the market for a com- 
modity of that price, they have not yet fc 
thought it worth the while i (b that all the W 
lettlement they have here are a few huts feat- 
ter'd up and down in levcral parts of this If- 
land and §luivetta^ made ufe of by the D'vck jil 
at the feafon they come here, to open their p 
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ajyftcrs, and flecp in. The fandy beach is 
Icovcr'd with flidlsof fine Mother of Pear! of all 
ibrts of 'fizes, and in going no farther than 
.lip to the middle in the fea, you may ftoop 
iJiown and reach large oyfter? from the bottom, 
^his pleafed us at firft, not fo much upon the 
ybopcs of finding any valuable Pearl in them, as 

eat them i but when we came to make tryal, 
x found that Nature had not ordain'dthis fifli 

be at once endued with riches, and afford 
favoury agreeable food, for they are as hard 
^^d tough as (0 much leather, and by ho means 
palatable As to any other forts of fifti as we 
liad no feyne, (though there is every where a 
good conveniency for hauling it), I can't fay 
much of them, nor give any account of their 
various forts 5 but only take notice that we 
ufcd to obferve a large kind of flat fifh that 
often jump'dagreat height out of the water j 
thefe are reported to be very deftruftive to the 
Pearl divers, for when they return up again, if 
they take not great heed, thefe wrap their bro id 
finns about them, and keep them in their mortal 
embraces till they are drown'd j therefore, to 
prevent this the Divers (who ari all Negroes) 
always carry a fharp pointed knife, and upon 
light of any of thefe as they look upwards, 
they carry the point of it above them, and, by 

A a 4 that 
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that means as they rife ftick it into his belly,' 
and hinder him from his mifchievous intent. 
There is yet another thing which muft make div- 
ing here a matter of great danger, fince the fca 
' hereabouts is undoubtedly troubled with Alli- 
gators, one of which fome of us faw, or fan- 
cy'd we faw, fwimming under the water near 
point MariatOj which is but a few leagues 
from hence. 
Birds. There is a great variety of birds, which the 

woods would not permit us to follow, and alfo 
great numbers of black Monkeys and Guanoes, 
who moftly frequent theftreams of frefh water. 
There are fome Guanoes here of an extraor- 
dinary fize, but as they have been often de- 
fer ibed by Travellers, I fhall only take notice 
to fuch of my Readers who never before heard 
of them, that they are large kind of Lizards, 
of various colours in different places i as for 
example, the Guanoes here are moftly of a 
brown with yellow ftreaks about the head, and 
in other places of grey with black ftreaks, e^r. I* 
Conveni- You may be as expeditious as you pleafc in I* 
ency in watering and wooding, for the frefh water runs P 
and wood- in fevcral ftreams, larger and fmaller, on the 
*"^ ' fand of the beach, and your wood grows within 
lefs than 20 yards of the feafide; this advan- 
tage you will have, efpqcially if you come to 

anchor 
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IQchor in the manner and place as ihall be 
bereafter direded. 

This Ifland lying about three and a half, or of cahA 
four leagues from the Continent, forms xh^PFeft 
fide of Canal Bueno, fo call'd, as I have al- 
leady faid, from its fafety from rocks and 
(hoals, though you muft take care not to be 
Jpcry free with the South end of §luibo^ which 
b low, and has a flat which runs a conftdera- 
l^e way out. In the North entrance of this 
phannel lyes the Ifland of ^ivetta, within 
% miles and a half of the Ifland of ^ibo^ 
between which I always anchored, but took 
care to be within half a mile of ^ibo. In 
the little channel between it and §iuivetta are 
two or three fmall Iflands, and fome rocks 
which run along the South end of it. Hav- 
ing gain'd the Northern coaft of §iuibOj you 
mufl: fo continue till you fee the opening of 
the channel (for till you are near it, this Ifland 
feems to be a part of the continent) which 
being done you will immediately fee §luivetta^ 
which may be eafily known by two large rocks 
off the Northermoji end of it ; you may then 
make bold with the fliore oiG^ibo^ and fo con- 
tinue till you have fhot a little within the land, 
and then come to an anchor, but not |n 
Jpfs than eighteen fathom. But take care, 

in 
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ia vxnning in and going our, that you are not t 
drawn too near to thofc rocks off ^ivetia, i 
by an eddy that will drive you towards them, • 
as happened to me the firft time I weighed troai i 
thence, infomuch^ that it was with much ado ; 
diat I got clear of them. The tide^ or rather a 
the currents, arc very uncertain there, for we i 
have had them fetting violently one way for x 
a day or two fucceflively, then flack, and run > 
with as much rapidity back again 5 in fhort, by v 
what I could obferve of them, they are very . 
uncertain as to duration or fwiftnefs.

In weighing from hence, if you intend to 
go through Canal BuenOy to the Southward^ 
you muft take care to get well to the North- 
ward of thofc rocks off §luivettaj and then 
turn down the channel, becaufe you have not 
a clear paflage between §luibo and ^uivettd* 
For my part, though my people informed mc ^ 
that there was a deep commodious bay^ to the j| 
Southward of where I ufually lay, where a jj 
(hip might anchor in the greateft fafety, I never ^ 
fought after it, having the fair feafon before i 
me, and I was, at the fame time^ unwilling | 
to be clofely confined ; but if any (hip fhouU 

come there in the time of the VendevalSy it 
might, perhaps, be a good place of refuge both 

tot wooding, watering, and laying a fhip afhore; 
in (hort^ it is a place I would recommend to any 

I (hip, 
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bip, after the coafts are alarmM and that there 
ire the enemy's fhips of war at lea, who infalli- 
bly fearch all the noted places that have hitherto 
(pcen frequented by the Englijh cruifcrsj but 
tfiis being as yet unknown, and never made ufe 
if (that I ever heard of) by any Englijh before 
^y you may be there without any great fear of 
Icing pur fued fo far s but if you fhould haverea^ 
\fix to apprehend it, you iye fo near the ihore, 
iBd the water and wood fo near at hand, that 
|K)u may make your ftay as fhort as you pleaic^ 
|Uid if you fhouldj^ at fame the time, be fhort of 
pcovifions, you may furnifh yourfelf at Point 
MariatOy as I have already related. 

There are between ^ibo and Cape Burica 
a great many fmall Iflands, but the mo& re- 
markable is Montuofa. the fttuation and ap- 
pearance of which I have already given in my 
iccount of our firfl arrival here, as alfo of the 
[fland of Sebaco and point Mariato. I muj3: 
not pafs by the Ifle of VicarOy which lies on 
the Wtftern fide of §luibo. 

Voyage continued. 

Having got clear of this place, and nothing 
thought of but our fpeedy furrender, we met 
with very flrong currents againfl us, together 
with contrary winds and calms, which de- 
tained us feverar days under the mountains 
of Guanacho. On 
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On May 15, a fmall bark taking us for k 
Spaniards^ bore down to us 5 the Mafter of \ 
her was mightily furprized when he found his V 
miftake, but foon recovered upon hearing that a 
we were bound foe Tanamay and readily of- \ 
fer'd to pilot us thither, but had heard of 1 
nothing like a Truce i he belonged to, and \ 
was bound for that port ^ his velTel was calTd : 
the Holy Sacrament ^ and came laft from Che- ; 
riqui laden with dry'd beef, pork^ and live , 
hogs ; he defir'd I would take her in tow, com- 
plaining that the currents drove him off (bore, 
fo that he could not fetch the land, although 
he had conftant fight of it, and that, by this 
means, all his live cattle were almofl: dead for 
want of water, and that fhe was at the fame 
time fo leaky that his people were no longer 
able to (land at the pumps ; upon the hearing 
of this I took her in tow, and kept the Mafter 
of her on board, fending fome of my hands 
to aflifl: themj^ and fpared them as much wa* 
ter and Indian corn as I could. 

It may appear grange that this opportunity 
of fupplying ourfelves with provifions, did not 
make an alteration in our intended proceed- 
ings. But every one was fo tired of the fca, 
fo worn out by a continual want of all ne* 
ceffaries, and dilhearten'd by our perpetual mis- 
fortunesi that ^hey were willing to ^mbwc

iT opportunity of going afliorc at any rate. 
Iced, as to myfelf;, I was glad that this bark

' e, after all my Son was thought the propercft 
go, as being fure of his return, if it was pure- 
for my fake. This, and many other objedi- 
IS were ftarted that could not be fo eaiily re- 
3V*d, notwithftanding we kept on our way, 
'd in our refolution. 

May 17. Another fmall bark came down 
on us, but having come pretty near to us^ 
lod away from us again 5 I therefore or- 
dered 
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dcr*d Mr. Randail to go in our canoe to in-* ■ 
form them of our defign, and prevent their ' 
lofs of time and way 5 but as foon as they | 
were almoft on board of them, they hoiftcd ^ 
t\it\i Spanijh Colours and fir'd into our canoe, ^ 
which made my people be glad to retire, and get 
out of their reach, after which (he flood in to- 
wards a Rocky Bay, and we after her, till 
night coming on, it was no longer fafe for us to 
do it. The next morning, being May 18, 
my people were divided amongft themfelvcs 
whether we fliould look into the bay to fee if 
this veiTcl had Iain there at anchor all night, 
or not, and the affirmative carrying it, we 1 
flood for the place where we left her. As loon f 
as they faw us coming in, they weigh'd their ^ 
anchor, and hoifled all their fail, and flood Q 
diredly in for the bottom of the bay. When f 
I faw this I tack'd, and lay braced to, with 
our head to the Seaward to prevent their go- 
ing afliore, and alfo fent the Matter of oor 
bark (at his own requeft) with four of 
our Negroes in our canoe, with a Flag of 
Truce ^ with orders to tell them, that if it w^ 
peace we would do them no farther damage. 
But they neither minded our fhip's lying tp, 
nor the Flag of Truce flying in our canoe,

for our boat to return to us again, there

^ that they were fure of a compleat vic- 
sy, whereby they fhould have the fatis- 
3tion of carrying us by force prifoners to 
wmama 5 in fhort, not doubting but by out 
Jet behaviour, that we had it not in our 
fcwer to defend ourfelves i they, with that 
cfumption, were coming to board us, which 
foon as I perceived, I deem'd it full time 

begin with them, and therefore met 
Cm with our helm, and foon convinced

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ihcm of their error 5 for inftead of one gun, 
we had now nine 5 and, in a word, gave them 
fo warm and unexpefted a reception, that they 
fheer'd round off from us 5 we juft mifs'd get- 
ting hold of them, but it falling almoft calm, 
we continued, our engagement for the fpacc 
of two or three hours at the diftancc of maf- 
quet-fhotj but, at length, a breeze wafting us 
nearer to them, we found that as faft as we ap- 
proached fo faft did their courage cool 5 but their 
Captain ftill bravely perfifting, and encoura^ng 
them to renew their vigour, and cxpofing hhn- 
felf in the moft open manner, was, at length, 
fliot through the body, and dropp'd down 
dead , upon this they immediately, with one 

But in ti ^^^^^^ ^^y'^ ^^^ ^^^ quarter, and put an end 
end. take to our difputc i wc call'd out to them to hOfft 
^' out their launch, but they anfwcr'd, that their 
tackles, and all their rigging in general w» 
fo fhatter'd that they cpuld not poflibly do it 
in'any time; therefore wc hoiftcd out Oar 
,canoe, which we had taken out of the /fc 
Jy Sacrament the morning before, and Mr. 
Randall^ and two or three more went 
in her on board the prize. They found all 
the Prifoners in the moft fubmiflivc pof- 
ture, asking for mercy, which they could have

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; ho great caufe to cxped, after their dircd 
r breach of the laws of ^rms and Nation^. 
[. Mr. Randall fentaway the moft conlidcra- 
■Wc of the Prifoners, who informed me that 
l^^ir ftiip was called the de Conception de Reco- 
\mt^ belonging to CallaOy but came lad frooi 
^Siuanchaco^ of the burthen ofaoo ton, laden 
\Kki Flour ^ Loaves of Sugar ^ Bales of Boxei 
Marmalade^ Jars of preferv'd Teaches^ 
apes^ LimeSj &c. mounted 6 guns^ and 
id 70 odd mep well provided with fmall 
is> &c. and was in particular one of thofe 
jplips who were fitted out. in an extraordinary 
jfig^ncr^ and commiilion^i to take us, fb that 
^(f|c was the fecond of thoic warlike Merchant 
^ps that we had taken. In this engagement 
gbe Spanijh Captain znd zNegroe were kill'd^ 
fud one or two (lightly wounded $ but thciir 
lagging, mafts, and fails were much difabled, 
particularly their fore-maft^ which, by a (hot 
tbat pafs'd through the .body of it, was 
much Clattered. On our part, there wa$ 
little or no hurt dane, esccept to our Gunner 
yiho was flightly wounded in. the forehead by 
« pifiol- ball^ and our Main maft, which had 
1^ fmali piece carried out of the ftde of it. 
^9 had ui^ about .80 Prifoners of all cq- 
if>rffs, mi not ajoove 26 of ourfelves. 

B b a When 
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When the Spanijfj Gentlemen came oil 
board, they would not give mc time to ask 
them, how it came to pafs that they would not 
hearken to our peaceable offers, but fell upon 
cxcufing themfclves, and laying all the fault 
upon their dead Captain, though they after- 
wards confeffed that they were all . in general 
glad that they had met us in the morning, 
and made no doubt but that they fliould cafily 
matter us, and thinking they were well affur'd 
of our weaknefs, made bur little account of 
us i but that after feeing we fuffer'd their fire 
fo long, and heard what wc faid to them, they 
all declared againft ufing any farther violence. 
But the poor Gentleman who was dead (©^n 
Jofeph "Deforio) vow'd, in a pallion, that wc 
fliould have no terms but his own, and that he 
would take us by force. And indeed it is my 
opinion that this was the inclination of all of 
them, till they found our ftrcngth and rcfo- 
lution, and then feeing their own cafe dclpe- 
rate, would have been for a Parley. It would 
certainly have been a welcome morfcl to have 
feafted their Pride, if they could have obtain'd 
what they propofed to themfelvcs, but it 
pleafed Providence to order it otherwife, and 
their infulting haughtineft was foon converted 
to an abjed fubmiifion. Amongft our Pri- 

fonen 



foncrs we had fcveral of note, particularly Don 
Baltazzar de KAbarca Conde de la Rofa^ an 
European Nobleman, v?ho had been for fome 
lime Governour of TifcOy on the coaft of 
^eru^ and was now upon his return to Spam^ 
jind Capt. Morely who had formerly been ta- 
Itcn by Capt, Rogers ^ ' &c. all of them were 
freated with the utmoft civilities, which they 
Ihe more wonder'd at, becaufe from a prevail- 
ing notion they have formerly had of our 
cruifers, and from a felf convidion of their own 
^generous behaviour towards their Prifoners, 
they could not but have expefted to have been 
dealt with very roughly. I muft here obferve, 
that upon their being firft fcnt on board of us,, 
they were aftoniOi'd to fee my people fo thin 
fown, our fcanty number not making any man- 
ner of fhow in fo large a fliip as ours, and thofe 
that remained of us being clean fhav'd, they 
pronounced my people to be lads, from the arti- - 
ficial fmoothnefs of their faceis, and regretted 
their hard fate in being taken by fuch an in- 
confidcrable company of boys, as they term- 
cd them. 

We were now within 3 o leagues of Vana^ 
tn^^ and in the tradt of all the (hipping bound 
thither, therefore, as we could not think of 
(loing any thing with the Conception, who was

could only fcrve us by way of provifions. Wc 
fpent two days in overhauling her cargoc, whii 
was tedious and laborious s but the Prifoodi, 
did the greateft part of the work. 

All this while little winds and calffli 
prevented us from joining our Bark (8 
May the zzd. Wc bore down to her, airf 
being pretty near, wonder'd that (he only came 
to and fell off, although all her fail was fai 
nor could I perceive any body ftirring in hct 
As foon as we came up with her, I fcnttk 
boat aboard^ an<A the OiHcer that went inbcr 
immediately call'd out to me, telling metht 
there was no foul in her, but that her decks 
and quarters were cover 'd with blood. Tto 
was a melancholy hearing, fincc it plainly ap- 
peared by many pofitive circumftances, that the

This tragical accident was the caufe of a ge- 

eral melancholy amongft us, and fpoil'd the 

.tisfadion we had enjoy 'd a day or two paft 

n the account of our late Prize. Our Pri- 

>ners feeing fuch a univerfal fuddcn change 

1 us, began to be alarm'd, and look'd at one 

B b 4 another. 
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another, as if they all cxpefted to undergo the 

fame fate our unhappy fellows met with. 
This made me fearful on the other fide, r 

lead their dreadful apprehenfions of our re- 1 
venge upon them, fhould ftir them up to of- ^ 
fcr at fome dcfperate attempt upon us, they ii 
being 80 in number, and we not above 17 -c 
on board at that time, and when wc were all v 
together net above 25 that could ftand on their p^ 
legs 5 therefore I was direftly forced to flicv j^ 
fome heat in ordering all our Priioners to go in- 
to rhe ftcrn gallery (which was very large) except 
the Nobleman, and fome of the Chief of them; 
whilll wc kept a guard in the great cabbin. 
The Sfanijh Gentlemen who had not this con- 
finement, in a VQxy moving manner lamented 
to me the unhappy deaths of my men, and 
their own hard fate in having been, in fome 
meafure, eye-witneflfes of this bloody murder, 
and let fall fome expreflions whereby I per- 
ceived they were afraid that I intended to ufc 
fome fcvcrities towards their people oh this 
occafion. Having a good interpreter between us 
(who was an Englifbman we had taken on 
board the Concept hn)l aflbr'd them, that if I had 
fo revengeful an inclination, the Laws of my 
Country deterr'd me from putting it in cx^ 
Cution i that I afted by virtue of my Kinf;s

Notwithftanding 
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Notwithftanding this, I took feme meafuei^ 
to fecure our Prifoners of the meaner fort, aoi^ 
then haul'd the Holy Sacrament along iide (i|^ 
us h (he was half full of water, aud the greatdl. 
part of her dry'd beef was wet and ipoil'd, ba(j 
all that was not damaged we took out^ tpgctlict^ 
with fome live hogs, and then gave her toDoa 
Baltazzar de Efpinay who, by the death of 
Capt. Jofeph T^eforlo^ became Captain of, 
the Conception \ and that night kept a ftn^ 
watch than wc had before, though none of, 
us had had fcarce any fleep fince we hadtakca, 
this (hip. 

The next day, being as willing to get lii 
of them, as they were to have their ownihf 
reftorcd to them, and purfue their voyage jl 
delivcr'd the Conception into the poffcflion i 
Don Baltazzar de Efpina^ &c. after havii^ 
taken out of her twelve months provifion i 
Breads Flour ^ Sugar ^ and Sweetmeats, anda 
like proportion for the Succefsy whom I «• 
peded to find at the Tres MariaSy being then 
a ftranger to Clipperton's faithlefs defeniofr 
I likewife took away their launch, and thck 
Negroes to ailift us in the management of, 
our fliip, knowing that wc could not wdl 
hold out much longer, if the work was not 
made more eafy, and fince we had a large fbi^ 

aoi 
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9 a run of 1 7 5 degrees to fail, I thought wc 
:Mld do no other than reinforce ourfelvcs 
«he afliftance of thcfe Blacks^ who arc com- 
» lily good failors in thefe parts, and indced> 
alt afterwards happened, we (hould never 
■" c reach'd the coafts of i^Jia, or any other 
d without them. 

■'hus having fupply'd ourfelves with every 
ng the Conception afforded, I fufFerM our 
iToners to return to their (hip, but the chief 
hem would not leave me till they had drawn 
a writing, fignM by themfelvcs, whereby 
ly acknowledged the circumftances of our 
gagement, as I have already obferv'd, and 
2 civility they met with from me, &c. In 
Drt, none could part in a more friendly man- 
w than we did 5 for I ordered the Conde de 
^fa (hould be faluted with 9 guns when he 
t off from our (hip, and they, in return, 
wfh'd us a good voyage by way of Huzza, 
aich they often repeated. We had them 
It 3 days in our poffeflion, and now reftor*d 
cm to their liberty; the Conception and 
ark ftanding with their heads towards Tana^ 
a, and we with ours to Seawards. Thus were 
: put by our defign of furrci^dering, and 
:re now going to undertake a long hazard- 
s Voyage for iyijia 5 it might be called ha- 

I zardous 
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zardous to us, on account of our being but in- 
differently prepared for it, cither in rigging or [*" 
fails, (although we had taken what we thought ' 
could be of any ufe to us out of the Concep- 
tton) and for many other reafons unneccflary " 
to mention. Our ftrength indeed was confi- ' ' 
derably augmented, for we had now 1 5 guns ^ 
and ammunition enough to fupply them; this 
might be ferviceable to us when we arrived ^* 
on the tyifian coaft againfl Pyrates 5 but as wc ^^ 
were on the point of departing from thcfc- ^ 
fcas, the Spaniards would receive no farther ^ 
damage by it. 

But before wc proceeded any farther, it was ? 
rcquifite to think of getting our full ftock of f 
water. The IQand of §luibo was too near, 
and had this other inconveniency attendingi 
that the Vendavals began to approach, which 
is, as I have already obferv'd, is a fcafon of black 
fqually weather, and therefore did not care 
to truft our ground tackling to ftand the proof 
of fuch ftrong giifts, am id ft lo many fmall 
Iflands i and, in the next place, we fhould be 
there too near \o^anamaSiov[\ whence, it there 
fhould happen to bea fhip of war, tliey might 
fbbn be .with us. Upon thefe confiderations, 
it was determined to ply up to CanOy where, 
having a good boat, wc foon did our bufinell

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our paflagc thither the fwectmcats, of all 
ids, were divided among the mefles, but 
s of the fellows complained he had a box 
malmalade he could not dick his knife in- 
and defir'd it might be changed.

affair as vexatious as this fell out on board

t country, they took them to be really fuch, 
i therefore threw a great number of them 
rrboard as fo much rubbifh, and made no

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mc, as matter of fad, by fcveral of the Offi- 
cers belonging to Capt. Clipperton. 

I muft here obfcrve, that every thing wc 
took in the Conceftion^ was divided accord- i 
ing to the Juan Femandian Articles, and 
I had no more than fix inftead of fixty fhara^ 
and they would not even allow me the mo« t 
ney I had laid out at St. Catherines, which r 
was upwards of 1 00 pounds ; but the thoughts r 
and hopes I then had of meeting the Sticcefi \^ 
at the Tres Marias ^ or Tuerto Seguro^ xsatk ^ 
me eafy, both on the Owners account^ and 1 
my own, and I did not doubt of being a wd* \ 
come gueft to Capt. Clipperton. That whidi \ 
confirmed me in my hopes was the repeated ji 
aflurances that Capt. Clipperton gave me, that \ 
he would not return to the Southward in fiic ^ 
months, that he ihould be obliged to go CO 
one of thefe ports to refit, and that he had a 
great deal of work to do, but I was at a kil

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make a farther tryal of our Tanky which had 
always faird us hitherto, whether by roguery, \^ 
or leaks we could never yet tell, and fincc it 
contained the greateft part of our water, our 
lives depended upon the firmne(s of th^t. If 
They all approved of what I had laid, but \ 
were extreamly unwilling to fail fo far to the ^^ 
Northwardy and propofed doing all this in the ;^^ 
Gulph of Kyimapala^ or that of Nicoyay or ^ 
fomewhere thereabouts. But in anfwcr to ^^ 
this I told them, that it would be anfafe to 
attempt to do any thing in thofc places, the 
enemy having fcveral ports near at hand \ that, in 
ihort, it was in fuch a manner that Capt. Ctif- \ 
perton formerly had a rich prize retaken from 1, 
him though he had one (hip of 24 and anotha 
of 1 6 guns, yet a parcel of canoes took them 
both ; beddes, that the worm had a much 
greater effcd on the (hips bottom by lying in 
ftiU muddy water, than at fea i therefore go- 
ing to California would divert our time in 
waiting for a fafe feafon to venture to the othet 
fide of the Worlds and that there we (hould 
be out of danger of being furprizcd. That the 
Wejiing we fhould gain in going to Calif ornis^ 
would make amends for what we (hould lofe 
by going (b far to the Northwardy and that 
from thence I did not doubt (after we had 

done 
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our bufincfs) but that wc fliould gairi 
r paflage in forty or fifty days. 
Having thus cffeftcd my dcfirc, I wcigh'ci 
m CanOy ftecring to the Northward ^ and 
ft favourable gales for 4S hours i then came 

the conftant, or what may be called the 
de wind on this coaft, blowing from the Wt 

W, except in the night, that it comes a- 
lit more Northerly ^ and fometimes (but very 
<ly) in the height of the fea-breeze it is at

ving before experienced the tedioufnefs of 
afting along this fhdre, I was willing to try 
fcw faf ofTfliorc thefe winds prevaird, whicfi, 

my opinion, may be eallM the eddy of the' 
ie trade, whofe courfe is pervetted by the 
terpodtioh of this vaft mountainous contl- 
:ht. 

Accordingly 1 found that at 66 leagues dif- 
lice we had light winds, and variable, ahd be- 
v^eeh 70 and 80 leagues diftance, it fettled at 
. N. E. and N. £• therefore I kept this dif- 
ince froni the land till we had run the height 
f ao dcg. 00 min. Norths and were not, in 
il this paflfage, in the lead fendble of any cur^ 
:nts, and were entirely out of the ^ay of the 

C c fdghtful 
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frightful riplings and overfalls of the wa- ' 
ter, which wc frequently met withal nearer P 
to the land, which often alarm'd us in " 
tKc night, when wc have been becalm'd in \ 
deep water. ^ 

\Vc ufed to hear* a noife as of the fall of ^ 
water pafling through a bridge, a confidcrabk ^ 
time before it came to us, which would pais by ^ 
us at a Very fwifc rate 5 all the cfFe£i: it had on ' 
tfie fhip was to make her anfwcr her helm '^ 
wildly, if wc had any wind 5 but when it hi 
happened thiat wc met thefc moving watCR 
Very near the fliorc, wc could no\ perceive that 
'we either gained or loft any way by them, thtf 
Ve have continued in them for a quarter of an 
"hour together. I have obfervcd thefc over- 
falls to come both from the Weftward ani 
Eaftward, but by getting out to fea, wc were 
not only clear of the inconveniences I have 
been mentioning, but were alfo out of the way 
of the black feafon, which began to be fix'd (m 
the coafts, for at Cano^ and in going thither, wc 
felt very hard gufts, with black Ipwring wea- 
ther, frequent and violent thunder and Ji^tcJB- 
ing, attended by heavy fliowers of rain. 

In this paffage wc were continually accom*' 
panicd by vaft fhoals of fi(h, fuch as T>olfbm, 
Bonita^ Albicore^ and Angel-fifh^ which is

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in fhape like a Salmon and has fcaies like them> 
imt has a tail like a ^Dolphitij and alfo nearly re- 
lemble them, when in the water, they appear- 
ing in all the beautiful colours that t\ic^olphin 
Aas, and as for eating, it is by much the beft fi(H 

Eit fwims near the (iirfaee* Bat we were conti- 
ally incdmmoded by numerous flocks of 
Lc bitds fo well known by the name of Boo-- 
*Sy which are generally the attendants o^ 
:h filoals of fifh; they difobliged us very 
ch by the flench of their dung, for our 
ip being their refling place, they had painted 
■|1 our yards, tops and decks, which they 
Ibul'd as fafl as we could clean them; 
However, for change of diet, fomc of my 
people made ragouts of them, and the finoak- 
IBCS made flems for their pipes of their lon^ 
wing bones. 

We fell in with Cape Corientes in the be- 
^nning of Augufi^ and were immediately 
carried to the Tres Marias by d hard gale at 
Souths and anchored under the lee of the mid- 
diemofl Ifland, but had no fight of the Suc^ 
tefs^ and could fee no fign of her having been 
there. After a tedious fcarch on all the three 
lHlandsforfre{h water, there was nothing like 
a fheam to be found. This was the more aP 
tonilhing to us, by as much as one or two of 

C c 2 out 
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our late Navigators have repdrted that it \if«s 
to be found there in fufficient plenty 5 pcfhap$ 
it might have been fo when they were there, 
but there was no fuch thing now, fo that all 
that a (hip muft exped in going there novi 
muft be only Turtle, except thofc runs of wa- 1 
ter which were formerly there, fhould be re- 
newed again, which I would not advifc any ,, 
one to depend upon. 

After having been 3 days among thefe Iflan4 
I ftretch'd over for Calif ornia^ and arriv'd op- 1

\:lh^rnU, Inhabitants, as foon as they difcover'd us, made j 
fires on the fhore as we ran by them j towards j 
the evening, it falling calm, two of them came 
off to us on a Bark-log^ but were a long time 
before they would accept of our invitation to 
come into the (hip ; at length, after a great 
many preffing figns which we made to them 
they vcnmr'd in, when, in a moment, feeii^ 
the JVhites and our Blacks promifcuoufly 
(landing together, they, with very angry coun- ^ 
tenances, feparated them from us, and would 
hardly fufFer them to look upon us 5 they then 
made figns to us all to fet down, which don^ 
one of them put himfelf into ftrangc pof- 
turcs, and ran from one to the other of u% 
talking to us with much vehemence, and 

fccm'd 
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£ari'd to be in a perfcft tranlport of extafy, 
ntinually finging (in their way) or ipcaking 
d running about fo fad till he was out of 
[breath, fo that it was doubtlefs an adoration 
^cy paid us, from doing which nothing could 
^vcEt them for rome time. The oight com- 
ing on they were for departing, and we gave 
^em a knife or two, ^n old coat, and fomc 
vthcE triilcs, which plcafed them very well ; 
khey exptefs'd themfclves by (igos in fuch a m^n- 
mer that we could guefs that they gave us tc- 
Rfeated invitations tp go afliore with them.

P ^ break we found purfelves near Ti^ 

erto SegurOy which may be readily 

known by three white rocks, not much unlike 

the Needles of the Ifk of Wight. You will 

not difcovcr the road until you arc round thcfc 

rocks, and muft keep clofe aboard the outc^ 

moft to fetch into the bay. But of this I fhall 

fpcak more fully when I come to the dcfcrip- 

tion of this place j ^d Ihaill, therefore, return 

to give an account of the behaviour of the 

Inhabitants upon our approach to them 5 fbmc 

of whom came out on Bark-lo^s to meet us, 

whilft others got upon the tops of the hills 

and rocks near the fea-fide, making\ fires for 

us. Thae was an uniycrfal joy fprcad through 

the 
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whole body of them 5 thofe that were near 
rocks to fee us come in, inccflantly running 
and down to one another, and thofe who 
neout to us on Bark-logs^ paddled with all 
ir ftrength, impatient to have a nearer view 
us. Thus we enter'd Tuerto SegtirOy fur- 
mded by thcfc fmall embarkations, and the 
)re, on all fides, crowded with the Indians^ 
lofe number encreafcd by multitudes which 
ck'd from the adjacent parts* 
Our anchor was no fooner down, than they 
ne off to us in flioals, fomc few on their 
irk'logs^ but moft of them fwimming, talk- 
l and calling out to one another in a con- 
ed manner. Our fhip was in an inftant full 
thefe fwarthy Gentlemen quite naked, a« 
>ngft the reft was their King^ or Chief man-^ 
10m we could not diftinguilh by any parti- 
lar ornament, nor by any deference that 
IS paid to him more than to the reft 5 the 
ily enfign of Sovereigntj which he bore a- 
>ut him, was a black round ftick made of 
lard wood, of about two foot and an half 
length 5 this being obferv'd by fomc of my 
opie, they brought him to me ; upon which 
\ concluding that I was the Chief of the fhip, 
a very handfomc manner, delivered his black 
peptfc l;o mc, which I immediately returned 

C C 4 t^ 
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to him. This Man, notwithftandiog \k 
favage appearance, had a good coupt^ 
nance, and his behaviour had fomcthing 
of thp genteel in it. I was, at firft, at 
a lols to know hpw to pntert^in cqr nume- 
rous guefis, but fbon found out a way to re- 
gale them, for we had a great quantity of U* 
quidfweetmeats ; I therefore ord^r M what dcq> 
difhes I had to be brought on the deck, thf 
jars were broach'd, and thedifheswefiirdwicii 
the choiceft of Teruvian conferves ; they wcr^ 
every one accommodated with fpoons, and 
thoi^h they could not fit very regularly to 
^eir entertainment, becaufe of their number^ 
yiho had all ^ equal welcome to the 
good chear, yet, as we kq)t continually re- 
plenifhirig their empty difhcs, they were all 
|iatisfied with a$ much as they car'd to eat> 
their food they liked extreamly well, if I may 
have leave to afi^rin it fropi the eagemefs wher^ 
Vith they ate it i and the (poons, which were 
moftly (liver, they return'd with great hpncftjr, 
which they would doubtlels have done had 
they been gold, the value of thofe metals be- 
ing, (and perhaps always will be) unknown tp 
them. 

Having 
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Having thus commenced a friendfhip with 
m^ I thought it would not be unfafe to 
d an Officer aftiore to view the watering 
cci but to make him the more welcome, 
rnt with him fbme coarfe blue baifc, and 
ne fugar, as a prefent to the women, a- 
» ngft whom it was to be equally difiributed. 
King feeing our boat ready to put off, 
s for waiting on her with his Bark-log^ 
1 1, (as well as I could) entreated him to 
:e a paflfage in our boat, which he feem'd 
be mightily plcafed with. 
The renialndcr of the day was (pent in an 
rervicw between us and our wild vifitors^ 
no behaved themfelves in general very quiet- 
and peaceably. The Officer returning with 
. account of his civil reception, we preparM 
ir casks to fend afhore the next morning. 
deed from fome accounts which I had read 
mcerning thefe people, I did not appre* 
:nd any molcftation from them in wood- 
g and watering, though a firft view of the 
)untry and inhabitants would difliearten one 
little from venturing freely amongft them ; 
ey even appeared fo terrible to our Negroes^ 
ho had been born in Guinea^ (where they arc 
3t very polite) that one of them who was fent 
ith the Officer on ftorc, was afraid to ftir 

ftom 
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dcan'd and pay'd our bottom with pitdi and 
tallow^ and fo tradable were thcy^ that they 
would fie very cpnctly oo the fide they were 
bid to go to^ till we order'd them to difperfe 
dicmfelvesthat we might bring the (hip uptight 
^ain. Thus they repay'd our civilities by dieir 
ferviccsy and every day they fcem'd more and 
more fond oi us. When our boat went a* 
ihore in the morning, there was a confiant 
equipage waiting for our people on the bead^ 
and particularly for thofe who by a bcttei 
dre(Sy they guefs'd to be above the comnoon 
ranki thefe they always received with fudi 
formal ceremonies as could not be expc&ed 
in fuch a ptice i for as foon as they came 
out of the boat they were immediately laid 
hold of by two Indians^ who led them be- 
tween them, and were foUow'd by a great many 
couples, hand in hand j thus they led them Vf 
to the river, and then left them to their own 
liberty to proceed in the diredHon and ttf:* 
cution of their bufinefs. 

Mean while the rumour of our arrival was 
fpread through all the neighbouring parts^ 
and fome of different clans from thofe who 
inhabited the land about this bay, came daily to 
view us i thofe who came from any diilance 
|n the country coold not fwim, and that they 

wete 
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^crc different from thofe wc had firft fecn, 
1>pear'd by their manner of painting them- 
Ives, and other little diAin£iions which were 
^ble amongft them $ but they all united in 
tc to aflift us, and hardly any were idle but 
^ women> who ufed to fit in circles on the 
lurching fand to give attendance for their 
are of what was going forwards, which 
«y ufed to receive without any quarrelling 
nongft them about the Inequality of the 
Rribution, although fome, who had nothing 

ferve them inftead of fpoons, far'd but poor- 
^ But at laft there were few of them 
. at had not fomething to ferve them to eat 
kcir fpoon meat, encouraged thereto by our 
3nftant fupplies of it, with which we fed 
rveral hundreds every day. Thus by a mu- 
lal exchange of good offices towards one a* 
other, they thought themfelves happy in us, 
nd we though^ ourfelvcs fortunate in meeting 
> timely and ncceflary affiftance ; for it is 
robable that my men might have contraAed 
3me dangerous ficknefs in working fo labo- 
ioufly in the heat of the day, after being, in 

manner^ worn out by what they had already 

mdergone. 

Having compleated our budnefi in the 
pace of five days, we, QVixytugufiit in 

the 
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tfac morning, ptqpar'd for our departure in the 
afternoon, and cmploy'd the morning in mak- 
ing a large diftribution of fugar amongft the 
women, and to the men we gave a great many 
knives, old axes, and old iron, which we had 
taken in our prizes, thefe were the moft ufe- 
ful things to them, and of which they ftood 
moft in need ; in remrn, fome of them gave 
us bows and arrows, deer-skin- bags, live foxes, 
and (quirrels, &c. 

That we might appear as awful to them as 
poflible, I ordered five guns to be fir'd on the 
looftng our top-fails, the noife of which mighti- 
ly frightned them, and upon feeing our faUs 
loofed, there was an univerfal damp upon their 
ipirits, which might be eafily perceiv'd by the 
lively (brrow that was painted upon all their 
countenances 5 their women were all in teai^ 
when my people had executed their orders, 
and were coming off to the (hip i and a great 
many of the men ftay'd in the (hip all the 
while we werepuifchafing our anchor, and did 
not oflfer to ftir till we w'cre under fail, and 
then with the moft dejcfted afpefts leap'd over- 
board with the moft apparent regret. That 
evening we took our departure from Cape 
St. Lucas ^ in our way to China. But I muft

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^ here to give fomc account of this part of 
* country and Inhabitants^ which wc are 
little acquainted with as any of the 
^wn parts of the World.

VS to the bounds and extent of Califor- 
nia^ our Geographers have never yet 
:n able to determine either by their own 
fervations^ or information from others, 
lether it is an Ifland, or a part of the Con* 
cnt of North America. Thofe of the 
xglijh who have been here^ neither had time 
r power to go about the difcovery of it^ 
lich^ when done^ would be perhaps more a 
isfa^ion to the curious^ than of any real 
vantage to us, (ince it would be much the 
le to us whether it be an Ifland, or a part 
the Continent, if we had any advantagi*- 
s views of making any fettlements there 1 
: Manila (hip indeed in her way to Aca^ 
ko^ might, with an inconfiderable lofs of 
le^ make this and other difcoveries; but 
4 the 
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the Spaniards are now grown indolent and 
incurious, and in that (hip in particular diqf 
are fo intent on the great profits tiiey extrad 
from their wealthy commerce that they fcarcc 
think of any thing elfe. As they are oblig'd 
to run into very Northern Latitude for the 
benefit of IVefterly winds, they have fomc \ 
times had foundings in their mid paflages 
but I never heard that they attempted to make 
any land near it. But by this, and for feme 
other reafons, I believe that KytnuricA and 
AJta are join d by a traft of land to the Ktirth- 
ward \ but ftnce that, and, probably, nEttny 
other countries dre as yet hid from ns^ I (hatt 
leave them fo future difcoverics. 

The Eaftern coaft of that part of Cdiftt- 
niUj which I had a fight df, atppears to be 
mountainou5, barren, add Tandy, and very like 
fome parts of TerU ; but, neverthelefi, the 
foil about Tuerto Seguroy and (very likely ia 
mod of the vallies) is a rich black moiil4 
which, as you turn it frefli up to the fnfl^ 
appears as if intermingled with gold-duft, fome 
of which we endeavoured to wa(h and pun^f 
from the dirt 5 but tho' we were a little picjil* 
diced agsinft the thoughts that it could be 
pofliblc that this metal (hould be fo proi# 
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ufljr and univcrfally mingled with common 
ii, yet we endeavoured to cleanfe and wa(h 
«arth from fomc of it, and the more we did, 
jmore it appeared like gold ; but in order to be 
her fatisfied, I brought away Ibme of it, which 
i.oft in our confuftons in China. But be that as 
^ill, it is very probable that this country a- 
unds in metals of all forts, though the Inhabit 
i:s had no utenftls or ornaments of any metal 
atfoever, which is no wonder, fincc they arc 
perfedly ignorant in all arts. This foil produ- 

a plenty of wood, but the trees are very 
all, hardly deferving a beter name than that 

bufhes. But woods, which are an orna- 
:nt to moft other countries, ferve only 

make this appear the more delblate ^ for 
: Locufts (warm there in fuch abundance 
It they don't leave a green leaf on any of 
e trees 5 in the day time thefe deftrudivc 
fefks are perpetually on the wing, flying in 
)uds (if I may fo call it) and are extrcamly 
mblcfomc by flying in one's face. They arc 
fhape and bignefs the nearcfl: like our green 
ifhoppers, but differ from them in their 
lour, which is yellow 5 no fooncr had wc 
me to an anchor, than they came off to 

in fuch abundance, that the fea about us 
as ftrcw'd with rheir dead bodies. Thus by 
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the inceflfant ravages of thele Locuftsthc prof- 
ped of the country about, is ftripp'd into 
the naked appearance of winter, notwithftand- 
ing the natural warmth of the Climate, and 
the fee m ing goodnefs of the foil. I don't 
know that any of our former Navigators have 
obferv'd this in their accounts of this place j 
and therefore am perfwadcd that they are 
troubled with this plague but at this feafon of 
the year j and, in confidence of this, I gave 
them a large quantity of Calavances, and flicw*d 
them how to fow them. But if thefc creatures 
are with them all the year round, it will never 
be of ufe to them. 
vutrto Puerto Seguroy fo call'd by Sir Thomas 
Sd?^ ' Cavendifh^ is about 2 leagues to the Nortlh 
eaftward of Cape St. LucaSy which is the 
Southermoji land of Californiay and is almoft 
right under the tropick of Cancer. The inaifa 
to know it by, and the chief dircdion in go- 
ing in, I have already mentioned, and fhall only 
add, that there is a bank of land on tbe 
Northern fide as you go in, on which yon 
may anchor from 16 to 8 fathoms 5 but take

indifferent road in fuch a cafe 5 from the 
E. to the W. of this bay it is rocky and 
Duntainous, and from the W. to the N. by 
". is low, cover'd with bare trees, and from 
- N. by W. to the N. N. E. there are three 
UfFerent high mountains of the fame appear- 
:c and bignefs with one another, and from 
:fe the land fhelves very regularly till it 
ms a low point, which bore E. by N. 
lis when at anchor, and is the Eaftermoji 
^ nt that forms the entrance of the bav. 
The watering place is on the North fide, ^y^^^^^^ 
a fmall river, which empties itfelf through 
^ fand into the fea ; this will be confpi- 
:iu$ from the (hip, by the appearance of 
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the green hollow canes which grow in ii^ 
which the Locufts do not touch. This wa- 
ter is excellent for Tea fervicci in (hoct, the 
Fort in general is very convenient for iiidi as 
may have occadon to lay in wait for the Mmt 
nila (hip, or lie for fome time concealed sf- 
ter the coafts have been throughly alannCi 
. , f The Men are tall, ftrait, and well fct, hm

thcTnhabi- vcry largc limbs, withcoarfe black fhaggyhai; 

^^^' which does not reach down to their tU^ 
as a lace Navigator reports in his Voyage^ or 
hardly down to their fhoulders. The Women 
are of a much fmaller lize, their hair much 
longer than the Men's, with which /bmc of 
their faces are almoft covered. Some of txxh 
icxcs have good countenances, but of a much 
darker complexion than any Indians I (aw in 
thcfe feas, thele being of a deep coppa co- 
lour. 

Such is the original (implicity prevailing a* 

quite liked mongft them, that the men go quite oalu4 
without the lead thing to cover them, and 
wear nothing at all but a few trifles, whidi 
they look upon as ornaments, fuch as a band 
of red and white itlk gra(s, which fome wear 
round their heads, adorn'd on each iide with 
a tuft of hawk's feathers ; others have piccd 
of mother of pearly and fmaU fhells tfd jlj 
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than they 5 for all the time we v^crc there, 
and conftantly amongft fo many hundreds of 
them, there was nothing to be perceiv d but 
the moft agreeable harmony, and moft affec- 
tionate efteem for one another i infomuch that 
when any of us gave any thing that was eata- 
ble to any one of them in particular, he al- 
ways divided it into as many fharcs as there 
were perfons about him, and commonly re- 
lerv'd the leaft forhimfclfj they feldom walk 
fingle, but go moh by pairs, hand in hand. 
They appear to be perfeftly meek, and there 
is no indication of cruelty in either their af- 
peds or aftions 5 they indeed feem to be pret- 
ty haughty towards their women, which per- 
haps may proceed from too great an opinion 
of the fuperiority of their own fex. 

In the main, they lead a carelefs life, and 
have every thing in common amongft them, 
and fearch for nothing except the neceffary 
fupports of life, 'viz. meat and drink, by 
which means they are free from the anxious 
troubles to which thofe nations arc fubjcd 
where Luxury and Pride have got any foot- 
ing ; a folid content feems to dwell in the 
midft of them, fo that they covet (and have 
no reafon for it) nothing belonging to one 
another 5 and never offered to pilfer or fteal 

any 
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any of our tools, and other utenfils, which 
might have been of great fervicc to them. 
So ftrift was their honefty in this parti- 
cular, that fomc of my Men, wlio had been 
cutting wood all day, and were coming on 
board in the evening, hcedlefly forgetting that 
they had left their axes in the wood, it was 
obferv'd by one of the Indians ftanding by, 
that they had not taken their tools with them, 
who immediately fpoke to the King (who was 
alfo ftanding to fee our bdat go off) who fent 
him direftly into the woods to fetch the axes, 
which he accordingly did, and delivered them to 
my people with a fceming fatisfaftion that they 
did notgo away without them. In a word, they 
feem to pafs their lives in thepureft fimplicity of 
the earlieft ages of the world, before difcord and 
contention were heard of amongft Men. They 
as yet have never been tainted by the con- 
verfation or intercourfe of other nations, 
which might have perverted the innocence of 
their morals, and have never had their fpirits 
chafed by the oppreflions of a Conqueror, 
who by exercifing cruelties over them, might 
have taught them to delight in barbarity, as 
has happen'd to the Indians of Mexico and 
VerUy who doubtlefs had their notions of in- 
humanity greatly augmented by the Spani- 
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ards^ who fhcw'd them a horrid example by 

their continual butcheries of the Indians^ norfo 

much as rparing their Kings, and alfo by their 

commotions amongft themfel ves. As yet thcfc 

Californians may be faid to ad according to 

the didatcs of Nature, whilft We aft contra- 

ry to the juft remonftrances of our rcalon. 

One of our late Navigators has reprclentcd 

them as idle, and lazy, and jealous of their 

Women, alledging that he could never have 

a fight of any but fuch as were old. I can't 
tell how that Gentleman and his People 

treated them, but we found, that they are 
not flothful fo much by inclination as 
a difufe from any thing laborious 5 and 
as to their Women, we had the compa^ 
ny of fome hundreds of young and old 
every day, who never made any fcruple of 
appearing amongft us 5 nor did the Men (hew 
the leaft difcontcnt at it 5 and I may venture to 
fay that we engag'd them fo far by trifling 
prefents and entertainments, that no body upon 
thofe terms, need want their afliftancc for the fu- 
ture 5 though perhaps none may have fo much 
provifions to fpare as I had at that time to regale 
them v(ith. I muft not omit one thing, in 
which they would always have the maftcry 
of us^ and that was in taking fxaaS, which 

they 
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they would never permit any of us to ufc 5 but 
immediately upon feeing any of us take a pinch 
out of our boxes, they would run to us, and with 
great earneftnefs take it from between our 
fingers, and throw it away. What could be 
the grounds of this averfton I can't conceive^ 
except that fomc of them had fufFcr'd death 
or itcknefs by taking fome particular thing up 
their nofe 5 they likewifc would never fufFcr 
me to look through my Profpedive, imagin- 
ing that there was fomething extraordinary 
in that piece of wood, that I had fo often 
recourfc to it, to look on the (hore, which 
I did to fee how the work went on on the 
beach, they not apprehending that it was pof* 
fible that my eyes could receive any afliftance 
by it. 

Their Language is guttural and harfli to the Tfaeir 
ear 5 they talkM very much among themfelves, "^"^^' 
but we never could fo much as underftand 
one word, fo that what I have now delivered 
is hot what I learn'd from their language, but 
from their aftions, which are fufficiently ex- 
preflive of what I have been relating 5 I had 
once fome thoughts of bringing fome of them 
away with me, efpecially fome of the youngeft, 
that they might learn our language, and give 
US fomeinformation of their country ; but 
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as we could not make them underftand as, m 
we muft have fcem'd to them to have taken 1''^ 
them away by force, which, perhaps, might 
have cxafperated them, which would have been 
of ill confcquence to fuch fhips as may have 
cccafton to go there for the future, and ther^ 
fore I laid aftde all defigns of that kind. 

JS^crof -^^ ^^ ^^^^^ manner of living in general 5 :q 
liviog, their dwellings are very mean, and can fcarcc 'it 
ftielter them, and their diet, I believe, is moft- fi 
ly fi(h, which they frequently eat raw 5 they a 
fometimes bake it in the fand ; they feldom 1 
need want a fupply of this, the Men being j 
expert Harpooners, they go out to fea on their ' 
bark-logs, which are only compofcd of five 
logs of a light wood, made faft to one ano- 
ther by wooden pegs 5 on thefc they venture 
out, rowing with a double paddle, and with 
their Harpoons (which are made of a fort of 
hard wood) ftrike the largeft Albicorcs, and 
bring them in 5 this was altogether (urprizing 
tons, who had fo often experienced the ftrength 
of that fifh, for though we frequently got 
hold of them with very large hooks made faft 
to a ftrong rope, we were obliged to bring 
the (hip to, to get them in, and that by the. 
help of nine or ten men, which is as 
much as they can fometimes do, fo that 

one 
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ic would imagine that as foon as thcfc In- 
ans had ftruck one of thcfe on his light em- 
irkation, that it would run away with him 
id his bark' log, but they have fomc particu- 
way of managing them, that their refiftance 
d ftruggling is in vain. When we were 
:re it was their fifliing feafon, but by the 
niber of deer-skins one fees amongft them, 
is natural to conclude, that they have a fea- 
:i for deer alfoi their skins are grey, as are 
b their foxes and fquirrels, all thefe they eat 
omifcuoufly together, with any thing elfe 
ey can catch. There are hardly any birds there, 
cept a few Pelicans, What they ufe inftead 
•Bread is very remarkable, being a fmall black 
ed of an oily fubftance, which they grind in 
me fuch manner as we do our chocolate, and 
terwards make it up in rolls, though the looks 
' it is not very inviting (being very black) 
:t the taftc is not very difagrccable. When 
ey want to drink they go up to their mid- 
e in the river, and there take up the water 
jtween their hands, or ftoop down and fuck 
up. Thus between hunting, fifliing, eating, 
id fleeping, their time is divided, which by 
Lcfe exercifes, and the fparingnefs of their 
et, is prolonged to a great duration, and 
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A remirk- Before I conclude this Chapter, I cannot bat f 
ftance of acquaint my Reader with a remarkable inftancc r 
^. *^" of their adivity in the water, which one would \ 

f ity in the ^ ^ 

water, almoft take to be their natural element. It " 
happen'd one day whilft I was there, that a 
monfirous kind of flat fifh was funning him- 
felf on the furface of the water near the 
ihore. Some of the Indians feeing him, 
went into the water to the number of twelve, 
and furrounded him, who finding himfelf dif- 
turb*d, dived, and they went down after him, 
and twas with much difficulty that he got 
from them the firft time. In an hour after- 
wards he came again, and i6 or 17 of the 
Indians fwam off, and encompafs'd him as 
before, and by tormenting him after a manner 
peculiar to themfelves, they, by their art, in- 
fcnfibly drove him afhore; for all their (trength 
put together was certainly inconfiderablc to his 
when in the water. When his belly touched the 
ground, the force with which he fmote the 
beach with his fins is not to be exprcfs'd, no 
more than the agility of the Indians about him, 
who were endeavouring to kill him, for fear 
leaft the furf (hould let him afloat again. They

ordinary, and immediately took an opportu- 
'nity of fhewing both his Authority and civi- 
lity, by ordering one of his attendants to take 
the ax from him, and work in his (lead. 
In Ihort, in every relped, they fcem to 

enjoy a perfcft tranquility, to the hap- 
pinefs of which nothing could be added, 
but the true knowledge of God, and the right 
way of worfliipping him, though even then 
their condition might appear miferable and 
forlorn to us who have been bred up in a 
way fo widely different from theirs.

E I K G now upon the point of dc* 
parting from this quarter, of d&c 
World; I think no place ooold 
be more proper than this, to give feme 
farther, and more general account of the Na« 
vigation in thefe feas, and on thefe coafls i 
for the more particular ufe of fuch who may 
have a call thither for the future, who can 
never receive too much infirud^ion and advice in 
the moft prudent methods of carrying on their 
Voyage, fo as to anfwer the end of their Ex* 
.pedition } I fhali therefore, as I go along, poim 
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t the rocks bii which we iplit ; partly by 
ican$ of oiit neccfliroUs misfortunes;, and 
artly by the want of fufficient advice in fomc 
f the moft material things relating to thefc 
Dafts, in which our Voyages, in general, hi- 
Lcrto are very fhort and imperfeft. 

Firft, then, if your deiign is to auifc in 
ftc Great South Sea^ I would not have you 
such on the coaft of Brafil, except the great- 
^ neceffity or diftrefi obliges you, for they 
^ade to the river oiTlate^ from whence the 
'faniards may have advice of you overland^ 
gnthe coaft of CM/, before you can arrive 
-|icre with your (hip 5 but if you fliould be fo 
nfortunate as to be obliged to ftop on that 
oaft, I would recommend the Ifland of St. Ca- 
berine\ as the moft proper place in all re- 
tlpe^s. 

^ The coafts of BraJU and Tatagonia^ other- ^ 
^i^ifc caird the "Defart Coafi, are fix'd in their 
Aoft cxad fituation by our worthy Country- 
Han Dr. Edmund Halley^ Royal Aftronomer^ 
^c. whofe general Sea-chart I ftriftly obfcrv'd, 
nd never found any material error in my ac- 
;ount, that I could attribute to that Gentle- 
fcian*s work. When I was fliipwreck*d on 
lie Ifland of Juan Fernandes^ I, amongft

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marks and memorandums of the (hip's wa^i 
e^f . therefore in general have not b^ea part 
ticular as to the Longitudes^ but I believe aiji 
Reader will think that as well omitted as boc^ 
row'd. 

1 muft obferve to you, that as you advance 
towards, the coaft of Brafil you'U Cee in the 
night a fort of faint lightening, flaflung^aiMl

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Iflands, where we met with black difmal wea- 
ther, with tempcftuous winds, vatying all a- 
round the Compafs 5 this was the more fright- 
ful to us by as much as wc were not in a 
condition of helping ourfelvcs, there not be- 
ing above 6 or 7 that were fit to do any 
work, though neccility obliged even thofeda 
were extreamly out of order to lend wiut 
help they could. Thefe boifterous gales had 
raifed fuch a tumbling fea, wherein our Hup 
laboured To much, that the knee of her head, 
and the whole beak-head became loofe (this 
may appear ftrange to one who is not acquaint- 
ed with their manner of building), fo that die 
bowfprit fetch'd way, and play'd with the mo- 
tion of the Chip, and (b continued to do all the 
reft of the time we were out at fea. Our main- 
maft ftood for fome time without (hrouds on 
the larboard itde, till we could unlay our bcft 
cable to make more, having knotted and fpli- 
ced the old ones till our labour was in vain. 
In Veruy where our (hip was built and rigg'd 
they feem to have but little regard to the fupport 
of their mafts, to which their ftays and fliiouds 
hold no proportion, and had not our mafls at 
this time been extraordinarily fubftaorial, 
nothing but a miracle could liave pre(ervcd os 
from ending our. days upon the fea. 

lo 
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the midft of all this, I myfclf was taken g^^j» 
ntly ill, and had no expeSation of living th^Ladron 
a longer, till the Gout feizing upon me, 
me fome painful hopes of the continuance 
ny life. But I, as well as the reft, was 
of every neceflary required by a fick 
Dn, and had not fo much as the lead drop 
pirituous liquor, nor any kind of food that 
:k flomach could digeft ^ thofe of us that 
e thus out of order, were very fubjeft to 
ting fits, in which my people had two or 
c times given me over for dead, but they 
not laft long. 

I the beginning of OSiober, 1721, we ^^"^^ 
e the Ifland of Guam^ 100 leagues fhort adano- 
^apt. Rogers s account, who makes 105 ncfs. 
ees difference of Longitude, between 

and cape St. Lucas y and we did not make 
s 100 degrees. We pafs'd between the 
mentioned Ifland and Serpana, and faw 
ral flying prows, but none came near us % 

day we had heavy fqually weather, which 
ged me to keep the deck, where, in the 

, I caught a cold, which threw me 
3 a worfe condition than before, in which 
intinued all the time I was in China. The 
nd of Guam appears very green, and is of 
npdetate height 5 the profpe^ of land was

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ver7 agreeable t,ous> after havmg^cun fo great 
a lengthy and we could, with the greateft ploh 
fare, have ftopp'd to have purchafed feme re- 
frefhment of fruits, luch as Lemons^ Seviik 
Oranges, Sec, which would have been very 
good for fuch of us as had the Scurvej. But 
though we were upon the pohit of pcrUhh^ 
we dar d not venture in for fear the InhabitaM 
fhould take the advantage of our weaknclsto 
make fome attempt upon us; The night after 
M^t with we had fecn the Ifland of Guam, we had oor 
wtttbcr, P^3intopfail(plit, which, as it happen'd, proved 
no lofs of way; for, during fcyeral days af- 
terwards, we had fuch weather that we could 
bear no more than our lower canvas, which 
fufficiently try'd the ftrength of our fhip , which 
was now very much impaired, our main beam 
5Vorking and playing at every heel the fliip 
gave. 

From Guam I dircded my courfe for the 

Iflatid Formofa, and now, though the length 

. of our voyage was decrcafing very faft, our 

courie for ficknefs was daily cncreafing upon us in a much 

oi%!>^> greater propofition, fo that we, and our (hip 

f4. too, flood in the greateft need of a harbour, but 

we had a very long paffage from the LadronVL- 

lands to Formofa, infomuch that it was the jd 

of November before wc had any fight of that If-

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*d 5 jaft before we difcovery it, wc had a fight 
the yk of Bottal Tabac<:o Xima^ lying about 
e?agues to the Kotthe^ji'J^ard of the South- 
moji cape of Foirmofa^ and, as the fun fat, Mike the 
faw Formofa itfclf, appearing to be very n^and of 
sh land. The pext day we rounded the 
BHhern cape of it, and pafi'd within a league 

the rocks of P^ele RetCy and by them wcrP 
ifibie of a very ftrong tide or current. The 

rmojians made fcvcral fires as wc pals'd, 
1 we were not in a condition to take any 
•tice of them. 

From hence I dire^ed a courlc for Tedrg 
iancOy on the coaft of China. But on Ko- 
*mber the 6th, ^t day break, fell in with the

outh of the nvcr of Loma on that coaft, the Coaft 
12 fathom water. Wc faw great numbers ^f^^"***- 
fifliing boats coming oup of that river, and 
)m the adjacent parts, but it proving very, 
zcy, could not make rlie land pl^jin enough 
difcover whereabouts we were, therefore 
dcavour'd to entice fome of the fiflicrmeri 
oard of us to Pilot us to MacaQ j but for 
mt of underftanding each others meanings 
z could not cfFcd it. We were obliged tp 
cp the land clofe aboard, and to come to 
anchor every evening, which was a mighty 
:iguc tp my Ihip's ^ompapy, who were fo 

f f 4 ^nivcrfally 
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nci^ deprived mc of all obfervaticHis I {boul4 
have made of them. 

Macao being a place where (hips always (lop 
for a Pilot to carry them up the river of Cwr- 
ton\ I fent an Officer Vith a compliment to 
the Governour^ and with orders to bring q& % 
Pilot with him. But I heard nothing of him 
till the next morning, which gave me maay 
difquiet apprehenfions. Early the next day 
there came off a great many of the Suceefi% 
. people from Macao aboard of us s I was at

cUfferm's mazed at the light of them, and was, at firft, 
wIS!^ were v^^ glad to fee them, but my mind changed a 
9x:Mac»o, littlc whcn I hcard their ftory, wherein they 

come a- 

koard of us acquainted me, that their Commander C«r//^r- 
ton had left me defignedly, (as I have before 
related) that they went dircftly to Guam^ one 
of the Ladron Iflands, where they were very 
well refreih'd, and fupply'd with proviftons. 
cUfftf' That their Captain there fold the Govermur 
vbur^/'^ a great quantity of Powder and Shot, and fc- 
iheifland ycral Other valuable things, and permitted the 
' Marquis of Villa Rocha (y/ho was his Prifo- 
ner) to go afhorc with Mr. Godfrey y the A- 
gcnt, and a Marine Officer^ who went to fct- 
.tie the accounts. As foon as they were landed 
and the boat come off again, Capt. Clippertm 
\veigh'4 with his fhip in order to attack a (hip 

of 
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j^ forty dollars in a hat, and gave them to him, 
\ upon which he came into the (hip, and took 
^ lis in charge, and carried us through the narrow 
*. channel, and at fun fet brought us to an an- 
i*chor; the next morning we weighed again, and 
f kept the main land of China clofe aboard, and 
L at noon he brought us abreaft of Tulo Lan- 
r toony from whence we could (ce two Engtijb 
\ fhipsunder fail, who were pading by the Ifland 
' of MacaOy in their way from the river of Can- 
ton : they took no notice of us, and kept on 
their way. This made me very uneafy, fear- 
ing that we fliould mifs of a paflage to Eng- 
land this feafon. 

November 11. In the afternoon weanchor'dAmval in 
in the road of Macao, a Tortumefe fcttlement tiicroadof 

near the entrance of the river of Cant on, which 

we never fhould have found out by any thing 

we could learn from any of our charts ; I much 

admire at the incorrednefs of thefe coafts to 

the Eafiward of Vulo Lantoon, for there 

runs a cldter of Iflands extending upwards of 

20 leagues, which are not in the lead taken 

notice of by our Geographers^ nor did I ever 

meet with any Navigator that knew any thing 

of them. The coaft of China near them is 

rocky, mountainous, and barren ; but as to 

the particular fituation of thefc Ifles my iick- 

neft 
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himfelf till they were out at fca, and then by 
his impertinent queftions and behaviour, fuffi- 
ciently convinced them that he knew nothiag 
of what had paf^d during their engagement, 
&c. which lafted two days and two nights. 
Thus they loft their Priibner the Marquis k 
la Rocha^ and al(b Mr. Godfrey^ the Agent- 
General, and one of their Marine Officers j 
which gave^the (hip's company (Uch a diftafic 
of Clipperton'i that they would not fufFer him 
to have the command of them, and lockM 
him up in his cabbin, and entreated Captain 
Cook to take the charge of them. 

They endured much bad weather between 
Guam and tyimoj in ChinUy whither they got 
with much difficulty 5 there they made a di* 
vidend of all they had taken, half to the Own- 
ers, and half to the fhip's company 5 from 
thence Clifperton de/tgn'd for the ftreights of 
Malacca^ but his People fearing he had no 
good intentions in his head, would go no 
farther than MacaOy that being a Chriftian 
port $ upon their arrival there, the Governour 
ordered Clipperton into cuftody i it (eems he 
had broke prifon formerly from thence, where 
he had been confined (as far as could be leara'd) 
on account of having formerly run away with 
2)iii^//^r[s Commiffion, and one of his Prizes; 

but 
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but upon producing his Majejifs Commifii- 

on now for the Succefs^ they gave him no 

farther trouble, and only contented them* 

felves with fleecing him a little. They told 

mc, that t|ic Gentlemen- Adventurers in Eng-- 

land were much obliged to the <Governour o^ 

this place, who being informed that Clipper^ 

ton could not be prevail'd on to remit their 

cfFeds home in the Englijb (hips lying at 

Canton, obliged him to fend what belonged to 

them, in one of their own (hips, which was 

ready to depart^for Lisbon : here he fold his 

fhip thc*$Wrr(/J for about 1 000 pounds fterling. I 
thought it proper to make this digreflion for the 

information of fiichof the Gentkmen-Owners 
who have thought him blamclefs that they might 
pafs a judgment on hiscondud, iince it is cer- 
tain that he will never, cither privately or. 
publickly, let them into the truth of his ftory. 

But to go on with that which concerns n^y- .^,. 
fclf, on November 12, 1721* About noon a Pilot uto 
Pilot came off to us, and We immediately: ^° 
weigh'd, and entered the river oiCanton, being 
aflur'd that there ftill remain'd fome European 
(hips at WampOy which is the name of the 
place where they lie in this river, about iQ 
miles (hort of the city of Canton i we were

fhips were lying at WampOj they would ad- 

vifc me to fend up to their Fa&ories at Out 

ton^ to acquaint them of our arrival, &c. and 

the reafons which obliged me to come thciej 

which I accordingly did the next day, and boi- 

row'd one of their flags to hoifi in our boar, 

without which we (hould have met with great 

trouble from the Hoppo-men^ or Cuftom-iioafc 

Oflicers $ I fent by my Officer letters to the 

Captains of the Englifb fliips, Signifying the 

neceffity which forced me into thcfc pans, 

and defir'd they would, as far as in them lay, 

make the port fafe and afeful to us, affuring 

them that I aftcd by virtue of his M^efiji 

Commillion, which I alio font to them, that 

they might perufc it. 

My boat being gone before roe, 1 wcigh'd 

the next morning, and work'd up to Wan^, 

/Arrival at ^hcrc Ifouud, bcfides two Englijh (hips, three

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and a fniall (hip from Manila. I now thought I 
was going to reft a little from my labours, not 
cxpc£)i^4»ttt thiat I fhodd find fu^ trcauncw 
(at kaft ItOBft nj owa CoimttyDKsJt as c«n- 
fiftcd with humanity and common civifity, 
and with all the tender regard and fetvicc as 
is ufually adminiftred tc people in diftrefs, by 
fuch as have it in their power to aHift them, 
though even under no fuch obligation, as the 
£»^/i/^ crpecially lay under here of affording 
me all fuccour and aid, which his Majejiy re- 
quired from the hands of all fuch as were in 
amity with him ; bur, to my misfortune, felt 
keavicr hardfhips here fall circumftances coq- 
iidec'd) than in all the preceding part of my 
voyage.

Chap. XVI. 

Arrhal in the Rher of Can- 
ton, and Tranfa&ions there. 




inSS^ H £ fame evening that we anchoKd 
T ^ at JVampo^ there happened an acci- 
dent which gave much trouble af- 
terwards to myfclf and others of the EngUfi 
Gentlemen^ for one of my men being in a 
hurry to remove his cfFeds on board the Bm- 
tay in order to go in her to Fort St. Geingi^ 
the Bonita^s boat> in which he waSj, was in 
her way to their (hip purfued by a H^fpo^ or 
Cuftomhoufe boat, who wanted to fearch 
them ; the fellow being a little in liquor, and 
fearing they would fake away what ftlver he 
had from him, fired a mufquet at them, and 
kill'd a Hoppo-man, or Cuftom-houfe Qflker i 
early the next morning the corpfe was laid at 

(be 
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the door of the Evglijh Faitotiei^ ind there 
were Chine fe Officers lying in wait for the 
firft confiderable Englijhman that came out, 
ftoft withftanding that they had none in particular 
that they could tax with this murder 5 it hap- 

petfd that one Mr. C- ife, a Supercargoc 

belonging to the Bonita^ was one of the firft 
that came out, and they immediately feized 
on him after their manner, and carried him a- 
way, and afterwards led him about the Suburbs 
of Canton in chains: all that could be faid 
or done by the moft confiderable of the C&/- 
nefe Merchants, who were Correfpondents 
with the Englijhy avaird nothing. In the 
mean time my man T)avid Griffith^ who 
had committed the fad, and another, were 
put in irons on board the Frances^ who 
was chopp'd^ that is, feiz'd till the maa 
who was guilty of the crime was deli- 
Ver'd to them, and accordingly he was put 
into their hands, and carried to Canton in 

chains, and Mr. C- k was fbon after 

teleafed. 

It is the cuftom in China to exad a cer- 
tain fum of money from all fhips that come 
there according to their meafurcment, which 
is divided in firft; fecond, and third rates $ I 

^ Z every 
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every day expcfted the Hoppo to come to mca- 
fare my fhip, but was given to underftand that 
I muft go up to Canton firft, though even at 
the hazard of my life : I accordingly went, and 
ftay'd two days at the Cadogan's FaStary^ da- 
ring which time I was hourly alarm'd by fud 
flories as made me fear that I fhould (indif- 
pofed as 1 was) be dragg'd away oflp my bed, 
on the pretence^ that it was one of my Men 
who had kill'd the Cuftom-houfe Officer, 
though I, nor any belonging to me, knc«i^ 
nothing of the matter any farther than had 
been related to me. At the end of two days 
I was obliged to go down again to the fhip 
to be prefent at the meafurement, and a day 
afterwards the Hoppo came with a numerous 
retinue, and feem'd to do his buftnefs very 
quietly, but would not let me know what he 
intended to cxait. This gave me much trou- 
ble, tor I began to think that the Chinefe^ 
through a falfe report of our great riches, 
had an intention to gratify their love of mo- 
ney at any rate. 

I had not been here many days before I 

was deferred by all my Officers and (hip*s com- 
pany, who were continually employed in re- 
moving their effcds from on board my (hip, 

to 
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y} ix> fomc of the Eurdpeanj contrary to niy 
:; knowledge, who was all the time confin'd to 
;, my fick bed. My Officers wcte engaging 
^ the India Gentlemen in their intereft, and 
^; hadicft mc and my Son, with a few Ne^ 
.f groes ti) look after the fliip, and defend my 
!,j cflfcds, which I thought on the brink of fal- 
j^; Jing into the pit of the Chinefe Avarice i 
^ In fhort, my fliip'i compainy had fb many 
^ ways of dilpofing of their efFeds, that 
J it was impoffible to oblige them to do 
^ what I fliould have thought jufticc to 
the Gentlemen in England^ and to myfelf ; 
in a word, they were all foon recover'd 
of their illnefs by the affiftancc they met 
with, and were become their own ma- 
ilers 5 there was no Magiftratc to appeal to 
on the (hore, that wotild have done me fb 
much fervice as to have oblig'd them to keep 
to their own fhip, and my Brother-OfHcers,= 
commanding the Englijh (hips, could not, 
through fear of a mifreprefentation of their 
adions to the India Company by their Su-* 
pcrcargoes^ afford me fuch help as^ perhaps, 
they would have been enclin'd to^ through 
a fcnfc of their duty in coihplying with the 

G g z tcnout 
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tdnour of my CommiiHon i but the Gentle- 
men who preftded over the trade fo little re- 
garded it, that they had half a mind to refufe 
me a paflagc in one of their (hips, and^ in 
cflfed, 1 was treated by them as one ene« 
my would treat another in a neutral porti 
for as fuch they look'd upon me for offering 
to come within the Eafl -India Companfs li- 
mits, without confidering the neceifities which 
forced me thither. The Captains Hill and 
Newjhamy when they firft came to fee me, 
were aftonifh'd at the ruin'd appearance of 
my ihip9 and could fcarce think it was pof- 
ftble fhe could have undertaken fb long a 
ftretch as from California hither ; the rot- 
tenncfs of our cordage, and the raggednels of 
our (ails, the bad ft ate of the fliip, and fick- 
ncfs of my fiiips company fiU'd them, at firft, 
with admiration and pity of my condition; 
infomuch, that at their firft vifit, when I had 
given them a fhort hiftory of my voyage, and 
of the difficulties and hazards I had ftruggled 
with to obtain a paflage, and defir'd they 
would receive me, my Officers, and (hip's 
company, with their cffefts, which I aflur'd 
them were not inconfidcrable, and would take 

up 
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::iup but little room, (which I defir'd might be 
-::done as foon as poflible for many reafons 
j;r which I thought of weight enough to in- 
g.duce them to it) they anfwer'd, that 
2ifinccthey plainly faw that my (hip was in 
i,j no condition to ftir any farther, upon pay- 
jU ing for our paffagcs they would entertain us 
jj as foon as we pleafed. This I depended upon, 
and expedcd no farther trouble than to re- 
move oiirfelves at any time ; but, on the cot^- 
trary, I found that I had, through ignorance, 
apply'd to the wrong Perfons, for the Su- 
percargoes were angry that I had not 
fcnt up my ftory to them, who, when 
afliore, arc the chief men, though they are 
only paffengers when aboard, fo that I was 
left negledcd, and the EngUJh Captains or- 
dered to fall down with their fliips 5 or 6 
miles below us. Thus was I left deftitute 
in the company of five forelgti fhips, who 
feeing that my own Countrymen were fo 
carclcfs of me, were fo kind, as to offer me 
their fervice, and aflifted me with what th%,^ 
could, and had it not been for them, I dont 
know but that I might have fuffef'd to the 
laft degree, for I was under perpetual alarms 

Gg 3 that 
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that the Cbinefe had a ddign to cho^ ny 
fiup, that is, feize her. 

Soon after, the murder of the Cite- 
houfe Officer feeni'd to be accommodii 
by having the criminal in their own poilft 
on, and by the revenge they thought fit i 
take on others. When every thing of that bii 
was hurti'd, there was an outragious ato 
committed by what they call a little Mmi*- 
tiny who (it feems) at the beginning of thcfe 
troubles had warrants given him to take all 
the Efiglifi he fliould meet^ which doty he 
neglcdcd till all was well over ; but paiSng 
by the European faSiories, he ordcr'd his at- 
tendance to fcize on all the Englijh theffaw 
in the (hops thereabouts, and accordujgiy tfaq 
took riine or ten, as well French as £ng/ijl&, 
and carry'd them away with halters about their 
necks, to the ChantuclCs (or Viceroy of the 
Province his) palace in the city. Upon this 
there was application made to the Hotpo^ who 
reprcfcnted matters to the Chantuck in &- 
your of the injur'd Europeans^ whereupon the 
Mandarin who w^ guilty of this violence 
was fcnt for, who being unable to vindicate 
himfdf, was immediately degraded from his 
poft, and ftripp'd of the cnfigns of his Office, 

"and 
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^ifflnd (as they told us) was bamboo'd, which is 
a fcvere punifhmcnt u(ed in moft of the 
ziJElaftern Governments, and rendered for ever 
aafier incapable of ading again, and the Euro- 
::ipeans dircdiy difcharged. 
tj However, in the main, the Englijh 
j^« ftcm to mc to be tyrannifed over by the 
^ Chimfey and expofed to the caprices of every 
.^ Magiftrate, which made me the more ut- 
^ gent to be on board one of the European fliips, 
jji having good reafon to fear, by reports, and 
^ their adual ill treatment of the Englijh in ge- 
, ncral, that I, and my efFeds would fall a fa- 
^ orifice to their immoderate love of\^ money^ 
^ fince opportunities could not be wanting to 
\ them, who, in the night, might ftrip my a- 

If 

bandon'd fhip, in which fcarcc any body bur 
myfclf, (who could not ftir out of my bed,) 
and my Son took up their lodging ; and to 
that purpofe, finding my error in having ap- 
plyM to the Captains, which had difguftcd the 
Supercargoes, and fijggcfted to them an unrea* 
fbnable caufe to ufe me in a carelefs manner $ 
I fent up a letter to them, not to dcfire, but 
to demand a paflage for me, my Officers, and 
fhip's Company, which I was fenfiblc they 
could not refufe^ and indeed they did not ;

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but their condcfcenlion was accompanied with 
a charge to the India Captains npt to receive 
any thing belonging to us, except it was con* 
fign'd to to the Ituiia Company in Englmd. 
I think this Article might as well have been 
kept in iilence as declared 5 for it to far en- 
raged my People, that they vow'd they would 
as foon throw what they had into tlie fea, a$ 
comply with fuch a demand ^ for my part^ 
;t gave me no concern, who was confcious to 
jnyfelf) and their Officers, both of the Trade and 
Navigation^ were fully convinc'd) that it was a 
thing impoffible for me to have converted any 
of my filvcr into the commodities of the coun- 
try, which I hpp'd they would reprefent to 
the Ea^'lvdia Company in fuch a light as to 
leave them no room to detain what I (hould 
confign on pretence of having in&ing'd on 
their Privileges any farther than having the 
misfortune to be driven into the limits of their 
commerce, without doing them the leaft pre- 
judice $ but at the fame time that I >yas ac- 
quainted with d^js intention of rfrceiving ns 
as Paflengers, I was alfp informed of the 
Hoppo's demand for anchorage in the river, 
I had been long in fufpence upon that head, 
and all a long apprehended that I fhould hav( 

fomc 
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|bme uaufual cxadion impoicd upon mc, and 
indeed £0 it happened, for they demanded 6000 
Tahcl J and to quicl^en me in the payment of 
it, and to fhew me they were in earneft, there \ 
was a penalty annex'd to this extortion of 
500 additional Tahel for every day we fail'd 
in the payment s in fhort^ there \^as no means 
by which I could evade this unconfcionable 
impofttion i in vain had I (hewn the HoppB 
my Commiflion, whiqh was alfo read in the 
Chine fe Tongue to him , and to as little pur- 
pofe did I alfo remonfirate to him that I 
came with no other deftgn than to obtain a 
pafiage home in one of our Country ftiips, 
my own being uncapable of going farther. 
But, right or wrong, it was infifted upon i 
but it was a day before I could poilibly fend 
that fum up, for which they required 500 
Tahel fqr negled of payment, io that they 
receiy-d from pie 6 jf 00 Tahel, which is 2 1 66 /. 
1 3 J. 4 //. Sterling J which was about fix times 
as much as the Cadojgan paid, who was the 
Jargeft Englifh fhip there, and meafured a 
third more than mine h this was the more 
vexatious by as much as inftead of receiving 
the benefits of the port, I had been every 
way opprcfs'd } however, before I quitted my 
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(hip, I fold her for looo Tahd, which m- 
my, and the reft of my cffcfts wctctii- 
fign'd to the Itidu Company, aod I pnall 
with moft of my Officers, and fliip'i wpi 
ny, to take their paQages in the EitgUfi^mr 
ward bound (hips. 

The Englijh have no ftttlcd Faflory a Cs 
tm, and are only permitted to hiiete 
Hmgs, or Houfes, near the water (idt, a, 
veniently accommodated with wafe-hoabu 
receive their goods before they are fluppJofi 
which they quit when the time coma i 
their departure upon paying the fom sgtiii 
(at firft) upon to the owner of the In* 
pr houfes.

A M obliged to leave this place 
abruptly^ without entertaining my 
Reader with a defcription of it % 
>r the fliortnefs of my ftay there, the many 
oubles liJruggled with, but chiefly my fick- 
cfs all the time I was in China^ which did 
ot permit me to ftir out of my cabbinj ren- 
cr'd me incapable of giving any account 
f the City and River oiCanton, by what 
bfcrvations I might have made there, or 

informing 
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informing myfelf of the general genius, po- 
licy, and cuftoms of its Inhabitants, that* 
for* I rather chufe to pafs it by (iincc 
I can give no other account of it from 
my own knowledge, than what is com* 
monly known to every body who have 
been inquifitive about this great Menu* 
chy) than to make a large quotation out' 
of ^ny other Traveller* 

All that I propofc to myfelf in this 
Chapter, is to condud my Reader hom^ 
aftc): having lead him round fo large a por* 
tion of the Earth's circumference, tfaroogb^ 
fo many different climates, and unfiortn- 
nate occurrences ^ but as the tyijiatick fcas 
and countries are well known to us, and 
I tiaving obferved nothing in this paf*. 
fage, but what we have Had a great ma^ 
ny relations of already, I (hall be as brief 
as poflible. 
Dc arture Towards thc latter end pf ^ecemhet^ 
fromc/i»- 1721. I faird in the Cadogan^ Command- 
jj,»inai.^j by Capt. John Hill, in company widi 
thc Frances y Capt. Newfiam^ who fail- 
ing better than we, left us as fbon as wc 
go^ out to fea^^ 

Caps 
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Capt. Hill finding his Ihip very tender, p^^ i^^® 
: into Batavia to bring iier into a better 
m. At Batavia we continued about ten 
s^ but I can give no particular defcripti- 
of this place, I being, at that time, not 
^ to ftand on my legs, and waa abroad 
1 twice in a coach to take an airing two 
three miles out of the city, in which 
le tour we had a great variety of very 
iutiful profpeds of fine country feats and 
*dens, &c. and indeed every thing round 
appeared a fhew of the greateft induftry $ 
lo the city itfelf, the buildings are, in gene- 
very handfome, which form very regular 
cets^ having canals running through mofi: 
them, with trees planted on each fide 
them, fo that this city may be juftly 
ll'd a fine place; but I confels that I 
ink the fight is the only fenfe that is grati- 
d here, for when the tide is low in 
c canals they fmell very ofFenfively 5 
kd breed great numbers of Moskitoes^ 
r. which are more troublefome here than 
^er I felt them in any other part of the 
^orld. As to eatables, they are in general 
It indifferent, fcarce^ and dear.. The city 

itfelf 
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itfcif is ftrongly fortifkd, bat there is v^ 
thing to proted the fhips in the toad; 
Remarks ^ g^^at part of the Inhabitants of B^ 
chmefeWv- tavia arc Cbinefe, who. arc remarkable there 
illli **■ for wearing their ancient Chinefe drefs, with 
their hair rowl'd up in fhch a manner diat 
there is no great difference between die 
mens appearance and the womcns ; e?er 
fince the Tartarian revolution in Chmi^ 
the Tartarian drefs has been impofed upon 
the whole kingdom, which was not efi^- 
ed without great bloodfhed, for many of tiic 
Chinefe were fo fuperftitioufly fond of thdf 
old modes (as they are reported to be 
great lovers of every thing that /s and* 
em) that many of them preferred the iofa 
of life to the lofs of their hair. It being 
the Tartarian cuftom to fhave their heads 
all over, except the crown, from whence 
hangs a long lock, which they plat in 
much fuch a manner as we do a thong. 
The ^utchy that politick and wife nation, 
have laid hold of the fuperflitious folly of 
f hofc Chinefe who live under their proteftion, 
and exaft from all the men a PoU-Taz of 
a dollar a month (ii I am not mlflaken) 
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the liberty of wearing their hair, which 

:iiey paid but a dollar a year would a- 

lunt to a conftderable revenue, which, I 

>uld think, would be an unreafonable and 

unjuftifiable taxation upon the Chinefe^ ef- 

;ially when it • is reported that the Chi^ 

^e are fo far from being a burthen to 

s great Colony , that they are the chief 

►porters of it. 

Whilft we w^re at Batavidy Captain 

?// was informed that there were feveral Departure 

ates in thefe feas 5 he therefore, when ^^^^ ^^. 

departed from Batavia joined the 
utch homeward bound fleet in Bantam- 
^ The T^utch Commodore promifed 
pt. Hill to aHii): him in wooding and 
itering at Mew-ljlandy the water at Bata^ 
% being very bad. 

We met the Frances in the ftreights of We mat 
nda-^ who we imagined had been a great -Q^th'^"^" 
ly a head of us, upon our joining Capt. freights 
ewjham^ the T^utch made it a pretence 
leave us before we had got the length 
MeW'IJlandy and Capt. Newjham aWb 
fcrtcd us the fame evenings fo that wc 
:rc left by ourfclves. 
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Arrival at Wc Continued at Mew-IJland fix or fcvcB 
days, during which time feveral boats came 
from TrinceS'JJland^ and brought us Tor- 
tle. Coco-nut^ Pine-apples^ and other jruits^ 
fomc of thefe inform'd us. that there had 
been two or three fhips at ^this Ifland a 
few days before us, which gave us fomc 
Hneaiinels, not knowing what (hty could 
be. 

Some of the People having feen fomc 
wild cattle grazing near' the firand, went oa 
(hore with deiign to kill them i but be- 
fore they had advanced near enoughi they 
difcovcr*d a fmaH Tyger, and faw tfiettafl: 
of an old one, upon which they rctiT'd to 
the boats ^t this place fome of the Gen- 
tlemen belonging to this fbip, in their out- 
ward bound paflage faw a Rhinoceros. 
^^^^. From Mew^IJland we had a very pleafanf 
from Jiff 9. pafTage to and about the cape of Good Hofii 
V^ff^' Yirhich, in my opinion, was greatly owing 
to Capt. Hill's good conduft in coming 
in with the land betimes > I mean upon 
the- Eajlermojl part of the bank and keep- 
ing a moderate diftance from the land 5 
I cannot be pofitive, but I think we ne* 
ver exceeded a degree, generally lefi, and 

fometimej 
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fdmctitncs even made the land j the three 

^ Voyages I have been this way I had the good 

fortune of being with Gentlemen who pro- 

' ceeded in the fame manner as Capt. Hill did 

^ with the like fuccefs. 

: The fmall experience of my own before, Remarb 
^ and an infiance or two in this laft paflfage ^^^ 
( which I fhall relate ) makes me of opini- ^^^^ ^^ 
on that there is too much caution ufed in GWj^^r. 
coming in with the land in foundings ; for it 
li known that the fevereft gales in this parr, 
(viz. near the Cape of Good-Hope) reign 
from the North-weft to the SQUth-weft^ 
the firft quarter blows off from the land, and 
the other is a bold wind on the coaft, and it 
is likewife known, that the wind out of the 
fea has (carce ever been obferv'd to blow 
ftrong for a time, and never home to the 
fhore, this I have been informed of, both 
by Efiglijh and ^Dutchmen of greater expe- 
rience than myfclf in thefe parts of the 
world. 

I don't remember that in all the time we 
were approaching the Cape of Good-Hope^ 
that we took in our top-fails above once for 
a fqual, which was over in an hours time> 
and another time, being threatened by the

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appearance of bad weathery Capir. 
all the requifitc preparations to: roccii#'%i''V 
>vluch done, he flood in for the land o^tferir 
hopes of avoiding tlie fcemingly appooaduig^r: 
florm, in which he was undcubcedijr; ri^ r 
in his judgment, for in a few hours we had v< 
fair weather, a favourable gale» and dl our . 
fmall fails fet, and, at the fame time, there 
remained great appearance of foul weather to 
the Southward of us^ and fo contintied to 
do for feverai days afterwards. This I (hould 
not have obfcrv'd, did not what I am going 
to relate evidently demonfirate that it blows 
hard fFeJiwardly at fomc diftancc ftom the 
land, when you have fair weathci nearer the 
fliore. 

I have obfcrv'd before, tliat the Frances^ 
and the T^utch-Jhips had 7 days advantage of 
us, by leaving us in the flreights of Swfda^ 
notwithftanding whidi we gain'd the Cape a- 
bout as many days before the Frances did, 
although, at the fame time, fhe faird very 
confiderably better than we, and as to the 
^utch'JbifSy there was no fhcw of their ar- 
rival when wc left the Cape. 

The Officers of our Ihip, by compariflg 
their accounts with fomc of the Gentlemen 
belonging to the Frances^ found that fhe had

Whilfl: we lay at the Cape of Good-Hope 
nothing remarkable occurr'd^ and it has been 
fo often defccibed, that 1 can fay nothing of 
it that has not been faid by moft who have 
been here before. 

From the Cape of Good-Hope we had an -^ 
agreable paflfage to the Idandof St. Hekna, from the
